Tho finance committee reported that a 
resolute effort should be mado to secure 
a larger endowment for the hospital and 
emphasized the importance of obtaining 
a largo number of annual subscriptions.

f ationts was twenty-five, now it is only 
welve. The committee report that it is 
desirable that the number of pupil 
nurses should be iucreased as fast as 
worthy applicants can be found. The 
memorial minute contained in the report 
of the committee was adopted as the 
sentiment of the trustees regarding the 
death of Miss Palmer. It Is as follows: 

“In closing its outwaid relations with 
Wary Frauces Palmer the executive com- 
mittee would rocord its appreciation of 
tho perfect servico which she has render- 
•od to the hospital. In all departments 
alike she has excelled. In the general 
superintendence of the hospital nothing 
escaped her watchfulness, nothing but 
tlio best that could be done was accepted. 
She was economical, but always judici- 
ous. In her selection of uurses and 
pupils, ami in the training of them, her 
standard was high, as becomes what she 
justly regarded a noble profession. She 
<was gentle and friendly in her relations 
with patients and physicians and 
visitors; but never for a moment lost 
sight of tho proper usefulness and the 
interests of the hospital, and of her own 
position as its representative. She was 
a matron faithful and wise, to whom the 
(hospital is greatly iudebted for its ex- 
cellent efficiency and its high standing in 
the community.” 

The building committee reported good 
progress on all the uew buildings, which 
it was expected would be completed by 
Dec. 1st. 

k tetter was read from Mrs. Davison, 
■•of San (Diego, Cal., formerly Miss Pray, 
the first matron of tho hospital, express- 
ing her sorrow at the loss sustained in 
the death of Miss Palmer. She expresses 
the hope that $£000 can be raised for a 
’permanent free bed as a memorial to 
.Miss Palmer. A committee was appoint- 
ed to take this suggestion into considera- 
tion, and also to procure a photograph 
of Miss Palmer, suitably framed, to hang 
an the reception room. 

The secretary then read the following 
letter:— To the Trustees of the Newton 
> Cottage Hospital. 

"Feeling a deep interest in the institu- 1 
v cion under your charge, and desiring to 
«id you in your humane efforts for the 
care of the sick and injured, I have had 
constructed an ambulance, which it has 
been my aim to have adapted in every 
way, according to the best approved 
principles, for the most comfortable con- 
veyance to the hospital of those who may 
need its services. I have the pleasure of 
masking you to accept this ambulance as 
the property of the Newton Cottage 
Hospital, and to keep it always in such 
place and condition as may best subserve 
the use for which it is intended. It is 
tny desire also to provide a fuud for the 
maintenance of the ambulance. When, 
by a few months’ experience, you have 
ascertained what the probable cost of 
using and keeping it in repair will be, if 
you will kindly let me know the annual 
amount which will bo ne jessary, I will I 
forward to your treasurer a sufiicient 
sum for a fund, which I shall desire to 
have invested, and the income used for 
this purpose.

A CAM. FOR THE MAYOlt AND AI.DKHMF.X 
TO Ac r. 


To tlie Editor of the Graphics 

An editorial note in tlie GRAPHIC of 
Saturday, speaking of the meeting of the 
Boston Albany stockholders, which 
appropriated $.->00,000 for abolishing 
grade crossings, says that “if the com- 
pany will make a beginning on Newton 
crossings all will bo forgiven.” It scorns 
to be a common impression that it is nec- 
essary to wait until tlie railroad company 
does something about it before anything 
can be done to change grades at tho 
crossings, but the impression is entirely 
erroneous. Under tho new law, if tlio 
mayor and aldermen petition for the 
abolition of any grade crossing whatever, 
the railroad will bo compelled to make 
the change, whether it wishes to do so, 
and lias made any appropriation for tho 
purpose, or not, unless the commission- 
ers which look into tho matter consider 
that the separation of grades is inexpedi- 
ate. This is not likely to be the case, as 
the Massachusetts Railroad Commission- 
ers have repeatedly, in the strongest 
manner, urged the separation of grades 
in Newton; but we may be sure that un- 
less the mayor and aldermen act the 
railroad will never do so. It is obviously 
for the interest of the railroad to use up 
the money which the state contributes, 
ns well as its own, in abolishing small 
grade crossings in the country, where 
the work can be done at slight expense 
and tho cost of keoping a gate-tender 
will be saved, and to put off tho expen- 
sive changiug of grades in thickly settled 
regions as long as possible, until the citi- 
zens, in desperation, are willing to pav 
half the cost, as the people of New York 
did when all tho grade crossings were 
changed from 42d street to the Harlem 
river. I suppose, of course, that the 
Newton city government will wait for 
some expression of opinion ou the part 
of the citizens before taking any steps in 
the matter; but it is to be regretted that 
something was not done in time to secure 
a part of that five million dollars for 
Newton before it disappeared into the 
pockets of the stockholders. It is not 
too late, of course, for the railroad will 
have to raise the money somehow to do 
what the commissioners order; but it 
will make more difficulties about it than 
it could about using for the purpose a 
part of the sura which was granted it by 
the legislature on the pretence that it 
was to be so used. 

Of course, there will be some expense 
to the city. The grade crossing commis- 
sioners estimated, two years ago, that to 
abolish all the grade crossings in Newton 
would cost $1,300,000. Of this, uuder 
the new law, the city could, at most, be 
called upon for only ten per cent, or 
$130,000, and the sum might be less, at 
the discretion of the commissioners. Be- 
side that, it is not necessary to change 
all t crossings at present; but some of 
the most dangerous oues ought to be 
abolished, and we must remember that 
the sewerage system, which we all look 
forward to, canuot possibly bo even laid 
out for Newton until the separation of 
grades, which, in the opinion of the 
grade crossing commissioners, should in- 
volve the lowering of the main railroad 
tracks through Newton about 14 feet, is 
decided upon.

Tho corporate 
title of our Hospital is:— “Tho Newton 
Cottage Hospital.” 

A committee from a city in this state 
looked all around the different cities for 
the best Hospital Ambulance. They 
finally decided that the one built for our 
Newton Hospital by Murray A Farral 
was by all odds the finest and most satis- 
factory they had seen. 

There is room now’ at the Hospital for 
more pupil nurses. It is a splendid 
clinncc for young women to learn a use- 
ful and remunerative employment. 
Persons who want to know more about 
it can address the Rev. John Worcester, 
Newtonville.

“Versuche ueber eine 
Metliode zur Bestimniung ties Verha- 
ltnisses der elekromaguetischen zur 
elektrostatischeu Einheit der Elektrici- 
tat.” 

He will lecture throughout the year 
on electricity aud magnetism, and his 
course will consist of a general treatment 
, of the important phenomena of electricity 
and magnetism, with particular atten- 
tion to the physical interpretation of the 
mathematical processes used, particular- 
ly such as are of freqiidut occurrence in 
tin various other departments of mathe- 
matical physics. 

Among the subjects treated will be

In 
treating the subject of electrodynamics 
the equations will he deduced as far as 
possible from considerations of energy 
by the methods of mechanics— applica- 
tions of Hamilton’s Principle, etc., and 
predominance will be given to recent 
views on tlie transfer of energy in tlie 
electromagnetic field.

How Lodge Has ('hanged. 

That was a hard but fair hit giveu to 
Mr. Lodge on the last day of tho 
Tariff debate in tho House by the Now 
York member who read tho following 
pregrant paragraph from Lodge’s Life 
of Hamilton: 

“In the year 1701. with all nations pro- 
tecting their manufactures, Hamilton 
was a protectionist, favoring tho pro- 
tection of nascent industries. At the 
present day he would probably be fore- 
most in urging a revision of tho tariff 
and a gradual reduction of duties when- 
ever it could be safely done. In other 
words, bo would now bo a moderate 

E rotectionist, as he was when he sent in 
is report, but uot one of those who 
support a heavy duty in order to furnish 
the industries already firmly established 
a protection which accrues solely to tho 
benefit of the manufacturer, and of no 
one else.” 

Who can doubt that Lodge lias “swal- 
lowed hi3 principles” for the sake of 
getting and keeping office? Henry 
Waltersou’s scathing rebuke at the 
Reform Club dinner was universally re- 
cognized as deserved. 


Does McKinley Helieve li ! 

Does Congressman McKinley believe it 
when he says, in closing the debate on 
the Tariff: “The gentlemen on the other 
side would tax the people of this country 
to make an income for the government; 
the Republican party would tax tho 
product of other people seeking markets 
in the United States to supply the 
revenues of the government.” Is it 
possible that Mr. McKinley does not 
know that the revenue derived from the 
Tariff comes out of our people— and uot 
only that but also the excessive price of 
domestic products made possible by the 
Tariff At least the Congressmen from 
Massachusetts know this, but only one 
of them, John F. Andrew, dared to say 
so. 


The Crockery Tariff. 

(From the Speech of Senator Plumb.) 

I have a little contribution that I want 
to make to this discussion in the shape 
of a letter written to me by a dealer iu 
the kind of ware which is uuder discus- 
sion. I am well acquainted with one of 
the members of the firm. It does busi- 
ness in St. Joseph, Mo., and iu Atchison, 
Kans., under the title of the Rcgnier and 
Shoup Crockery Company. At the close 
of the letter, in which the question of 
the duties upon crockery found in this 
bill are discussed at some length, which 
I will uot detain the Seuate to read, this 
occurs : 

To-day we pay over {<1000 in duties to 
the custom-house in this city, and we 
pay many thousand of dollars annually. 
Upon one item I note the following 
differences: 

Fay to-day $10.40; August 1, duty will 
be $33.32. 

That is on account of the passage of 
the administrative custom bill. 

When tho McKinley bill passes will bo 
$07.12; over 300 per cent, additional. 

When the writer proceeds to say: 

The American mauufacturers in our 
lines have all grown immensely rich 
within fifteen or twenty years. An in- 
vestigation by you will prove it. They 
require a reasonable, decent amount of 
protection, and havo had it, and having 
prospered under it, what occasion is 
there for giving them more? As con- 
cerns wool, lumber, and all other lines 
affected, 1 coutess I am uot informed, 
but the avenues are open to investiga- 
tion by the law-makers. Rut concerning 
the crockery, glassware, toy, and cutlery 
lines, I know the acts referred to are 
wrong. Personally we will make per- 
haps from $10,000 to $20,000 by tho 
change, but l beg to impress you with 
the fact that the masses of the people 
are heiug made the sufferers. 

Mr. President, the argument by which 
this iucrease of duty is justified is that 
under high protection ju ices have gone 
down, and logically, therefore, the higher 
the duties the lower tho prices to con- 
sumers. The argument for putting uj> 
duties 3C0 per cent., 200 perceut., 100 per 
cent., 2.0 per cent., or 10 per cent, would, 
of course, bo stronger if it were proposed 
to nut them up ten times more. 

The whole tendency of civilization is 
the reduction of tho prices of everything 
which results from human labor, and to 
claim that the tariff has been the sole or 
the main factor in the reduction of prices 
of manufactured goods is to ignore all 
the forces of civilization. The American 
poojdo are entitled to have cheap goods if 
competition can bring that about. 

Now, these people have been making 
this class of goods for many years, and 
every time we have touched the tariff we 
have nut up the duty for them. They 
have had the benefit of years of experi- 
ence, of ample capital, of unrivaled 
natural facilities, ami of the best market 
iu the world. When is the time coming 
wbeu the jicople at large can get some 
benefit out of the establishment of these 
industries? Just as fast as we get to 
that jioiut where we may expect that 
natural comjietitiou will do its work and 
prices will go down to the consumer, 
these people come iu and say, “We need 
more duties,” and uj> the duties go, 
whereby tho progress of prices down- 
ward is arrested. 1 say lliu peojde of 
the United States ought to have their 
inuing some time, aud 1 think that time 
lias come now. 

It is not a question of comparison be- 
tween the ilujs when crockery ware was 
scarce and high uud the present, be- 
cause, as 1 said befoie, there lias been u 
constant downward trend of the juice of 
evei> thing that lias been the result of 
skilled labor uud of the use of machinery, 
and the people are entitled to have such 
lower pjicis than juevail to-day as a 
more active competition will briug. 


Uipnppr Hoods for Foreigner*. 

(From tho Speech of Senator Dumb.) 

A friend of mine came down hero from 
Chicago a few yonrs ago appealing to the 
Secretary of the Treasury against tho 
rule of the custom houso in that city in 
regard to certain manufacture* of steel 
which he was impoiting They w ore the 
ordinary tools used by laborers upon 
railronds — a pick, a half-jdck, a sledge, a 
crow-bar, a shovel, and so on. I said to 
him, “W^iero do you sell these goods?’’ 
the minimum duty upon which, ns I re- 
member now, was 45 per cent. “Sell 
them?” ho said. “I sell them in Pitts- 
burgh.” “Import them,” I said, “from 
Sheffield and bring them through tho 
custom house at Chicago, pay freight 
and duties, and send them by rail back 
to Pittsburgh and sell them there?” 
“Yes,” lie said. “Do you not under- 
stand,” lie asked, “that the American 
manufacturer does not manufacture any- 
thing lie can not tnako a certain and 
great profit on, and that be stands out 
of the way of tho foreign manufacturer 
as to other articles on which he can not 
make satisfactory profits?” .... A 
shovel was j>art of the list. I understand 
that tho American shovel, of which we 
are all so proud, tho Ames shovel, can be 
bought on the other side of tho Rio 
Grande at from 50 cents to 75 cents 
ajiiece cheaper than they can be bought 
for on the north side. 1 have beon told 
so by mon whom I consider entirely 
reputable. Tho manufacturer insists lie 
will not take any chances, and so the 
Carnegies and Joneses, of Pittsburgh, 
and the DoIaiis and Dobsons, of Phila- 
delphia, have prospered aud grown rich 
beyond tho dreams of avarice at the ex- 
pense of the people of the United States, 
while they were not filling the market 
which wo expected they would fill and 
had a right to expect they would fill 
when we gave them the duties which the 
present law imposes, to be increased by 
the bill before us, upon the article which 
they produce. 


No Justification for McKinley Bill. 

(From tho Speech of Senator Plumb.) 

Mr. President, there has been no fact 
produced of any kind or description 
whatever, no attempt made to justify 
this proposed increase of duties. I have 
read the letter here of perfectly reputable 
gentlemen who say that some of these 
duties imposed by the McKinley bill, 
reduced slightly by this bill, are over 300 
per cent, greater than they are in the 
present law. Will anybody dispute it? 
Let it be disputed, and supposing it to 
be some iniuor item, what a fact it dis- 
closes; how it opens up this whole ques- 
tion and shows that we need knowledge 
on this subject, and that eveiy item on 
all these schedules ought to begone over 
jiainstakingly and carefully, with a view 
of ascertaining what precise result the 
imposition of duties is to have, in order 
that we may know whether or not we 
are going to put tho people uuder 
unusual and unnecessary burdens. 

No attempt of that kind has beeu 
made. These manufacturing people 
Lave been lauded as generous, as enter- 
prising, as worthy, as having largely 
expanded their manufactures, bo be it. 
I hope they have. As I said before, I 
begrudge them nothing of all they have 
got. Rut they want more. They are 
asking for the power of taxation to be 
exercised in their behalf, which it has 
been truly said represents the power to 
destroy. They want something, the 
giving of which to them subtracts from 
what other people have. It is the great 
function of the law to do that thing, and 
it is tiro wisdom of s stesmanship to do 
it wisely and justly. Nothing lias been 
offered hero to show that wliat is pro- 
posed is either wise or just, and yet 
every table in all this broad land, humble 
and proud, is to be taxed additionally to 
any burden that it has heretofore borne 
without auything to justify it except 
simply the' statement that these men 
desire it, and that they are good and 
enterprising and rich men. 

Whatever we add to these duties is 
added to the burden which the great 
mass of the jieople have to bear, and it is 
uot a burden, I beg you to observe, to 
bo borne in accordance with the ability 
to bear. It is practically a per oapita 
tax. A man on his farm uses nearly as 
much chinaware of this kind as Vauder- 
bilt in his jialace. It is not imposing 
duties upo.n the theory which has been 
heretofore advocated in regard to these 
tariff duties, putting them upon the 
luxuries, but it is putting them upon the 
necessaries of life, whereby the burden 
is borne by all the jieople of the United 
States, while according to the further 
terms of tiiis bill the men who are 
wealthy and who use articles which are 
indeed articles of luxuiy escajio high 
taxes. 


The Abbottsford. 

The Saturday Evening Gazette says 
that those who have not beeu informed 
havo wondered why tho sidewalk on 
Commonwealth avenue, Rostou, at Nos. 
100 and 108, just below the V r eudome, 
Ins beeu so long obstructed. They may 
know now that The Abbottsford has 
been constructed during the summer 
from plans of Messrs. McKay A Smith; 
owned by them aud by Mr. A. V. 
Crowell; to be opened on the first of 
January, and to be managed by Mr. 
Joseph Lee who has won renown at tho 
Woodland Park Hotel, in Auburndale. 
The Abbottsford will be a Eurojieau 
hotel; but, so far as its apartments are 
concerned, it will uot be for tire accom- 
modation of transient guests. Tho two 
houses combined are entered by two 
doors, but tho eutranco itself is tho only 
sejmratiou. Roth join ut the office with- 
in. There are twenty suites, which are 
to be leased by the year. Each one con- 
tains drawing room, library, one or two 
chambers, bath-room, aud ample closet 
room. The juices are *1,000 for tho 
larger and $800 for the smaller suitts. 
The architecture of the hotel is admirable 
at all jioiuts, and the finish will satisfy 
tho most critical taste. Tho water 
closets are ojieu, and tho japes aie of 
nickel. Special care has been exercised 
in tho matter of plumbing. Mr. Lee is 
to be uot only superintendent of Abbotts- 
ford itself, but he is to establish a cafe, 
which, he ussures us, will havo no 
sujiorior iu Poston. This will be oj»en 
to all who incline to visit it, and the 
service as well as tiie cuisine will lie 
what it should be iu view of t lie class of 
patronage it invites. The chief will be a 
Philadeljdiiun who is uothiug if uot u 
cook of jiustry, of game and of terrapiu; 
and ltiu assistants will be secured for 
special capacity in special branches of 
the culinary art. Mr. I.eo will not eon- 
line bis efforts to the cufo of the Abbotts- 
ford, but iuteiuls that his hotel shall be 
the rendezvous for order* for catering of 
all sorts at Rack Ray residences, llis 
reputation, as well us his money, is at 
stuko iu this venture, uud he w ill uot 
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lose. It will bo a great convenience for I 

many persons and families to have a 
cafe of the highest class, well conducted, 
on a fair scale of prices, in the very heart 
of the Rack Riy. Four suites in The ! 
Abbottsford havo been unconditionally 
engaged, and the others will be eagerly 
sought as soon as its doors are formally 
thrown open. 

A Hint to Teachers and Scholars. 

One of the most common comjdnints 
made against school teachers is that they 
allow themselves to lie easily fretted and 
vexed, and that losing their tcmjier they 
become harsh and oppressive towards 
their pupils. 

There is scarcely any calling where an 
equal strain is made upon tho nervous 
energy, aud it is not surprising that con- 
stant effort is needed if one would retain 
any degree of composure. 

Now that there lias been a period of 
rest aud recreation, and tcncfieis and 
scholars have come back with new vigor 
it is quite pertinent to suggest that it 
would lie well for all who teach and for 
all who are taught to resolve that things 
shall move on smoothly in the class 
room, and that all ugliness shall be elim- 
inated. 

There is no good reason why going to 
school should not become one of the 
most pleasant occupations of a young 
jierson’s life, and why school days should 
not bo remembered with pleasure. 

A little patieuce and good humor, some 
self restraint and some positive effort on 
both sides and the unpleasant things now 
common in school rooms will cease to be 
known there.

If the Republican party makes a seri- 
ous business to open new markets by rec- 
iprocity, it cm put itself in the lead of 
public sentiment and perpetuate its lease 
of power, barring political accidents, for 
a lonj? term of years. But if it thinks 
that all that is necessary to do is 
to pass a resolution which “will not 
open a market for another bushel of 
wlieator another barrel of pork,” it will 
find itself deceived. The western far- 
mers mean “business’’ as well as the 
House of Representatives, and Mr. 
Blaine's exhibition of West Indian and 
South American markets lias the same 
effect on them as a universal pension on 
the veterans of the war. Resolutions 
will not satisfy the demand. 

The Crandall Failure. 

The affairs of E. L. Crandall & Co., pa- 
per manufacturers, Newton Upper Falls, 
are being investigated by Samuel Cutler 
of Hill ACutler, William I. Corbett of 
William I. Corbett & Co. and Isaac S. Dil- 
lingham ,all of Boston. The assignee, 
Chnrles C. Barton of Boston, and New- 
tou, is keeping the factory in operation, 
and will continue to do so till the unman- 
ufactured stock on ha d shall have all 
been worked up, the creditors thiukiug 
that it will be for their interest to do this. 
At the time of the assignment the 
amount of the unmanufactured stock on 
hand was about 50 tons, and it will be a 
week or two yet before its conversion 
into manufactured product will hive 
been completed. The liabilities are about 
$28,000, of which $12,000 is secured on 
the mill property, and $18,000 unsecured, 
$11,000 of the latter being owed to banks. 
The mill properly cost, it is said, $35,000 
or $39,000, but it would not for the pur- 
nose of settlemsut be worth anything 
like such figures.

CITY POLITICS. 

The State and Congressional contests 
are rather overshadowing city politics, 
shut there is nevertheless a good deal of 
talk about the next city election and the 
officers to bo chosen. The absurdity of 
carrying national politics into a cityelec- 
ttien is generally recognized, as ou no 
question that ever comes up is there any 
division according to party, and men of 
all parties unite for the good of the city. 
In regard to the Mayor it is rumored 
that a movement is on foot to induce Mr. 
H. E. Ilibbard to take the Republican 
nomination for Mayor, and that certain 
leading Republicans are back of this. 
Mr. Hibbard’s pbeuomeual run as the 
Citizen v candidate last year, when he 
escaped being elected by so few votes, 
showed that he was an unusually popu- 
lar candidate, and many prominent citi- 
zens think that if such a man can be 
persuaded to take the position of Mayor, 
all parties should uuite in his support. 
They argue that the Citizens will nomi- 
nate him anyway, and that it would 
^ound better to have him elected as a 
•anion candidate, than to run the risk of 
defeat, with another Republican candi- 
date. 

(This is one side of the political talk, 
&nd the other is that the Republicans 
should put up a straight out candidate, 
and show the Citizens' party that the 
liepublicans still have a majority in 
Xewtou. With those who favor such a 
plan for the campaign, Aldergian George 
Pettee of Upper Falls appears to he the 
favorite candidate, and his long term of 
•service in the City Council has certainly 
earned him some reward. If a separate 
candidate is nominated, Alderman Pettee 
can without doubt have the honor if lie 
wants it, and his nomination would lead 
to a very lively contest if Mr. Ilibbard 
should again accept the Citizens’ nom- 
ination. Wards live and six would prob- 
ably he solid for Mr. Pettee; aud wards 
ouo and seven for Mr. Hibbard. Ward 
two generally gives a majority for the 
Citizens, and the result of the contest 
would depeud on Wards Two, Three and 
Four. 

The contost would he such an inter- 
esting one that it would he almost a pity 
to have only a Union candidate, hut as a 
{tame city election has never been known 
in Newton, at least in late years, the 
coming election will probably he no ex- 
ception to the rule. At any rate hotli 
parlies oau uuite ou the officers below 
the mayor as they have done iu the ma- 
jority of cases in recent years, and cer- 
tainly good men who are willing to ac- 
• cpt such positions are hardly numer- 
ous enough to furnish a complete set for 
each ticket. Generally a man can he per- 
» aided to ruu for either hoard onlj after 
delegations of prominent men from his 
ward have made his life a burden, and he 
would ho glad to purchase peace by ac- 
cepting any kind of nomination. There 
rs a great deal of hard work, no glory, 
und few perquisites attached to a position 
in the city council. 


THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 


Thu quarterly meeting of the trustees 
the Cottage Hospital is reported in 
another column aud contains much that 
it interesting to the general public. The 
tajuues of geuerous donors who have 
undo contributions during the quarter 
is given, and shows that the charity that 
logins at home is not forgotten in New- 
fauu, by cither the young or old. Among 
tlie contributors are a number of children 
who are taught thus early the duties all 
< -we to those less fortunate than them- 
selves. The Cottage Hospital has found 
aArong friends, among whom Mrs. K. T. 
idldtidgo is prominent, and her generous 
gift of a model ambulance, and a fund to 
the expense of maintaining it was 
warmly recognized by the trustees. 

A very important matter came up iu 
t he letter of Mrs. Davison, formerly Miss 
Fray, the first matron of the hospital, 
who suggested that a suitable memorial 
Ao Miss Palmer, whose death is so much 
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regretted, would he an establishment of 
a free bed. Some So, 000 w 111 he needed 
for this, and a committee has been ap- 
pointed to take the matter into con- 
sideration, and see if this sum cannot he 
raised. Those who would like to con- 
tribute to such an object, would find 
their contributions welcomed by the 
committee, and such a fund would he of 
great assistance to the hospital. 

A committee was also appointed to 
make arrangements for the Hospital 
Sunday contributions, which it is hoped 
will he generous this year and people 
can begin to save up their charity money 
for that purpose. The caro of tho poor 
and the sick in one’s own city is the first 
duty, and in Newton especially this can 
ho done in a very liberal manner. 

A suggestion was also made at the 
meeting that the Sewerage Commission 
he urged to liaston forward tho work of 
sewerage in view of the prevalence of 
malaria in certain sections of the city, 
and this is certainly the most pressing 
need of the city of Newton. 


Robert Ri.kakie, in a letter to the 
Hyde Park Gazette, says that nfter this 
session of Congress is over he is going 
“to ask Mr. Candler w hat explanation he 
can give for some of his acts, and this 
with a view of finding out how, and in 
what way, he has contributed to the wel- 
fare of the poople of the Ninth District 
and of Massachusetts.” Mr. Hleakie, no 
doubt, can make it very omharassing for 
Mr. Candler, if ho sets out, but ho should 
remember that Mr. Candler has had to 
obey the caucus decree of his party, and 
so could not vote in accordance with his 
conscientious convictions. This has boon 
tho enso with the other Now England 
Congressmen, and for this renson New 
England in tort *‘s have been neglected or 
given up at tho dictation of Pennsylva- 
nia. 


BTJsmsriESS notices 


There seems to he no question hut 
that Ward One intends to have the rep- 
resentative this year. Mr. S. W. Tuck- 
er is very warmly supported, especially 
by thoso who appreciate the necessity 
of amending the laws relating to legal 
matters which are oppressive now to 
both debtors aud creditors, and which 
ought to he changed and simplified, aud 
Mr. Tucker would he a strong represent- 
ative, and would have a good deal of in- 
fluence in the house. Be has also a tak- 
ing way with him, as those with whom 
he has bad official dealings know, aud he 
is a shrewd and conscientious worker in 
whatever he undertakes: no other candi- 
date has boon mentioned from the ward, 
who would accept the nomination, with 
any degree of unanimity, and from pres- 
ent indications the delegates from 
Wards One and Seven will favor his 
nomination. From the rest of the city, 
there will probably be candidates pre- 
sented from Wards Two, Three and Six, 
and tho convention will not lack contests 
enough to make it interesting. 


Major Gould’s retirement from the 
state ticket shows the great difference be- 
tween Massachusetts and Pennsylvania 
Republicans. Major Gould’s friends say 
that he was perfectly innocent of any 
wrong doing, and that the charges could 
he satisfactorily explained, yet as the 
charge existed it was felt to be better for 
him to withdraw, as there must not oven 
he the taint of suspicion against a Re- 
publican state official in Massachusetts. 
In Pennsylvania the atmosphere is differ- 
ent and Delmatar hangs on to the nom- 
ination for governor, in spite of the 
serious charges made against him; while 
Senator Quay does not even agree to 
notice the charges that he took money 
from the state treasury, aud his friends 
do not see any impropriety in the contin- 
uance in office of either. These facts 
illustrate the difference in public seuti- 
ment in the two states. The replacing 
of Mr. Ladd on the state ticket will 
strengthen it, and events show that it is 
sometimes the most fortunate thing that 
cau happen to a man to get a nomination 
for office. 


One plank in the Republican platform 
appeals to every honest citizen, rogard- 
css of party. 

Wc urge that Congress enact legisla- 
tion calculated to abolish the vast army 
of pension claim agents who stand he 
tween tho old soldiers and the govern 
ment by establishing better facilities for 
the direct presentation and invostigati''»i 
of pension claims, to the end that honest 
claimants may not suffer embarrassment 
aud delay. 


TiiE|Democratic Congresional Conven- 
tion for this district has been called to 
meet at South Framingham, on Wednes- 
day uext at 2 p. tn. and no one can pre- 
dict who will he chosen. The old estab- 
lished custom in thojdistrict of never giv- 
ing a Congressman a second term may ho 
broken this year. 


Kewton Street Railway. 

Last Sunday was a very trying day for 
the Newton street railway. Some im- 
portant changes were necessary at the 
power station and work was begun at 1 2 
o'clock Saturday night, with tho expec- 
tation of finishing hv 7 in the morning. 
But it was found to be impossible to get 
the engine in order till 1.30 p. m., and 
theu the cars started, each motor car 
having a tow car attached, and then the 
crowd could hardly he accommodated. 
Seventeen thousand passengers were 
carried last week, and the total for this 
week will probably he greater, as two 
cars have had to he put on every after- 
noon, and the seats have then all been 
taken when the cars started. If this 
weather continues a month the company 
will have reason to he profoundly grate- 
ful. The ride to Waltham and hack is 
such an attractive one that it is very 
popular with people, especially ladies, 
who fill the cars every afternoon.

Claflin en- 
dorsed Mr. Gilman aud tried to persuade 
the Watertown delegates that the Morse 
field annexation fight did not enter into 
the contest, but they were unconvinced 
and left the hall in a body. What action 
Watertown will take remains to he seen. 

When Sherman Hoar ran for senator 
on the Democratic ticket the Republican 
majority was 500, and whether any other 
Democratic candidate could overcome 
this, even with the solid vote of Water- 
town. is doubtful. There is reported to 
have been an interesting discussiou over 
the district member of the state central 
committee, hut Mr. C. Bowditch Coffin 
was chosen by a very large majority. 


A correspondent, in another column, 
calls attention to the grade crossing ques- 
tion, and the necessity of some notion ou 
t lie part of the city government, if Newton 
, is ever to get any benefit from all that 
additional stock, on which the Newton 
I people will have to help pay interest. 

The Boston A: Albauy used as one great 
1 argument, that they needed all this 
i free gift of stock to do away with the 
Newton grade crossings, and some of 
the legislators believed them. But as 
our correspondent says, the company 
will do nothing about the crossings un- 
til they arc compelled to, and the state- 
ment that no sewerage system cau he 
laid out until the grades are changed, 
j shows the ueed of some immediate ac- 
1 tion. It would only cost the city a com- 
paratively small sum to have the cross- 
ings abolished and the necessity of doing 
away with these death traps becomes 
more imperative every year. 

Tre secoud Middlesex district Demo- 
| cratic senatorial convention will he held 
i iu Che district court room, Waltham, on 
Saturday, October 11, at 2 p. m. The 
Watertown Republicans held an anti- 
Gilman meeting Thursday night aud 
voted to support an Independent Repub- 
lican candidate, and appointed a commit- 
tee to secure such a nomination, it is 
expected that they will uuite with the 
Democrats. It is said that the Demo- 
crats iu Newton who are frioudly to an- 
nexation will support Mr. Gilman and 
the annexationists are among the warm- 
est supporters of Mi. Gilmau. One of 
them who was present at the Watertown 
indignation meeting says there were 
only 72 men present by actual count, but 
a Boston reporter who was also present 
says he counted over 350 voters.

He was to 
visit hD mother, near Chicago, on Ids way 
to California. The party will consist of 
ten, or possibly eleven persons.

The Evolution of Base Hall.

When all but one, or an 
agreed number, wero out, the game was 
ended, aud a new one was started. Of 
course, the last boy could not bo put out, 
for thero wero no players for him to 
throw at and miss. Ho won tho game, 
and his reward was the first throw on 
the new game. — Henry .1. Philpott, in 
The Popular Seienco Monthly for Sep- 
tember.

Some I, if Is for Coiismnors. 

Circulars coutimto to bo sent out. by the 
wholesale houses in various trades giv- 
ing notice of an ndvanco in prices, and 
explaining tho causes to bo the tariff leg- 
islation passed or pending in Congress. 
Ono which is particularly instructive is 
being distributed in the West by tho 
hardware house of Foster, Stevens & Co, 
of Grnnd Rapids. Mich. The head of 
tliis house was for many years a republi 
can congressman, and his estate is now a 
partner. Tho object of tho circular is to 
acquaint the consumer with the situa- 
tion so that ho m i.v not think the jorber 
is over-charging him. It starts off 
follows: — 

Axos— Thoro is now but one axe com- 
pany in tho United States, fetid that is 
called the American axe and tool compa- 
ny with head quarters at I’ittsburg. 
This company has purchased outright 
ovory axe factory in the country of any 
importance, and by thus controlling the 
production have advanced prices on an 
average of $2. a dozen. 

Siws. hand and cross-cut— In this in- 
dustry the same forces have been at 
work, and today thoro aro but two com- 
panies which manufacture band-saws, 
where there were a dozen, four months 
ago. Prices in this line of goods have 
been advanced from 10 to 40 per cent. 
In cross-cuts it is tho same. By a con- 
solidation of interests, prices have been 
advanced from four to eight cents a foot. 
And yet it does not appear that the tar- 
iff rates on these articles have been re 
ducod a particle by the McKinley hill, 
hut on the contrary ad valorem rates 
have been changed to specific, so that as 
the cost of production declines, tho 
higher will ho the tax imposed, and the 
greater will he the profits of the com- 
binations. Tho circular continues:— 

Lead— Everything made of lead has 
taken a decided advance, owing to recent 
decisions on admitting of Mexican ore in- 
to this country, as w*ell as by combina- 
tions of manufacturers. Shot, lead-pipe, 
pig-lead, solder, babbit metal, have all 
advanced, and may go still higher. The 
passage of tho silver bill will also affect 
all articles made or coated with silver. 
In t ho hardware line plated knives and 
forks, spoons, etc., will he affected aud 
advances made. 

Glass— The window-glass market of 
this country is practically in the hands 
of two large companies, who work in 
harmony as to prices, which has resulted 
in a steady advance for tho last year, av- 
eraging about 30 per cent. 

It was well known by the tariff revis- 
ers that lead was in the hands of about 
the most rapacious trust in existence, 
hut for all that tho duty on pig- lead was 
not reduced. The manufacture of win- 
dow-glass was also known to be controll- 
ed by a combination, but the rates ot du- 
ty were nevertheless advanced in many 
cases to over 100 per cent. It is further 
stated in this circular:— 

Tin— The hresent tariff on sheet-tin is 
one cent a pound, and the McKinley tar- 
iff hill, which no doubt will pass both 
houses of Congress, advances the duty to 
2 2-10 cents a pound. This must of 
course, advance tin from $1.25 a box to 
$3. a box, according to the weight of 
said box. This advance in sheet-tin 
will effect all articles of tin-ware, and 
advances will he made all along the line. 
Tin, in New York, 1ms already advanced 
from 50 cts. to $1 . a box and is growing 
stronger each day as the certainty of the 
passage of the McKinley tariff bill be- 
comes more assured. Not a box of tin 
is made in this country, notwithstanding 
which, tin has declined in price from $15 
to $4.75 a box during tho last 25 years. 

Ziuc and stove hoards— All of the 
above named firms, (mentioning seven 
companies,) were anxious for our busi- 
ness last year, but uow they have all sold 
out tc the American stove board compa- 
ny, witli offices in New York and Chica- 
go, and a general advance on all lines 
lias taken place. Last year you could 
buy a 28 inch, square paper-lined ziuc 
for 30 cts. This year tho same thing 
costs you 72 cent9- 

Animunition— The price is controlled 
by a combination, and you have to pay 
the price or go without. The same as to 
powder— hut one price, and that nearly 
double what it was two years ago. 

It is a common assumption that, no 
matter how high tho tariff is screwed up, 
domestic competition will keep prices 
down, and the consumer will not suffer. 
What becomes of that theory in the face 
of the above facts? And, as this circu- 
lar goes ou to say, if the consumer, who 
purchases last, does not pay the increas- 
ed cost from tariff taxes iu all these in- 
stances, who does? Truly, is not this 
tariff legislating in behalf of trusts being 
carried a little too far? Springfield Re- 
publican.

If yo i* 1 nve a telephone in your office 
or store, • ng tip “Central" ami then go 
and wait on a customer.

Refuse to pay toll 
messages, and if you arc on a line with 
someone, nlways listen to their conversa- 
tion, and he sure to want to use the 
line while they are doing so. 

Whenever you see the manager, tell 
him that if be cannot give you abetter 
telephone or get that one fixed, you will 
throw the whole tiling out of the win- 
dow. When the inspector comes, deny 
that you have ever complained of the 
telephone and that it works like a charm. 

Lastly, kick against everything, and 
cause as much trouble for the comprny 
ns you can. They are delightod to have 
you do so, otherwise business would be 
monotonous.

Church Music. 

Boston Muaieal Herald, (July, 1890.) 

If the following statements from a 
prominent musician in the West are not 
over-drawn, and we fear they are not, i 
is surely time that the churches were 
waking up to the importance of the sub- 
ject. 

“I am in hearty sympathy with you on 
the subject of church music. The ma- 
jority of our city churches are getting 
far awav from effective music appropri- 
ate to the sanctuary. There is little de- 
votion in the playing, and, if anything, 
less in the solo siugingand quartet work. 
We have received a com maud to praise 
God ns well as pray to him, hut l fail to 
see much praise in the tine musical en- 
tertainment given in a great majority of 
our churches by persons who are, with- 
out a doubt, fine musicians, but too fre- 
quently without a spark ot Christianity 
about them; therefore their works lack 
the ono absolutely essential element, viz., 
the devotional. I do not condemn solo or 
quartet siuging. I have seen vast audi- 
ences moved to tears by tho simple storv 
of the Cross told iu song by a true church 
singer who was iu communion with God, 
and felt the deepest meaning of the 
words; such a solo is as effective and 
often iouger remembered than the ser- j 
vice. A grand chorus choir of trained 
young people of the congregation is an 
inspiration for the congregation to join 
their voices in a grand Hallelujah to 
God. Such church service, in my esti- 
mation, is the ouly true one. It is for 
tho people and by the people.”

NFWTON TARIFF REFORM CLUB. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TIIE 
VOICE ANI) VOTE OF THE HON. JOHN 
W. CANDLER. 

At tho meeting of this club, Jan. 24, 
188H, it was voted “that a committee of 
oue bo appointed by the chair to keep a 
record of the voice and tho vote of Hon. 
John W. Candler during the first session 
of tho 51st Congiess.” It will ho assumed 
that the instructions to tho committee 
cover only Mr. Candler’s relation to tho 
tariff. 

The record of facts is short. As to Mr. 
Candler’s voice on the lloor of the house, 
it was heard briefly in behalf of a lower 
duty than the McKinley hill proposed on 
lamp chimneys, hut ns he was beaten, as 
he prepared the way to being beaten by 

S raising the ability shown in the bill and 
y displaying a decidedly subservient 
spirit, and as he helped by this vote to 
put the bill through, it was merely a 
voice and nothing more — vox cl prat Urea 
nihil. Later iu ttie session his voice was 
heard stoutly opposing free binding 
twine, which was asked for by western 
farmers and resisted by eastern manu- 
facturers. These were the onlv sounds 
of his voice in public worth mention. He 
is said to have worked privately against 
the duty on hides and on carpet wools. 

As to Mr. Candler’s vote, it was un- 
hesitatingly on the side of the McKinley 
bill with all that it oontains of injury to 
the district and to the nation. There the 
essential records of fact ends. 

But the significance of Mr. Candler’s 
voice and vote cannot be judged by the 
bare record. One must know what doc- 
trine he has held and what vote was de- 
manded by the interests of his district. 
Now a pertinent fact at the outset is that 
Mr. Candler was formerly an out and out 
free trader. Ho did not even stop at the 
line of tariff reform. He was a speaker 
at a great meeting on April 20, 1800, for 
the formation of a league for “revenue 
and financial reform” and then he de- 
clared warmly for free trade with 
Canada. Some of his utterances were 
these: 

“In the north and east and in directions 
in which Boston should naturally extend, 
where a proper domaiulies thus open for 
our enterprise, aie drawn political lines 
in the shape of tariffs on raw materials 
which almost entirely cut us off from an 
immense extent of territory, possessing iu 
the greatest abundance what we most re- 
quire— food, coal, lumber aud iron. If 
we could have tho same free intercourse, 
with the British provinces that we have 
with New York and Pennsylvania, coal 
from Nova Scotia could be laid down iu 
any seaport in our state at the same cost 
that it is now delivered at from the coal 
fields of Pennsylvania on the hanks of 
the Delaware and tho Hudson. Why 
should we have a duty ou fuel at all, a 
prime necessity? The tax on sugar, tea, 
coffee and spirits can he avoided by non- 
consumption. Fuel in this climate, in the 
face of our bleak winter winds, is almost 
as essential as air and water, aud should 
he free. Why cannot the poor man be 
warm iu Massachusetts as cheaply as in 
Pennsylvania? Because ho pays tribute 
to Pennsylvania for every ton of coal 
landed on our shores iu the form of $1.25 
gold duly ou everything that competes 
with them. We want, in addition to the 
coal aud lumber from the provinces, their 
oats and potatoes and their iron. All of 
them are in a great measure cut off from 
us by this greatest humbug of the time, 
the tariff of the United States.” 

Iu his remarks on “currency aud 
finance” at tho mooting of tho national 
board of trade in St. Louis in 1871, Mr. 
Candler said : 

“I would not, under any circumstances, 
sail under false colors oi attempt to face 
both ways on any question.” 

At the same meeting he said: 

“I look at the fact that cheap trans- 
portation is of more consequence than 
ship-owning, and when gentlemen on this 
lloor state the fact that a ship can be 
built In England to-day and sent to New 
York for two-thirds of tho expense for 
which it can he built in America, I claim 
that as an argument why we should have 
free ships.” 

But now he stands on the Chicago plat- 
form of 1888 which says: “We protest 
against the passage by Congress of a free 
ship hill.” 

At the same meeting, favoring an abate- 
ment of duties, he said: 

“It is abating a tax which is levied, 
and, carrying out tho suggestion of the 
gentleman who announces himselt a pro- 
tectionist, I should, as a free trader, de- 
feud it on other giouuds, that it is a step 
in the right direction.” 

At the meotiug of tho. board iu Now 
York in 1872 lie said: 

“The truo wealth of the United States 
comes out of the soil, and when the 
United States of America prospers from 
its natural ad vantages, the various branch- 
es of commerce will certainly profit. 
Prosperity will come to us by opening 
our ports and by freedom of trade with 
all tho world.” 

At the same meeting he said: 

“1 say that the nation is bound to so 
legislate that the prime necessities, the 
means for shelter, the means to protect 
the poor from the cold blasts of a New 
England winter, and the supply of food 
shall he brought dowu to the cheapest 
rates.” 

Mr. Camller held these views for at 
least ton years afterward, so ho canuot 
say that his position was ill considered. 
In a speech in Congress in 1882 he de- 
clared: 

“I believe in relieving tho people large- 
ly from the tax on the prime necessities 
of life” and argued in support of that 
position for the sake of the laboring man. 

At what time he surrendered his con- 
victions and adopted tho declaration of 
one of liis colleagues, “after this 1 am a 
straight party man,” does not appear. 
The Newton Graphic of Juuo 14, 188l>, 
thus mentions his status: 

“Unfortunately, Mr. Candler’s views on 
the tariff question are not known with 
certaiuty, as during the campaign his 
speeches related mainly to southern out- 
rages, over which he was very indignant, 
and the tariff was ouly referred to inci- 
dentally.” _ But he was elected as a pro- 
tectionist iu 1888, after a campaign iu 
which every proposition toward a reduc- 
tion of duties was denounced as a step 
toward free trade and hence dangerous. 
So betweeu 1882 and 1888 he executed a 
complete right about face, anpaiently. 
Yet onlv on tho 12th of No vein her last, at 
a complimentary dinner given to him by 
his Brookline admirers, ho said: 

“lie hoped that if he should make any 
mistakes or if he appeared to lcau a little 
toward tree trade iu his opiuious on the 


tariff, ho would not have judgment or 
cousurn passed upon him bofoto all the 
facts were known.” 

His prototypo put it in tldH way: 

“Kind o’ prnnlscnons I g« it 
Fer tho lioll country, an’ tho ground 

I take, V7. nigh vz I can allow It, 
la pooty gcn’aily nil round.” 

At Washington lie is a practical high 
protectionist. At homo lie lias confiden- 
tial leanings toward freo trade. In his 
speech for tho overtaxed lamp chimney 
he said: “I am not onlv a Republican, 
hut a Protectionist,” and in his appeal 
for tho binding-twine makers lie protest- 
ed “as a Republican and Protectionist.” 
•So, then and now, “ho himself has said 
it,” whore ho stands. 

Now tho question is whether ho has 
represented his district and his state. Ho 
voted to retain a high duty on coal, iron 
ore and pig iron. But he knew that the 
iron manufacturers of this entire region 
had petitioned Congress for rcliof and 
had said that the wreck of enterprise, so 
dainly pointed out. would continue un- 
ess tiie tariff was changed. Ho knew 
what his constituents and his sfato want- 
ed, but ho voted that the high tariff 
should not bo reduced, though the testi- 
mony was almost unanimous, and was 
given by loading Republicans in favor of 
a removal of trade restrictions for the 
sake of closer relations with Canada and 
the maritine provinces. 

Ho has said that he was opposed to the 
increased duty on carpet wool and it is 
reported that he worked privately 
against it. But he voted for it. When 
the Ohio wool-growers wanted a higher 
duty on wool, they stood stoutly to- 
gether and said: “We will have it, or we 
will kill the bill.” Mr. Candler, repre- 
senting the ninth district, immediately 
abandoned his opposition, deserted his 
constituents and replied: “If any one 
must give up, I will. Let us have 
peace.” He has sacrificed his district at 
the demand of the wool-growers aud it 
remains to be seen whether the district 
will willingly he a victim, it cannot he 
believed that the ninth district will act 
as Isaac to Mr. Candler’s Abraham and 
be led unresistingly to the altar, especial- 
ly since the district knows that by. liis 
vote which is really against the interests 
of both wool manufactures and growers, 
he has destroyed the last chance of find- 
ing as a substitute a ram caught iu a 
thicket by his horns. 

Some of Mr. Candler’s constituents 
apologize for him that he took a broad 
view of the ojuutry and that com- 

romiseB are inevitable in passing a tariff 

ill. They do not deny that his vote is 
against the interest of his district and of 
the state, and they defeud it as a party 
necessity. That is, this district is to be 
sacrificed for the benefit of others and 
our people must go to those others to 
reap the benefit of our protective sp stem. 
Will Mr. Gaudier head the procession of 
emigrants? 

It is urged as a justification of his 
course that he resisted the taxes on hides 
and degras. But he supported |the Al- 
drich retaliation amendmentunder which 
the hide and leather men may awake any 
morning to find that President Harrison, 
by virtue of the extraordinary power 
conferred upon him, in part by Mr. 
Candler’s vote, has put a duty on hides 
and has thrown the business into great 
confusion. Mr. Candler was not su :eess- 
f nil iu opposing the duty on degras, hut 
he voted for the hill. It may fairly he 
concluded that he would h ive yielded 
any point demanded by a majority of his 
party and would have supported tho hill 
in any event, tio matter at what cost to 
his constituents. The sacrifice of his 
constituents is a necessary part of his 
position. 

It is to ho noticed further that Mr. 
Candler’s efforts for lower duties have 
never been for the people at large, except 
incidentally, save perhaps in tlte lamp 
chiinuey episode. The latest illustration 
of this is the binding twine incident, in 
which his exertions were put forth for a 
small number of manufacturers. The 
mass of the common people have heeu 
overlooked by Mr. Candler in liis devo- 
tion to wealth aud corporate interests, 
lie professes to regard the people, hut he 
votes for what will make their expenses 
greater and plays directly into the hands 
of the men out of whom the fat was fried 
in 1S88. 

Mr. Candler’s attitude as a representa- 
tive of Massachusetts deserves attention 
iu another light. Ho subserviently 
helps to place our grand old Common- 
wealth at tho feet of Matt Quay, the 
chairmau of the Republican national 
committee, who would notoriously he 
serving a sentence in the Pennsylvania 
state prison, if he had his deserts. Quay 
insisted that the tariff bill should he 
rushed through. His contract with the 
Pennsylvania manufacturers must be 
kept. Tho price of Harrison’s election 
must be paid. By tho shameful ac- 
quiescence of our representative, M issa- 
chusctts is humbled to euuble this wretch 
to carry out the bargain. The Pennsyl- 
vania criminal rules iu triumph, aud 
honest men, misrepresented, must en- 
dure tiie wrong helplessly. Mr. Candler 
has never raised a word of protest, hut 
has fallen into lino with our other Re- 
publican representatives who have for- 
gotten that they came from Massachu- 
setts in their alliance with Pennsylvania 
and Ohio in their piratical scheme to get 
rich out of other states. 

How Mr. Candler has deliberately be- 
trayed the interests of liis people will ho 
further seen by looking at the character 
of the district. By the lust census 
available, that of 1885, the agricultural 
property of tho district was $20,423,372 
and tho agricultural products for the 
year wore $5,201,850. The manufactur- 
ing capital invested amounted to $31.- 
003,700, tho total of manufactured pro- 
ducts and work done was $45,534,008, and 
the wages paid in mauufactuies were 
$10,005,285. Now, out of this value of 
manufactured products, about one-third 
or over $15,000,000) is under tho head 
of “hoots, shoes and slippers.” Tho 
prosperity of this industry is due to the 
free raw material on which it is based. 
Mr. Gaudier knew that it would he 
political death for him to permit a duty 
to he placed ou hides, if lie could prevent 
it, and he was working for himself when 
lie opposed tho duty. Nearly $2,000,000 
more of tho manufactured product comes 
under the head of iron aud other metallic 
goods. But Mr. Gaudier was never heard 
iu support of the plea for lower duties 
on the raw material of the iron manu- 
facturer which was made with so much 
earnestness by the Republican manu- 
facturers of eastern Massachusetts. The 
item of building and stone work (nearly 
all woodeu material, of course) amounts 
to over $3,000,000 more. Years ago Mr. 
Candler pleaded for cheaper Canadian 
lumber iu order to protect tho poor of 
New Euglaud from oar severe winters. 
To-day he is indifferent, though there 
wore in liis district in 1685, 28,235 wooden 
dwellings to 514 of all other kinds, aud 
even those others are liiiished with 
lumber. Wooden goods manufactured 
in liis district were worth over $05( ,000 
more aud the effect of the tariff is felt by 
them, hut lie does uot propose to make 
their materials cheaper nor to give his 
coiistituciits the beucllt of lower prices. 
Wood nud metal goods amount to over 
$700,000 more, both of which classes of 


goods could ho made cheaper by a lower 
tariff. Textiles Include over $7,000,000 
of tiio product and are to only a small 
extent indebted to Mr. Candler, even on 
the protective theory. 

Mr. Candler is hostilo to the manu- 
facturing interests of liis district largely. 
He will not pretend that the Mc Kinley 
hill is helpful to the general body of 
consumers, for, bv tho necessities of the 
case they have no other interest in tho 
tariff than to pay the increased prices 
which the protected industries demand, 
nor will ho presume to say that the 
farmers are benefitted by it, especially 
as lie has helped to injure their home 
market, taking him on his own theory. 

Another point: it is for the good of 
any community to have its citizens as in- 
dependent as possible, with the smallest 
number of establishments which compel 
tho herding of men together. Our 
farmers are already their own employers. 
The leading manufacturing establish- 
ments in the district by number are 
these: building, 342; metals and metallic 
goods, 200; clothing, 104; boots and 
shoes, 157; food preparations, 121; car- 
riages and wagons, 103; drugs and medi- 
cines, 70: leather, 48; machines and 
machinery, 30; liquor, 37; dental work, 
33; furniture, 31; gas and residual pro- 
ducts, 20; woolen goods, 24; boxes, 23; 
straw and palm leaf goods, 23; hosiery 
and knit goods, 21 ; woolen goods, 21 ; all 
others less than 20 each. Here are seen 
many small individual establishments, 
each encouraging the separate ownership 
of property. Mr. Candor’s policy tend a 
to make life harder for these men and to 
build up large concerns to the ruin of 
personal independence. 

In view, then, of Mr. Candler’s betrayal 
of his constituents while professing to 
serve them, in view of the absence of 
that fearless, intelligent and independent 
action which the ninth district has a 
right to demand and which we expect in 
our next representative, your committee 
on his voice and vote reports that his 
voice was mickery; his vote an outrage.

Valuable Points by a Plumber. 

“If you want a point or two about 
cleaning waste pipes without seuding for 
a plumber,” said a retired member of the 
fratfftaity to a New York Telegram re- 
ported, who was complaining of the tfials 
of house ownership, “just listen to me. 
If I were still in the business I would not 
give away what I am going to tell you 
now, but as I am out of it I do not see 
why I may not help a friend. One of 
the most frequent and trying annoy- 
ances,” he continued, “is the obstruction 
to the free, quick outlet of the waste 
water of the wash basin, the bathtub 
and kitchon sink. This is caused by a 
gradual accumulation of small bits of 
refuse material, paper, rags, meat, hones 
or grease, which check and finally en- 
tirely stop the outflow of the waste, and 
then the, plumber is called to remove the 
stoppage with his force pump. Some- 
times this is accomplished, hut often the 
pipe has to be cut, aud there is great in- 
convenience and expense. Just before 
retiring at night pour into the clogged 
pipe enough liquid soda lye to fill the 
‘trap,’ as it is called, or the bent part of 
the pipe just below the outlet. Be sure 
that no water runs into it until the next 
morning. During the night the lye will 
convert all tho offal luto soft soap, and 
the first current of the water iu the morn- 
ing will wash it away and leave the pipe 
as clean as new. See? This is practical 
chemistry, yet few chemists would ever 
thiuk of it.”

THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 


It is high time that something wns 
being done ou the Sewerage question. 
The committee appointed by the Trustees 
of the Cottage Hospital have interview- 
ed tho Sewerage Commissioners, nnd 
find that tho main sewer now being 
built will be so far constructed that 
Jfewton could enter it by January 1st, 
3801. Wo ought to be ready to avail 
ourselves of the privilege just as soon as 
:t is ready, and the few months that now 
remain should be very busy ones. 

The need of sewerage has been amply 
demonstrated tho past season, which lias 
been a very wet one, and in couscquence 
tchero has been considerable illness from 
causes connected with a lack of sewerage 
and drainage. 

•The epidemic of malaria that started 
in on tho shores of Connecticut, and 
rgradually spread all through that state, 
lias been creeping up iuto Massachusetts, 
Aud some cases have appeared in por- 
tions of this city, while the disease was 
so prevalent in and about Framingham 
-ns to force that town iuto hurried action 
towards constructing a sewerage system. 
<Good drainage and a sewerage system 
are the only preyentatives against this 
disease, and eveu they do not always 
avail. 

I But every one will coucede that 
prompt action should be taken in regard 
fco sewerage, before any serious epidemic 
visits Newton, and the soil becomes any 
saiore polluted with disease germs. 
There have been more than the usual 
number of typhoid fever cases this fall, 
both in Newton and in other places and 
this disease is something which every 
<jce concedes is caused by had drainage, 
iack of sewerage, or some uusauitary 
conditions. The cases of this disease 
which have appeared, eveu if most of 
them were contracted at some of the 
summer resorts, are a strong hint to 
^Newton to wake up to the importance of 
the sewerage business, which is the 
issue that overshadows all others now 
before the city. Newton is a healthy 
city, and it is of the utmost importance 
5hat it be kept so, aud this can not he 
done without a sewerage system. 

Not long ago a gentleman visited 
Newton with the perpose of buying a lot 
of land to build an apartmeut house* 
something after the style of the hand- 
some Terraces in Brookline, hut when 
be found there was no sewerage, he 
went away, aud invested his mouey else- 
where, so that even from a financial 
point of view, the sewerage question is a 
very important one. 

Now that the Metropolitan system is 
so nearly ready for Newton to euter, it 
becomes of the greatest importance that : 
some action should be takeu. Probably ! 
uothiug will he done uow, it is so near 
the end of the year, but the question 
will certainly he an issue iu the coming 1 
election and Mr. II. E. Hibbard's well > 
fcuown position as advocate of sewerage 
for Newton at the earliest possible mo- : 
raeut, and the begiuiug of the work on 
some definite aud comprehensive plan 
will add to his streugth as a candidate. 
With an energetic and and pushing busi- ! 
mess mau iu the Office of mayor the com- | 
sug year, the sewerage question would be 
satisfactorily solved, aud it is the issue 1 
of the most importance to Newton at the , 
preset) t time. 


THE NINTH DISTRICT. 

The candidates have been nominated in 
this district and the campaign has now | 
begun. Mr. Candler will lead the Repub- 1 
Jicau forces aud the believers iu the , 
McKinley bill, aud Mr. George Fred Wil- | 
liams will lead the Democrats aud tariff j 
reformers. 

Mr. Candler will try to break the cus- 
tom that has grown up in this district of 
uever allowing a Congressman to secure 
ik. second term, aud he has many thiugs iu 
bis favor. His position ou the World’s , 
Fair committee has given him a uatioual 
(prominence, which flatters his coustitu- 
e-cts, and his courageous stand iu refusing 
fco treat tiie post offices as party spoils 
bas made him warm friends. It required a 
reheat deal of courage to take the positiou 
be did iu the Framingham aud Newtou- 
T'rile cases, iu the face of tho demands 
made by the paity workers, and with such 
cueu as Wuuamukor aud Claiksou at the 
bead of the post office dcpartiueut.audjMr.

The Newton Taiiff Reform Club criti- 
cizes rather severely his course ou the 
tariff question, and contrast it with his . 
opinions when he was a busiuess man 
■ aid not iu politics, but they do uot seem 
to appreciate the difficulties iu the way 
ctf any independent action, aud Mr. Can- 
nier was no worse than the other New j 
England men who did uot think it wise 
4o face the iutolerant aud bitter criticism j 
that would have assuilod them had they I 


refused to vote for the McKinley hill. 
Even Mr. Butterworth. who openly pro- | 
claimed his opposition, dirt not venture 
to vote in accord with his convictions. ; 
Besides, Mr. Candler's constituents had 
given him no hint that they would sus- j 
tain him in any such opposition to his : 
party. In spite of his tariff record, Mr. | 
Candler is a much stronger candidate ! 
than Mr. Ely, or Mr. Burnett, his imme- 
diate predecessors. 

Mr. Goo. Fred Williams was tho nnani- ! 
moils choice of the Democratic conven- | 
tion and seems to have a united party be- 
hind him. His course in the last legisla- j 
ture in exposing the lobby behind the ! 
West End hill, shows that lie has plenty 
of courage, auil it is said that tho West 
End company and the lobbyists general- ! 
ly would much rather have him sent to 
Washington than be left unmuzzled at 
home. The farmers in the district who 
are against corporations, arc said to he 
strongly in favor of Mr. Williams, while 
he will probably secure the full inde- 
pendent vote, and the contest will he a 
dose one. 

REPRESENTATIVE CAUCUSES. 


The Republican caucuses to elect 
delegates to the Representative conven- 
tion will he held to-morrow night, and 
judging from the expressions heard in 
various quartets the favorite candidates 
are Mr. Samuel W. Tucker of Ward One 
and Mr. Dwight Chester of Ward Six, 
although the other candidates who have 
been named have warm supporters. Mr. 
Albert S. Glover of Ward Three lias re- 
fused to he considered as a candidate on 
account of his business duties, which 
would not allow of bis devoting much 
time to tho Legislature. 

Mr. Tucker’s friends are vety numerous 
in Ward One and will probably elect 
delegates iu his favor. As the ward has 
never had a representative aud Mr. 
Tucker is well fitted for the positiou, 
the other wards concede the justice of 
his claim. During the past week a very 
strong movement has developed in favor 
of Mr. Dwiglit Chester of Newton Centre, 
one of the ablest and most respected 
citizens of that ward, who has served 
with great credit iu both branches of the 
City Council, aud as alderman was 
chairman of several % important com- 
mittees. He would be one of the best 
representatives Newton could send, and 
from his standing iu business circles and 
upright character lie would be an in- 
fluential number of the legislature. If 
the ward sends delegates in his favor, 
they will find the convention ready to 
listen to them. With such representa- 
tives as the two men referred to New- 
ton’s interests would be well looked 
after in the next legislature, aud their 
opinions would have weight with the 
other members. 

OUR EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Notices are out for the opening of our 
evening schools in Newton. There is 
one feature that deserves special atten- 
tion, and that is the exclusion of all 
persons except those who cannot read or 
write. Under the present arrangements 
these schools are only for the class 
kuowu practically by the law as “illiter- 
ates. M 

For a number of years an entirely 
different course was pursued by the city. 

The evening schools formerly included 
not only “the illiterates” but men and 
women, boys and girls, who knowing 
how to read aud write, desired to he 
trained in other branches, such as arith- 
metic, history, geography and hook keep- 
ing. Many of our citizens thought the 
best expenditure that could be made for 
school purposes was to provide facilities 
for such people to improve their educa- 
tion. 

Workingmen and women used to at- 
tend in large numbers, aud the good that 
was done was incalculable. 

Newton gained q uite a reputation oiit- 
side of her borders for her successful 
evening schools. 

Whether we have now so mauy people 
who cannot read and write that the 
schools must be devoted exclusively to ! 
them, or whether the school board thinks 
working people ought to he satisfied if 
they can read aud write, are matters 
ueediug explanation. 


Tiik step taken towards anew City 
Ilall by the board of aldermen is an im- 
portant one, and a committee of three is 
authorized to look out for a site aud 
advertise for plans. There is no ueed of 
haste, however, and with the sewerage 
question overshadowing everything else, 
it will he just as well for the committee 
to take ample time for consideration. 
There seems to he a feeling on the part 
of the taxpayers that with so many new 
schoolhouses and other city buildings to 
be provided for, the City Hull project can 
wait. Besides, a building that will an- 
swer the purposes requited of it, aud 
that will be a credit to Xcwtou can not 
he either selected or built in a hurry, 
and probably the old hall will be used 
for some time to come. 

Tiik patrol wagon should he covered, 
is the opiuiou of most citizens who have 
given any thought to tho matter. The 
appearance of the wagon, with its loud 
sounding gong, ou any of our streets, is 
the signal for a crowd to gather, aud 
such a parade of offenders and also those 
only suspected of being offenders is not 
conducive to good morals, aud is a need- 
less disgrace to the iuuoceut. Hardened 
old sitiuers may uot mind the unseemly 
parade of themselves through the streets 
of the city, but upon all others the exhi- 
bition entails needless suffering, and it is 
iu no wise calculated to benefit the 
public. 

Tin BBS is talk of having two| Republi- 
can rallies in Newton iu the present cam- 
paign, one in Newton Centre, either next 
Monday or Tuesday evening, when Con- 
gressman Candler and David Hall Rice 
or Congressman Greeuhalge w ill appear, 


nnd one at West Newton the 20th, when 

Congressman Boutelle of Maine nnd 
Patrick Conlnn will he the attractions. 
Possibly another rally may he held at 
Lower Falls during the campaign, hut 
only these two have been definitely de- 
cided on. 

Ex-Mayor Kimball was reappointed 
on the Middlesex County Republican 
Committee, at the meeting held last 
Thursday, and J. Henry Read of West- 
ford was renominated for County Com- 
missioner. There was nothing exciting 
about the convention this year. 

“Gknti.kmkn should he substituted for 
Clowns” is tho way the Newton Tariff 
Reform Club refer to Congressman 
Greonhnlgc, hut his cheap sneer nt 
education and educated men, and his 
dragging sacred things and Bible quota- 
tions into a political speech for tho sake 
of raising a laugh from tho unthiuking, 
mnko the criticism not altogether 
undeserved. 


The order for the fire alarm striker at 
Nonantum, on which the school signals 
can ho sounded, has finally pnssed the 
hoard of aldermen, and the residents of 
that section can thnnk Couucilmnn Fork- 
uall for his persistence. 

Voters should not forget that the 
Board of public Works hill for Newtou 
is to he voted on this fall, and they 
should he making up their minds wheth- 
er they waut such a hoard or not,

He has recently returned from India, where 
in the Madura district lie lias been engaged 
in mission work under tlie American Board, 
for the past twelve years. He spoke of the 
obstacles encountered by tlie young mission- 
ary on entering the foreign field, the difficult 
language, the enervating climate, the strange 
people so in contrast to those of Ids own 
land, and so given to hiding their thoughts, 
that lie almost despaired of understanding 
them. Caste was a hindrance to his suc- 
cess, and there was tlie active opposition of 
iicuthou and Mohummedan. At this, time, 
many who no longer believed in tlx* false 
gods of their nation, were ready to oppose 
all religion, and were wilting and preach-

tlie brlngcr of good tidings. But only a few 
days later, tills opposer. accepting that 
religion of Jesus, confessed that lx* was 
more than half convinced of the truth of 
tlie gospel while opposing it, and because 
iu* felt that lie ought to receive it lie had 
been so bitter uguiii't It. Multitudes were 
now loudy to listen to the missionary, and 
nutivo converts and teachers were eager to 
share their joy with those still in tlie dark- 
ness of heathenism.

NEWTON TARIFF REFORMERS.

tariff is to cheapen the piico t» the con- 
sumer of the article pmtoctod. Yet on 
the otli*M hand they tell us by the voice 
of Mr. Dinglcy, ono of the most intelli- 
gent of the lot, that the increaso of duty 
on woollen goods made by the new tariff 
is required by the increase of duty on 
wool and tbo further fact that both the 
compensatory and ad valorem duties on 
these goods were made too small in the 
tariff of ISSJ to properly protect this in- 
dustry. 

They expect this to operate in increas- 
ing tho price of wool for the domestic | 
producer, which will increaso the cost of 
producing woollen fabrics, tho manufac- 
turer tube compensated by a tariff which 
will put Up the prico of his products. 
Even by that operation they are stulti- 
fied; but, judging by past history, the 
real operation will be that the domestic I 
producer of wool will get no more f >r bis i 
product, but the price of foreign wool I 
will be enhanced by the duty, and the , 
woollen manufacturer will get Ins com- ' 
peusation by a tax on the domestic con- I 
sinner. Here is another case of spoiled I 
logic: The Mills bill was denounced as 
a free trade measure. Now comes this 
same Mr. Dinglcy and says that the Mc- 
Kinley bill reduces tbo average rate of 
duty on all imports (including those ad- 
mitted free) from 30 per cent, ad valorem 
to 27 per cent., while the Mills bill ro- 
duced the average rate only to 28 1-2 per 
ceut. Ergo, the free trade Mills bill was 
higher than tho high protection McKin- 
ley bill. 

But the McKinley bill reduced the 
average rate of duties mainly by wiping 
out the sugar tax, which was nearly all 
pure revenue— that is, nearly all that it 
cost the people went into the treasury- 
while the duties which that bill increased 
tax the people not only in the increased 
cost of tho foreign goods which pay the 
duties, but in the increased cost of all 
domestic goods with which they com- 
pete. 

In short, the effect of the McKinley 
tariff will be to take more out of the peo- 
ple and put less into the treasury. 

The enormities of the McKinley bill, 
driveu through congress under the party 
lash, solely for the benefit of a favored 
few who are expected to contribute lib- 
erally to political funds in payment for 
the favor, have excited the opposition in 
the minds of all Republicans who thiuk 
for themselves, and such men have made 
some of the scathing criticisms of the 
measure. Even some who finally voted 
for it, like Butterworth, enjoyed the 
luxury of telling what a bad bill they 
knew it was. 

A very mischievous feature of the Mc- 
Kinley bill is seen in the feature of direct 
bouuty, for the first time introduced into 
our legislation. The sugar planters of 
Louisiana are to receive pay from the 
government for conducting their busi- 
ness. They fill about the most fertile 
soil in the whole country. There would 
be more sense in a bouuty on the produc- 
tion of Indian corn on the comparatively 
sterile soil of New England, but nobody 
seems to have thought of such a use of 
the government’s resources. 

The tariff is based ou the theory that 
foreign trade is au evil to be prohibited 
as far as possible, and the reciprocity 
“dodge” introduced by Mr. Blaine, as a 
sop to the suffering people, nicely calcu- 
lated to save their votes in the next elee- 
tiou, involves the most remarkable sur- 
render of the power of congress to the 
President ever known in our history. 

Sometimes contemporary foieigu cri- 
ticism anticipates the verdict of posterity. 
The European countries which maintain 
high protective tariffs, partly because of 
our illiberal example— countries like 
Austria, Germany and France— protest 
against the McKinley tariff and threaten 
to retaliate by excluding onr products 
from their markets. Ou the other hand, 
the wisest British statesmen maintain 
that tins country will pay tho cost of its 
own folly iu raising a Chinese wall 
against trade; they feel secure in holding 
their foreign trade while we are mauacled, 
aud only anticipate dangerous competi- 
tion wheu we shall have broken our 
shackles, and entered the tield with all 
our resources and with perfect freedom 
from restraint. The McKinley tariff, as 
Mr. Blaine says, does not open the way 
for selling any of our surplus pioducts 
of the soil, and it makes it more difficult 
for our manufactures to compete with 
their rivals in the markets of the world, 
unless they are content to sell abroad at 
lower prices than they get at home. It 
cannot improve the American farmers’ 
market or increase tho wages of labor, 
while it will iiicvitably increase the 
living expenses of every consumer. 
Otherwise, it would fail of the effect for 
which it was intended. 

On the whole, the next best thing for 
our cause to having a reasonable bill 
passed is the passage of a tariff bill so 
outrageous that it caunot fail to excite 
opposition, aud tho longer justice to the 
people is delayed by the combinations ol 
favored monopolies with greedy politi- 
cians the surer and more complete will 
the reaction be. For nothing is settled 
in this world until it is settled right, and 
if the McKinley tariff is right all human 
sagacity and enterprise seen iu the pro- 
gress of the age is wrong.

The annual meeting of the Newtou 
Tariff Reform Club was held iu Nicker- 
sou’s Hall, West Newtou, Mouduy even- 
ing. Mr. E. B. Haskell, president of the 
club, occupied the chair aud made au in- 
troductory address. 

MR. HAsKELL’* ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen of the Newtou Tariff Re- 
form Club: The secretary’s report will 
give you the details of our work for the 
year just closed. 1 will limit uiy report 
to a few remarks ou the general situation 
of the cause which we have at heart. 

A casual view certainly reveals noth- 
ing very encouraging to tariff reformers. 
The majority in congress has fulfilled its 
pledges to “reform the tariff ’ iu a man- 
ner tliat was not expected by its adher- 
ents or its opponents. It has pushed 
through a bill iu which ueurly all the 
evils of the war tariff are aggravated, 
and, iu doing so, has involved itself in a 
maze of contradictious which even the 
blind udberouts of party, who are not ex- 
pected to thiuk for themselves, cannot 
fail to see. Let us take a simple illustra- 
tion: Tho extreme protectionists tell 
us that the ultimate effect of a protective 


The report showed an in or on so of 3<i now 
members during tho past year, making 
the total membership 151. It. nlludos to 
a tariff reform column published by tbo 
olub in tho Newton Ghai’IIIc as being of 
advantage in wearing away tbo stony 
shell of prejudice which has appaiently 
completely covered tho tensoti of tho 
latter-day Republicans, and closes in tho 
following winds: 

“The Newton Tariff Roform Club is 
part of a groat movement, and, as such, 
deserves the support of its members. 
Economically wo stand for freedom as 
against restriction; socially for distribu- 
tion ns against concentration ; politically 
for national amity ns agninst national 
hatreds; morally for justice uh against 
greed. Our success menus not so much 
a revolution in methods of tnxntion as a 
revolution iu thought. Our mission is 
toward the utopia of equal opportunities, 
equal rights, equal justice, for rich and 
poor, white and black, American, 
European or Asiatic.” 

Tho election of officers for tho eiisuiug 
year resulted in the choice of tho follow- 
ing: E. B. Haskell, president, Stephon 
Timelier, vice-president; C. Howard 
Wilson, secretary and treasurer; F. A. 
Dew son, W. 8. Hutchinson, J. R. Smith, 
II. C. Soule, executive committee. 

It was voted to amend tho third article 
of the constitution which provided for 
the payment of a membership fee of $1, 
so that it would read “that any person 
in sympathy with the objects of the club 
shall be admitted to membership upon 
signing the constitution.” The abolish- 
ing of the fee, it is thought, will help to 
increase the preseut membership and 
the expenses will be met by volunteer 
contributions. The executive committee 
was empowered, if it was deemed ex- 
pedient, to arrange for one or more 
public meetings, and, if practicable, for 
a joint debate on the tariff question; 
also, if it was deemed best, to work in har- 
mony with the Democratic party for the 
purpose of preventing, if possible, the 
re-election of Congressman Candler. 

Mr. R. L. Bridgman reported for the 
committee of the club, appointed to 
watch the course of Hon. John W. 
Candler in* Congress. The report is 
given in full in the Tariff Reform column. 

Remarks were made by Messrs. Mar- 
cus Morton, E. \V. Redpath.D. C. Heath. 
F. A. Dewson aud others, who advocated 
more active work in the interest of the 
club. Mr. DewBon said that active means 
should be resorted to iu getting the young 
men interested in the club and in helping 
them iu making up their minds to vote 
for what many of them believed in tariff 
reform. We should, added, Mr. Dewson. 
take hold earnestly and beat John W. 
Candler. Let us have public meetings 
and good speakers that we may keep 
Mr. Candler at home. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The report was accepted and the secre- 
tary instructed to have copies printed 
for circulation as a campaign document. 

The following resolutions, offered by 
Mr. Stephen Thacher, were unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, that this association believes 
that when those elected to stand by the 
interests of their fellow-citizens sur- 
render those interests and urge ex- 
pediency as a defence for tho sacrifice; 
when our congressmen try to divert 
attention from their neglect of the best 
and truest welfare of the whole people 
by Hinging ribald ridicule and abuse at 
education and reform; whtu the leader 
of the majority soberly repoats in the 
national House of Representatives, as an 
excuse for a pr diibitory tariff, tho cam- 
paign cry of “Uiiholy alliance between 
England and the Democrats,” and the 
party press resurrects tho spook of tho 
Cobden Club's pernicious activity in our 
affairs, that the cause of high tariff must 
be weak, indeed, aud its seeming triumph 
short-lived. 

Resolved, that it is quite time for 
thinking men to repudiate the preten- 
ders; that a sense of decency should 
dictate the substitution, in our high 
places, of gentlemen for clowns; self- 
respect and the desire for self-preserva- 
tion, the succession of statesmen to mere 
politicians. 

Resolved, that to secure the co-opera- 
tion and to arouse the sympathy of the 
unthinking citizens iu sending to Con- 
gress men whose high character, cour- 
age and independence will guarantee the 
iutclligeut consideration there of econo- 
mic questions in a spirit free from 
political prejudice or other improper in- 
ti uenci, every earnest and sincere re- 
former should lend his utmost aid.

Newton ('. E. I'nion. 

The first meeting of tho season of the 
Newton Christian Endeavor Union oc- 
curred Inst Monday evening, Oct. 0, nt 
tho Congregation nl church, Auburndnle. 

Tbe meeting was commenced nt 7.30 
by a praise service. After n few hymns 
by tbe congregation a pleasing selection 
was rendered by n quartet. 

President F. J. Davidson then made a 
few remarks, in which bo spoke of the 
work open to tbe union in tho coming 
season. He said there are fourteen so- 
cieties now connected with the union, 
comprising about 7(H) members, nud they 
ought to bo doing more work for tbe 
Lord. Ho then introduced the Misses 
Margaret and Mary Leitch, who spoke 
upon tho subject ot “Foreign Missions.” 

Miss Mary Leitch spoke of Ceylon, its 
surroundings and people, and their man- 
ner of worship. They worship almost 
everything. They spend much time and 
money in seeking after God. They do 
not know how to tind him. Their faces 
have a troubled, dissatisfied look, and 
they know not God ns a Father nud 
Saviour. There are twenty millions of 
religious pilgrims, so called, travelling 
about seeking religion, many of whom 
are blind, made so by their manner of 
living in torture, to nppease unknown 
gods. It is sad to remember that two 
out of three have never heard the mes- 
sage of the Gospel. 

It is estimated that it is possible to 
give tbe Gospel to all those without it 
during the preseut generation, and the 
church of God can do it if she will only 
be fnithful. 

Theie are now 2,500 converts in India, 
gnthered into twenty-two native church- 
es; 15,000 children are daily taught in 
mission schools, 5,000 of whom are girls. 
When tbe missionaries first went there 
not one woman could read. It was 
thought by the natives that girls could 
not learn, until one was taken into the 
mission school nttd proved an apt scholar 
and as intelligent as any hoy. It is found 
that the Gospel is often taken into the 
homes through the children who cotne to 
the schools. The meetings of the mis- 
sionaries are well attended. The people 
are eager to hear the Gospel and give 
liberally for its support. They now sus- 
tain thirteen native missionaries. 

Miss Leitch spoke of the need of more 
workers, and made an earnest appeal to 
those who have leisure aud strength to 
seek a field aud carry the Gospel to those 
in darkness. Is there any work better 
worth doing than giving them the Gos- 
pel? Now the homes are open and all 
are willing to receive It. Those who are 
not able to go to tho work themselves 
cau help others to go hy giving for their 
support. 

Mr. C. B. Ashemlen of Auburndale 
favored the audieuce with a solo, after 
which Miss Margaret Leitch spoke of bet- 
work in Ceylou in company with her sis- 
ter, and with the accompaniment of 
cymbals sang one of our familiar hymns 
in the Tamil language. She also sang one 
of their native airs. 

She spoke of the happiness of carrying 
on this work, saying it was very satisfy- 
ing. It was a joy to see the mothers who 
were hungry for the word of God, giving 
them a warm welcome. She gave many 
affecting illustrations of the manner of 
life and religion of the native women. 

She also supplemented her sister’s 
words in a forcible appeal to the young 
people to do more for the cause of Christ 
among tho heathen. Site spoke of several 
societies and organizations who were 
supporting their own missionaries, and 
expressed a desire tliat the Newton union 
might do something for this great work. 

The president said lie hoped the union 
would take some action and do a more 
definite work in the future then it hail 
in the past. A collection was taken, which 
was given to tho Misses Leitch to aid 
their work in Ceylou.

Club which numbers so many Newton 
ladies among its members, will have its 
home for the coming season, as duriug 
last year, at the Thorndike in Boston, 
where meetings will he held on the 
second Saturday in each mouth, from 
October to March iticlusive. This club 
although a union of former students and 
teachers of the famous old institution 
whoso name it hears, is something more 
than an Alumna) Association. The 
home feeling, in a school like Wheaton, 
is very strong, aud the attachments be- 
tween its students warm and lasting. 
But though a common love for their alma 
mater was the bond which first drew the 
members of this organization together, 
it is not that entirely which now holds 
them in enthusiastic and loving loyalty.

A 
swarm of 1hm*s from a neighboring farm 
houno had taken refuge in some woods 
near hy, and when the train stopped at 
the station they catne buzzing out and 
alighted with one accord on the tender 
behind the engine. 

The engineer and his assistant in the 
engine and the hrakemen standing 
around the train were astonished at the 
visitation and promptly sought safety in 
the waiting room of the station. The 
fireman. William Heist, was on tho en- 
gine cab at the time busily shifting coal 
from one side of the tender to the other, 
and in an instant a hundred liees set 
upon him. Half mad with pain he 
jumped off the tender and rolled wildly 
in the grass at the roadside. 

The schedule time for starting the 
train came and went, hut the crew saw 
no way in which to start. They held a 
consultation over the problem, and final- 
ly a bright idea struck the engineer. 
Putting it into execution he crept softly 
and unconcernedly up to the tender, af- 
ter the manner of an experienced l>ee 
farmer, and secured possession of the 
adjustable hose with which engineers 
are accustomed to clean up their cabs.

For this act of bravery Miss 
Snooke was. on the 20th of May follow- 
ing, awarded the honorary first class cer- 
tificate of the Royal Humane society. —

Jew* Going to Palestine. 

A convention of delegates representing 
the largest Jewish colonies in thirty-six 
different cities of Russia met ten months 
ago, aud after a long discussion they 
gave a unanimous vote for Palestine as 
their future home. 

The change that such an emigration 
would produce ou the Holy Land can- 
not be overestimated. One million new 
workers would turn the barren hills of 
Judea into terraced vineyards. The 
olive trees of the past would again spring 
forth, and the whole land would blossom 
like the red poppies that cover the 
plains of Sharon. It would mean the 
adding of 150 i>er cent, to the population 
of the land occupied by ancient Pales- 
tine. aud it would make Jerusalem a 
city of more than 100.000 people. 

The Holy City has been growing with 
almost American rapidity withiu the 
past few years, and an exodus of the 
Jews from all parts of the world to it is 
slowly hut surely going on. — Frank G.

WHAT 18 SAID OF IIIS VOICE AND VOTE IS 
CONGRESS. 

Last week the Newton Tariff Reform 
Club paid their respects to Congressman 
Candler, with especial reference to his- 
record iu regard to Tariff Reform. This 
has called out a good deal of commeut, 
and the committee appointed by the 
Boston Merchants Association to try to 
secure some changes in the McKinley 
Administrative Tariff bill, think that it 
does not fairly represent Mr. Candler, and 
that the other side of the case should be 
stated as a simple matter of justice. 

The said committee, composed of 
some of the most prominent merchants 
of Boston, representing both political 
parties, went to Washington with a view 
of inducing the ways aud means com- 
mute of the House, and the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, to broaden the 
scope of the McKinley Administrative 
Tariff bill. They did not object to any 
provisions necessary for the purpose of 
checking fraudulent importations, but 
they did object totbose restrictive fe:v- 
tures which appear to have been intro- 
duced on the mistaken supposition that 
every importer is a scamp and a rascal. 
Because frauds had been practiced in 
New York, mainly by a certain class of 
foreign importers, they claimed that it 
did not follow that such American 
citizens as comprise the firm of Jones, 
McDuffie & .’Stratton, or C.E. Hovey ife.Co. , 
or many others who might be named in 
Boston, should be treated as frauds and 
cheats. 

The committee arrived in Washington, 
but the only Republican Congressman 
from Massachusetts who took a broad 
view of the situation, aud bad the cour- 
age to maintain it, was Mr. Candler. If 
the Massachusetts senators, or Lodge, or 
< treenhalge, or Cogswell, aor Walker, or 
all of our Congressmeu had united with 
Mr. Candler, these unnecessary re- 
strictions might have beeu stricken 
out. but Mr. Candler was the only one 
who dared to speak iu its favor on the 
floor of the bouse and be labored with 
both tbeUouse aud Senate committees to 
get these restrictions changed. Ha 
did succeed iu getting some of them 
stricken out in the house, although they 
were restored again in the Senate. Had 
Mr. Candler succeeded the bill would 
have beeu just as affective in checking 
fraud, aud it would have been a fair, 
equitable aud reasonable measure, which, 
it is very far from being to-day. Auy 
oue who thinks the bill has beeu too 
strongly denounced can ask any of the 
Custom House officials or Boston Mer- 
chants in regard to the irritatiou and 
annoyance caused by the bill. 

Ilis friends ask whether a Congress- 
man who has interested himself iu serv- 
ing his constituents, who has not been 
content to favor only those measures by 
which he could advertise himself, or 
make political capital, but has always 
sought to do his duty, and to serve bis 
constituents, and has been a most useful 
Congressman, should not be returned? 

His position as chairman of tho 
World’s Fair committee has given Massa- 
chusetts and the Ninth District a National 
prominence, as the Wor d’s Fair is to be 
th j greatest thing this country has ever 
seen. If he is returned and t‘he Repub- 
licans have the house, be will again 
receive the position, which will be of 
great importance during the next two 
years.

Field Bay. 

The Newton Natural History Society 
Field Day last Saturday, wns a decided 
success ns far as day and weather and 
scenery were concerned, although the 
number of tramps was not large. The 
party gathered at the Waltham depot and 
left there by rail at 2.45 p. m. Two miles 
further on they left the enrs at Stony 
Brook, the first objective point of the ex- 
cursion. Close by tho railroad station 
a hill of moderate height rises abruptly 
from the valley, a hill of crag, and bould- 
er and clitT of solid rock. Up the short 
but steep ascent the party went, and from 
the summit was the beautiful, wide 
spreading view of valley and lull, culti- 
vated Held and stretches of woodland, 
among which the cities and villages dot- 
ted the landscape and church spires 
pointed skyward; silvery threads and 
miniature lakes like glistening silver 
sparkled lieie and there; and all made 
gloriously beautiful by the rich tinted 
autumn foliage spreading out on every 
side, near and far away. 

The scene was gorgeous and one long 
to be remembered by those so fortunate 
as to see it that afternoon, when cloud 
and sunlight vied with each other to 
brighten the landscape and present cloud 
shadows lloating lazily seaward with the 
slow moving breeze. 

The bright tinted leaves of sumac and 
maple, crimson and glowing; the purpling 
ash and orange tinted hickory ; the duns 
and browns of scores of other denizens 
of forest and glade, stretching from our 
feet far away to the distant horizon, 
gave a picture of loveliness that would 
have made an artist’s heart glad. After 
feasting on those beauties as loug as time 
would allow, they decended the rugged 
path on the south-western slope and ex- 
plored the “Devil’s Den,” a cave extend- 
ing directly into the face of the cliff, 
from the top of the talus at its foot. 

The rugged escarpment of bold, almost 
perpendicular rock on that side, shows 
somewhat of the tremendous power of 
the forces bent ui> withio. which could 
fracture the solid rock-crust and upheave 
it, filling cracks aud snams with melted 
material forced up from tho depths be- 
low. 

Leaving this interesting locality the 
party next visited the romantic little 
nook where the old dam and mills are 
seeti, and the falling, rippling water 
makes music as it flows over its pebbly 
bed and on to the artificial pond, the new 
reservoir for Cambridge water supply. 

After exploring this place the party re- 
turned to the street ami then, a little be- 
yond, turning to the left into Summer 
street, they followed its winding way, 
with trees on either side arching over- 
head, skirting the northeastern slope of 
Doublet Hill, with Stony Brook flowing 
at its foot in the valley below, and the 
Waltham Hills rising beyond. Stony 
Brook soon widened into a little lake, the 
new reservoir for Cambridge. Past this 
the party went to Norum bega’s tower, 
which they ascended, and from its top 
had auolher panorama of gorgeous, sun- 
lit pictures, with the Charles glistening as 
it meandered around islet and diminutive 
cape or bolder headland at their very feet. 
Whether Prof. Iiorsford is right in locat- 
ing Norutubega at this point or not was 
a question not authoritatively decided by 
the company, but of the advantage of the 
tower for a point of observation there 
could be but one opinion. Again resum- 
ing the tramp the trampers proceded 
along the street towards Auburudale for 
a little distance, then turning into a love- 
ly path they continued the enjoyable 
walk by the side of the river till River- 
side was reached. 

There the train was taken for home. 
Beautiful varied colored leaves aud bright 
autumn flowers had been gathered on 
the way, and the merry trampers looked 
gay and happy as they entered the cars, 
ready for another Field E^iy on the mor- 
row.

NFWTON TARIFF REFORM CLUB. 

Not Entirely Satisfied. 

Our CoiiRrcBRiuan, Mr. Candler, was 
formerly credited with very liberal ideas 
onitlie subject of foreign exchanges, but 
the only word ho has to offer on the 
McKinley Tariff, now that it has become 
a law, is that it does not satisfy him in 
all particulars, but no tariff, lie says, 
can be passed without mutual conces- 
sions. The concessions made by the 
silent Now England Congressmen, in- 
cluding our representative, were very 
liberal, surely. They have shown them- 
selves very comfortable people to get on 
with. 

The Home Market Humbug. 

Manufactures say, “Pay us to build 
mills, givo us enormous bonuses to run 
them, and our workmen will eat your 
produce and givo you a home market for 
all you can raise.” Since 1801 wo have 
had tariff “protection,” and manufac- 
tures have developed and mill-owners 
have grown wealthy to an unprecedented 
extent. That the mill-owners claim this 
has all been due to the tariff, and ask tbe 
farmer to help them continue tariff taxa- 
tion on the ground that they are giving 
him a “homo market” and making him 
independent of foreigners. Can the 
mill-owners do this? Are they doing 
it? 

In the first place, the mill owneis aud 
all their employees, added to the miners, 
include less than 10 per cent, of ohr 
working population. We now make 
03 1 -2 per cent.— nearly 16-lOths of all the 
manufactured goods we use, and mills 
aud miues are shut down on the average 
from one-tenth to one-sixth of the time, 
when their workingmen must eat even 
though they do not work. That is to 
say, even if we absolutely prohibited 
imports and forced our citizens to buy 
of our mill-owners every dollar’s worth 
of goods they used, there could bo n > 
perceptible increase in the number of 
those to consume the farmer’s products. 
Not merely this, but tbe invention and 
use of labor saving methods is increasing 
so fast that already, in sumo groat in- 
dustries, in more and more as time goes 
on, the number of workmen required is 
steadily growing less, though the pro- 
duct is rapidly increasing. It is plain 
enough, therefore, that the mill owners, 
however protected, cannot givo the 
farmer any better “home market” than 
lie does. 

This is strikingly illustrated by our 
experience. 

For thirty years the high tariff stimulus 
lias been given to manufacturing indus- 
tries. They have grown beyond pre- 
cedent, and if they could have given our 
farraeis a profitable “home market” aud 
made them independent of foreigners, 
they must have done so. But the fact is 
the reverse. Adopting the careful calcu- 
lations of Mr. Davis (which are quoted 
with approval by the American Econo- 
mist, the organ of the Protective Tariff 
League), wo find that during a period of 
tbirty-niue years (1850-1880) population 
and the production of the more impor- 
tant staples increased as follows: 
Population 175 percent.

That is to say, after a whole generation 
of protection and unparallelled giowtli 
of manufactures the number of people 
whom the farmer has to feed is less in 
proportion to the crops lie produces than 
it was in 1850. Or, to put it in another 
way, the American farmer, after protec- 
tionists have fooled him for thirty years 
in pretending to give him a home market 
and make him independent of foreigners, 
is to-day, under high 'protection, more 
dependent than ever upon foreign 
markets, and is forced to find sale abroad 
for a larger proportion of what he pro- 
duces than he did iu 1885 under the 
“Free Trade” tariff. 


Scotian mines will givo to New F.ngland 
a fuel so cheap that Iron smelting will 
become possible in Now England ports, 
and a great impetus will he given to all in 
dustries in which cheap fuel is an impor- 
tant factor; and there are few industries 
in which fuel is not an impoitantelemont 
or cost, either in the preparation of the 
material or In the manufacture of tho 
finished goods. 

Every New England man should under- 
stand that there is no “natural law,” or 
“law of God,” that compols iron and Stool 
to ho dear in New England. 

Excepting for tho restrictions imposed 
bv the taiff, crude iron would ho 
cheaner in Boston than it is in I’itts- 
burgli; and coal would ho as cheap in New 
England as in any section of tho country 
Eist of tho Alleghenies. 

Tho Central District has decreed that 
New England shall not he allowed to 
manufacture iron and stool for herself, 
hut shall, like a conquered province, he 
held ns a market for itN manufactures. 

By means Of tbd tariff* it so enforces 
this’ degree that iu New England, where 
crude iron and its products should be ns 
chenp as in any part of the United States, 
they are dearer than in any part except- 
ing tho extreme West; and New Eng- 
land's iron and steel manufacturing in- 
terests arc undergoing a process of rapid 
extinction. 

. New England’s remedy for this is in 
Tariff Reform.

As To Tin Plntes. 

Nine-tenths of the cost of a tin plate 
and lU-20ths of its bulk is made up of 
steel sheets which arc coated with a 
wash of metallio tin. The sheet can he 
made more cheaply in this country than 
iu Great Britain, and would he sold here 
as cheaply as there, were it not for our 
tariff* which is 2 cents per pound. As a 
result, the price per pound charged for 
these steel sheets is 4 1-4 to 4 1-2 cents. 

In England the sheets are sold for 2.80 
cents per pouud, and the tin plate coated, 
cut and packed is delivered in New York 
City, aim sold to American consumers at 
4.74 cents, duty paid. 

Tinned plate can uow he manufactured 
in this country, more cheaply than it is 
sold here, and even more cheaply than it 
could he imported, duty free. It is the 

I ueseut duty on steel sheets alone that 
ms prevented the American manufacture 
of tinned plate. The momeut the duty 
on steel sheets is taken oil , and the tinned 

( date men are convinced that it will not 
>e put on again, the American manufac- 
ture of tinned plate will commence. 
Until thou the steel sheet extortiouists 
will actively push the movement for a 
higher tariff on tinned plate— high 
enough to hire men who are uow in 
’business, to buy steel at their present 
a price here with a surety of being able to 
charge American consumers enough more 
for their product to pay tho extortion 
demauded for their raw material and 
have enough left of the profit for them- 
selves. 


A Word For New England. 

Under tho present tariff upon pig iron, 
New Eugland must obtain its steel 
making irons from other parts of the 
Uuitod States. 

If the presout duty upon iron ore is 
maintained, New England must pay the 
freight upon ore mined at Lake Superior, 
1500 miles away. Whether he purchases 
iu tho form of ore, of pig iron, bars, 
plate, machinery or utensils, the New 
England consumer still pays this freight. 

If the duty upon iron ore is uholished, 
the production of steel inukiug irons be- 
comes possible iu the furnaces iff 
Eastern Pennsylvania, New Jersey, aud 
New York; uud with the cheaper irou 
there comes a lessened cost to the New 
I ugland oouaumera, aod greater proa 
purity, increased work and better wuges 
to the New Euglaud mechanics aud 
artisaus.

To hold a Republican rally in Newton 
Centre is a good deal like carrying coals 
to Newcastle, but the voters there like to 
hear good speakers, and had it not been 
for the lain they would have filled Asso- 
ciates Hall on TucVday evening. But in 
spite of the storm a largo audience gath- 
ered, and gave a hearty welcome to Con- 
gressmen Caudler and Lodgo. Baldwin’s 
Cadet Baud furnished music. 

Mr. Robert II. Gardiner, chairman of 
the Newton Ccutre ward committee, pre- 
sided, and upon tho platform with the 
speakers were seated a number of gentle- 
men promiuont in local and state politics, 
among them being Hon. Alden Speare, 
Hon. Levi C. Wade, Col. E. II. Haskell, 
Mayor Burr, C. Bowditch Coflin of the 
Republican stale central committee, ex- 
Representative A. C. Walworth, Messrs. 
J. R. Leeson, Dwight Chester, W. E. 
Webster, R. C. Bridgham, E. H. Mason, 
H. W. Mason, E. T. Colburn and G. II. 
Hills. 

Mr. R. A. Gardiner made a model pre- 
siding officer, and presented the speakers, 
making a few remarks in a very happy 
manner, and was greeted with so much ! 
applause by the audience that it was 
evident they would have been glad to 
have him go on. In speaking of the re- 
liability of the Republicanism of Newton 
Centre, he said the only blot upon it had 
been Chestnut Hill, where the Mug- 
wumps aud Democrats resided in great 
force, but as a church had jusi been given 
to Chestnut Hill, they had hopes of con- 
verting and civilizing the population of 
that place, which hit called out great 
laughter. 

Congressman Candler was very warmly 
received and spoke for a little over an 
hour, in which lie paid his respect to the 
Mugwumps, and especially to Geo. Fred 
Williams, the Democratic candidate from 
this district, who has been asking some 
rather sharp questions. He dwelt at con- 
siderable length on the great blessing the 
abolition of the duty on sugar would 
prove to the working man, aud predicted 
that after next April white sugar would 
he 4 1-2 cents a pound.

life. The tariff was a compromise and 
each state had to give up something for 
the benefit of the whole. Ho quoted 
with approval Senator Sherman’s resolu- 
tion for reciprocity with Canada. The 
tariff made it possible for a poor mail in 
this country to have just as good a chance 
as the rich man, and was for the protec- 
tion of tiie poor man. He dwelt at some 
length upou his work in Congress, and 
what he had accomplished, aud closed by 
a defence of tho Republican majority for 
unseating so many Democrats from the 
South, and gave Mr. Breckeuridge’s case 
as a sample. 

HENRY CABOT LOI.OE. 

Mr. Gardiner introduced Congressman 
Lodge as Tho Scholar iu Politics, and 
said tho fuuctiou of tho scholar in 
politics was to learn and to know, some- 
thing which his mugwump frieuds ap- 
peared to forget. 

Mr. Lodge was receivod witli great 
enthusiasm and could not bo heard for 
several inmutes. He is a very entertain- 
ing speaker, and kopt the nudionce in 
excellent humor, quite as much by his 
way of saying things as by what he said. 

In the course of his remarks he alluded 
to binding twine which the west demand- 
ed should he put on the free list, and 
were supported by the Democrats. Tho 
workingmen who were , threatened with 
the destruction of this industry wanted 
it kept on, and Mr. Lodge drew a touch- 
ing picture of the workingmen appeuliug 
to him with outstretched arms to 
save them from being thrown out of 
employment. He ami his fellow Repu- 
blicans succeeded in getting a duty of 
7-10ths of a cent, hut it ought to have 
been more. Hu was sick of heariug so 
much talkuhout cheapening things, this 
is not a cheap country and what we want 
is good wages. 

Thu McKiuloy hill in the main is a 
good hill. It will quicken business and 
advauce the prosperity of the country. 
There is one thing certain — you canuot 
possibly tell in three weeks what its 
effect will he, with un election pending. 
At any rate it canuot he repealed for at 
least 10 years, us the Senate has been 
made Republican for at least that length 
of time. 

The speaker endorsed the position 
taken in Congress by Speaker Reed, and 
said that the constitution contemplated 
a government of the majority. 11c 
touched upon the southern election 
frauds, and ulliidcd to t lie federal elec- 
tion hill, claiming that the rule of the 
majority must he the same in the ballot 
box as in the House of Representatives. 

Iu conclusion, ho said that the election 
hill sought to throw the light of pub- 
licity ou all uleotious, uud to ascertain 
the will of the people at the ballot box. 
The Republican purty must he true to its 
pledge for a free vote uud au honest 
count for ull members of Congress 
throughout the Uuited States.

THE SEWEBAGE QUESTION. 

The articlo on seworago in last week’s 
Graphic appears to have stirred up 
Newton people to the importance of this 
question, and wo have received a great 
number of communications, urging us to 
keep this matter before the people, as it 
is the most important issue now before 
the city. With the Metropolitan sewer 
ready for Newton to enter by a year 
from the lirst of noxt January, the com. 
in# year promises to be tho most im- 
portant one in the history of Newton, 
it has hitherto not made any serious 
difference what kind of men were sent to 
the City Counoil, providod they were 
good men, and all Newton men are such, 
but with a work of such magnitude be- 
fore us it behooves the voters to be wide 
awake when tho city caucuses are called. 
Ordinarily we can hand over the nom- 
inating power in each ward to two or 
tlireo men, and the people will ratify 
their action, but when so many thous- 
ands of dollars are at stake the people 
will be apt to demaud a voice in regard 
to the men who arc to spend this 
money. 

There are hundreds of first class busi- 
ness men in Newton, who would and 
should be called on this year to send 
representatives to the City Council, 
hlany of the old members are admirably 
fitted for the duties which will come 
next year, but there will be vacancies 
and these must bo carefully filled. The 
best men are needed, and when such are 
found they must be forced iuto the 
services of tho public. 

■The larger villages are most directly 
concerned in this matter, and as Newton 
will be called on to pay by far the 
heaviest share of the sewerage assess- 
ments, and the work must be first begun 
-here, it is only fair that the mayor 
should como from Newton, when he cau 
be called on promptly in any emergency, 
and where it will be easy for him to 
personally inspect the work. For this 
reason popular sentiment seems to be 
strongly in favor of Mr. If. E. Hibbard, 
and men are calling on him, without 
regard to their politics, to take the nom- 
ination this year. As one of the largest 
real estate owners in Newton, he is 
directly interested in the sewerage ques- 
tion, and in getting the work dime as 
satisfactorily and as economically as 
possible. Besides, every one recognizes 
Mr. Hibbard’s business ability, and that 
if auy man can bring this work to a 
successful issue he cau. If a City Coun- 
cil is selected of men of tne same ability, 
before another year tho long-vexed 
sewerage question will be iu a fair way 
of being settled. 

X E WTON REPRESENTATIVES. 


Both parties made their nominations 
Wednesday night. The Republican con- 
vention followed public seutiment iu 
nominating Mr. Dwight Chester, one of 
the men who have long been identified 
with Newtou, whose stiict integrity and 
high business ability have long been rec- 
ognized. and who by his services for the 
best interests of the city deserves any 
honors that Newton can give him. There 
its no doubt of bis election. In regaid to 
the second candidate, the convention 
treated the public to a surprise, as it was 
.generally conceded that t lie honor be 
longed to Ward One by right, as it has 
never had a representative, and it pre- 
r»eiit* (1 au exe Hunt candidate iu Mr. 
Tucker. But Captain S. E. Howard of 
Ward Three was chosen, a gentleman 
who lias au excellent war record, and is 
highly endorsed by his friends, but who 
in very little known outside of his own 
ward, he never huving been promiueiit iu 
«:ity affairs, although he was a candidate 
fur the coinmou council from his ward 
Just year, but was defeated. All the men 
who were spoken of from this side of (lie 
odty were passed over and there is con- 
siderable dissatisfaction expressed, al- 
though ii may all pass over before elec- 
tion. 

'The Democratic mass caucus evidently 
»lood ready to take advantage of auy 
mistake made by their opponents, input- 
ting up ouly one candidate, and they 
euald not hive made a better uoiniua'.iou 
than Mr. Bichat d M. Baltonstall, who is 
u. worthy son of ex-Collector Saltonstall 
i»f Chestnut iiill, inheriting his father’s 
lability, his high character and his public 
•qiirit. The ouly tiling tliut cun be said 
;*gaiust him is tliut he is a Democrat, but 
rJie Republican majority iu the legisla- 
ture is so large that one Democrat more 
iv Jess would not make much difference, 
said Mr. .Saltonstall lias so many friends 
about Newtou tliut liis election is not im- 
passible. Tho Australian ballot will give 
a great opportunity to the friends of the 
Oeieatcd candidates, and from what is 
•aid about the city it would not he sur- 
prisiug if Mr. Saltonstall gave Mr. How- 
ard a very close run. 


The people of Newtonvlllo are very ! 
much interested in tho proposed new j 
City Hall, but whether their Interest 
will take a practical form remains to be 
seen. They think the City Hall should 
he located there anyway, but there are 
many considerations to he thought of, 
and one argument that would have great 
weight with the committee would bo to 
secure an acre of high land, well drained, 
and in a central location, and offer it to 
the city free of cost, as an inducement. 
Such an argument W’ould doubtless ho 
found to be unanswerable, and if West 
Newton should adopt this method, it ; 
would probably be able to keep the City ! 
Hall within its limits. The land should 
be convenient to the railroad station ami 
the street cars, as most of tlio visitors 
come by steam or street cars, and it 
should not be in a swamp, or any loca- 
tion that would require great expense in 
the way of filling in and drainage. Of 
course nothing can he done about a new 
City Hall until after the sewerage question 
is settled, but those sections of the City 
that desire this addition to their public 
buildings would do well to be wide 
awake. 


Over in the Fifth District there has 
been some evidence of a desirvo to go bo- 
hind the returns and inquire into Candi- 
date Fox’s character. But lion. Chester 
W. Kingsley of Cambridge says this is 
all wrong, tho only vital question is to 
elect a Republican and all Republicans 
should unite in favor of Mr. Fox, “and 
sink all minor matter,” such as a man’s 
private character and previous record. 
This is certainly carrying partizanship 
to a dangerous extent, and it is surpris- 
ing that good men will counteancce such 
pernicious doctrin. Honesty aud moral- 
ity can no more bo disregarded iu poli- 
tics than in business or in social life. 
The conscientious voter should convince 
the politicians that houesty is the best 
policy in politics as in everything else. 
When to all inquiries about character no 
better reply cau be given than that ho is 
a good party man, then all voters who be- 
lieve iu honesty and good government 
should unite to defeat that candidate, no 
matter what party label he bears. This 
has been the rule hitherto iu Massachu- 
setts and no exigeucy exists to call for 
its violation now. 


Congressman Lodge drew a very 
touching picture of the poor working 
men in the biuding twine mills, who ap- 
pealed to him to prevent binding twine 
beiug put on the free list aud so throw- 
ing them out of employment. The audi- 
ence could scarcely restrain their tears, 
as he described his noble efforts to pre- 
vent a reduction of the duty of some 4 
cents a pound, and how he had at last to 
be content with a duty of 7-10 of a cent. 
But to make the story complete Mr. 
Lodge should have read the column pro- 
spectus of the National Cordage Com- 
paoy, which has appeared in all the Bos- 
ton papers this week, statiug that a cor- 
poration had been formed under the 
laws of New Jersey, with a capital of 
$15,000,000, aud offering to the public 
preferred stock with a guarantee of 8 
per cent, interest. The poor working- 
men who have formed this combination 
must feel grateful to Mr. Lodge for help- 
ing to pass a bill which made it possible. 

Tue McKinley Tariff bill has been 
of great benefit to one corporation, the 
Xonantum Worsted Company, and it is 
making preparations for a large increase 
of business. It has had 100 looms, of 
which only about 20 have been kept busy, 
but the 100 looms will not ouly be start- 
ed up, but 20 new ones added. The 
tariff is a very favorable one for the 
worsted manufacturers, as it increases 
tiie price of such goods so tnat they can 
be made here with profit. There is a 
chance here for high tariff orators to ex- 
plain how the foreigners pay all the extra 
cost that will come out of the pockets of 
buyers of worsted goods. 

The Saturday Evening Gazette, 
which usually swallows anything that 
bears the party label, says the “New 
tariff bill gives satisfaction to none ex- 
, cept certain manufacturers, whose profits 
it will assist in increasing,” and that the 
j interests of the many have been over- 
looked, for the interests of the few. It 
adds that high tariff is only another 
name for increased taxation, and the bill 
bears heaviest on the poor, whose ex- 
penses it will largely increase. This is 
pretty strong language for a Republican 
paper to use, but it expresses the average 
Republican sentiment. 


Mr. Robert H. Gardner made an ex- 
cellent impression as presiding officer at 
the Republican tally at Newton Centre, 
and hi* remarks were very bright. lie 
made one amusing s ip, however, when 
iu introducing Mr. Lodge as The Scholar 
in 1‘olitu s, he said the chief function of 
The .Scholar was to learn and to know, 
since it has long been Mi. bulge's sole 
ambition to forget.

WILLIAMS AM) RUSSELL 

RECEIVE AN ENTHUSIASTIC GREETING 
FROM NEWTON PEOPLE. 


The Democratic rallies at West New- 
ton and Newton Centre wore very enthu- 
siastic affairs and the Democratic candi- 
date, Mr. George Fred Williams, appar- 
ently took his hearers by storm, as ho 
was greeted with oven more enthusiasm 
than was Mr. Lodge at Newton Centre. 
He has the advantage of a fine presence, 
a very musical voice and a great deal of 
that elusive quality called personal mag- 
netism, and it was surprising to sec staid 
Nowton audiences so carried away. 

At West Newton, the City Ilall was 
crowded, many ladies being present, and 
the Waltham Watch Factory band opened 
the mooting with spirited selections. 
Mr. W. J. Follett, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic ward and city committee, rapped 
to ordor, and announced the organization 
of the meeting as follows: President, E. 
B. Haskell; vice presidents, Jasper N. 
Kollar, John W. Carter, John C. Chaffin, 
Rev. X. P. Gilman, C. B. Lancaster, 
Charles F. Crehore, Prof. Thomas B.

Mr. Follett then introduced Mr.'E. B. 
Haskell, who was very cordially received, 
and spoke briefly, saying that he was an 
independent voter because he had con- 
victions which ho refused to swallow and 
he then spoke of the high tariff taxation, 
the need of economy iu national affairs, 
and his allusion to Grover Cleveland was 
received with donfeuing applause. His 
speech was a calm and dispassionate 
statement of the issues of the campaign. 
In conclusion he said we must send men 
to congress whose convictions are sound, 
and who will be true to them. Such a 
man is presented for your votes in this 
district, and he will speak for himself. 
It gives me great pleasure to preseut to 
you your plucky, independent and elo- 
quent candidate, George Fred Williams. 

Mr. Williams was received with great 
applause, which broke out again aud 
again before he was permitted to speak, 
and his points were greeted iu the same 
way all through his speech. lie paid his 
respects to Mr. Candler and challenged 
him to a debate through the district; he 
also challenged him to tell what poiuts 
of the McKinley bill did not satisfy him, 
so that no time could be wasted. He 
then quoted Mr. Candler against himself 
and said that if the Republican congress- 
men from New England had stood for 
her interests, she would have been taken 
care of instead of sacrificed. In closing 
lie said, if it should be my duty to repre- 
sent you, and I have nothing better to 
show on my return than a duty on sul- 
phuric acid, I beg of you to tetiro me to 
private life. [Applause.] I beg of you 
to decide independently, bonesily, and 
without regard to the persons or men, 
but dou’t forget that New England is 
going downward, aud not upward, and if 
that downward course is with a pressure 
from behind of the law of the United 
States, and that if you can get represen* 
tatives who will vote to free our indus- 
tries aud factories from tiie burdens they 
now bear, they will return to their want- 
ed prosperity, and New England will no 
longer watch with tearful eyes the death 
of its industries, w hich are the corner- 
stone of its prosperity. 

Mr. Williams then started to leave the 
hall, amid the most hearty applause, the 
audience wanting to shaku hands with 
him on his way out. He made n second 
speech in Newtou Centre, iu which he 
called attention to the advance in the 
cost of clothing aud other necessities be- 
cause of the McKinley bill. 

At West Newtou, Mr. Lloyd McKim 
Garrison, a grandson of Wm. Lloyd Gar- 
rison, followed Mr. Williams iu a brief 
but pointed speech, alter which Hon. 
John E. Russell arrived from Newtou 
Centre and eutertuined the audience with 
a witty exposition of the issues of the 
campaign. He said that the Republicans 
were trying to persuade the people that 
they could all get rich by taxing them- 
selves, and claimed that all the in mey 
that had been paid on the national debt 
was represented in the mortgages on the 
, farms of the country. Iu regard to Mr. 

I Lodge’s assertion that tiie senute bail 
been fixed so that the taritf could not be 
disturbed for ten years, Mr. Russell said 
that they were not content with taxing 
tho present but were trying to make their 
felonious fiugeis long enough to reach 
the pockets of posterity. [Great ap- 
plause.] He said it did not help the 
Massachusetts industries that were beiug 
taxed out of existence to know that Car- 
negie was prospering in l’cuusylvauia, 
and what if a tin plate iudustty was 
started iu Pittsburgh, when the whole 
country was taxed for it. 

In conclusion the speaker said: Duties 
can be levied so extensively that it will 
result in cutting off importation, but 1 
bope that the day may come again when 
we shall glory iu that commerce of which 
our fathers were so proud, and which 
they thought was indicative of the pros- 
perity of the country. [Applause.]

AN OUTLINE OF THE WORK NEEDED IN . _ „ 

SFWTOS. AT TIIE 


The committee appointed by the trus- 
tees of the Cottage Hospital to look after 
the problem of drainage and sewerage in 
Newton, have gono about their work 
with a good ileal of energy, and from an 
interview with one of the committeo it is 
1 possible to givo an outline of the work 
needed to maintain the hcalthfulncss of 
Newton 

Tho committeo have met tho Metro- 
politan Commission ami are much pleased 
with tho business like manner in which 
they are pushing forward their work. and 
the prospect thnt the main sewer will be 
roady for Newton to enter some time in 
ISM, instead of 1SP2, the date at first set. 
The outlet to the sewer is not lnigc 
enough to admit of its receiving tho sur- 
face drainage, so that that will have to be 
provided for in othci ways, while the 
sewer is for house drainage only. 

Tho committee have also conferred 
with the city council committee on sew- 
erage, aud huvo found them awake to 
the necessities of tho case, and laying 
plans for a vigorous prosecution of the 
work another year. The magnitude of 
the problems involved ought not to deter 
people from taking hold of tho matter 
eueigcticnlly, aud there is especial need 
of liberal appropriations for the coming 
year. The drainage problem can bo at- 
tended to at onco, and tho committeo 
have found that Bullough’s Pond, where 
tho city council havo established a bath- 
ing place, is seriously contaminated. The 
streams (low ing in at tho upper end bring 
along from tho thickly settled portions 
above n good deal of sewage, derived 
from the houses along their banks, many 
of the cesspools draining into them, aud 
the idea of using such a place for bath- 
iug is one that does not strike cleanly 
peoplo very favorably. The committeo 
think that the dams should bo ripped up, 
and Rullough’s l’oud thoroughly drained, 
while all the small streams about tho city 
should havo their channels dug out. 
deepened, aud the streams be covered 
over. By this means tho swamps about 
the city could be thoroughly drained, and 
much of the suffering from malaria in 
badly drained portions of the city would 
cease. 

The work of drainage can bo pushed 
forward as rapidly as is desired, aud tho 
committee of the city couucil are prepar- 
ing comprehensive plans. In such a 
thickly settled community as Newton is 
getting to be, thorough draiuage is a 
necessity, aud a lack of it would prevent 
growth aud keep now residents n\yny. 
Brookline is in the same condition as 
Newton, and the sewerage and tho drain- 
age problems there are ougaging the at- 
tention of Edward Atkiusoii aud other 
promineut citizens. We have got aloug 
so far in a happy-go-lucky sort of way, 
but the time has come for some thorough 
going work, if Newton is to continue the 
.same healthy and attractive city that it 
has always been.

Watertown Kicking. 

Editor of the Bostou Traveller:— 

The public meeting iu Watertown held 
la»t Thursday evening iu opposition to 
the Republican uomiuee for senator in 
the second Middlesex district proved a 
failure aud a great disappointment to tho 
kickers, for after considerable advertis- 
ing of posters and flyers throughout the 
town, with the exception of the Morse- 
Field district, they could only got 79 to 
vote in favor of the resolutions condemn- 
ing Air. Gilman. They seemed to lay 
great stress on the fact that they have 
not received a senator for a number of 
years. They forget that the district is 
composed of 30 delegates and Newton is 
entitled to the senntorship four years out 
of ten, Waltham three, and tlio towns in 
tho district three years out of ten. Now, 
what are the facts? 

The towns in the district have had the 
senatorship the last six years, and Water- 
town has opposed Newton each year iu 
obtaining her right to the senatorship. 
Watertown defeated Mr. Marcy aud Mr. 
Wood four years ago, and Mr. Marcy aud 
Mr. Walworth two years ago. She also 
forgets that when Hon. R. K. Bishop was 
running for governor the Republicans of 
Watertown opposed him at the polls 
so that he ran way behind his ticket. 

They have been jealous of Newton for 
some years, and now having failed again 
iu obtaining for their candidate the nom- 
ination, they try to place the blame on 
Newton’s selection. It is evident that 
when tiie prominent Republicans of that 
town will recomiuoud and state that they 
propose to vote for the Democratic nomi- 
nee, it is high time that the south side 
was annexed to the city of Newton. 

lu 18.SS (lie Republican nominee in the 
first Middlesex district, James F.Dwiuell 
of Winchester, (said district including 
the town of Medford), was nominated 
with the understanding that he was iu 
favor of the division of Medford, and 
when elected it is understood that he did 
all t hut he possibly could, but old Med- 
ford did not kick but stood by the ticket 
and lie lias served his two years iu tiie 
Senate, but little Watertown with four 
delegates proposes to have her way lu 
the second Middlesex district or bolt ami 
try to elect the Democratic nominee. It 
might be well for the Newton peoiile to 
remember that about half of the Morse 
Field district did belong to Newton at 
one time, amt in readjusting the bounda- 
ries iu 1705 Watertown obtained u large 
slice of this territory from Newton for 
uo consideration whatever.

The guest chamber is finished in 
light olive, and the front of the hall is 
divided off by curtains making a very at- 
tractive “den.” There are three large 
rooms in the upper story, and the house Is 
fitted with either steam or hot water heat- 
ing apparatu.o. electric bells and lighting 
apparatus. The laundry is in the base- 
ment. The architect was Mr. E. F. Stevens 
of Newton Centre, of the firm of Kendall A 
Stevens, the builders were Garey «& Eng- 
lish, and the painters and decorators, Be- 
in is A- Jew ett. The furniture and draperies 
and carpets were all made to order, and 
Mr. Richardson’s friends are now nil ready 
to give him an enthusiastic housewarming.

Wovcmor Brackctr* Intolerance* 

To the Editor of the GRAfttn : 

The Governor of Massachusetts is 
elected by her peoplo to serve them in ex- 
ecuting her laws. Ho is not elected to he 
an autocrat. Ho is not chosen to ho a 
despotic ruler, with power to make, mis- 
construe or malad-ministor the laws 
which ho finds already made by the legis 
latlve power of the state government. If 
lie can read plain English his duty is 
plain, because ho ought to know tho in- 
tent of those laws. The last legislature, 
in order to secure tho impartial adminis- 
tration of the new and most excellent 
Australian ballot laws, enacted a pro- 
vision “that the Governor shall appoint 
three ballot law commissioners front dif- 
ferent political parties.” With only three 
different political organized patties, ami 
recognized by the ballot laws and on the 
ballots printed by the State, it is plain to 
everyone that runs, though he ho a fool, 
that in simple English this means that 
one commissioner must he a Republican, 
one a Democrat and one a Prohibition 
party man. In fact this provision of the 
laws was secured by the vigilance and 
suggestion of a member of tho Prohibi- 
tion party. This alone can secure a per- 
fectly fair unbiased administration of the 
law. 

Yet Governor Brackett not satisfied 
with his unsavory and mischievous anti- 
prohibition record while in the legisla- 
latures of 1S77, 1S78, 1870, 18S0, 1881 and 
1884, and his sitting bar suggestion as 
Governor, now caps tho climax of anti- 
prohihitiouism with an audacity un par- 
alleled by even Gen. Butler’s brief guber- 
natorial history, and arbitrarily assumes 
that two of the three new commissioners 
must he Republicans and the other a 
Democrat, and completely iguores the 
Prohibition Party in his appointments, 
thus whether there bo two or tlireo parties 
in his cunning political vision, with malice 
and afore thought, he constitutes the 
commission au intensely partizau one, 
two to one or three to nothing, whichever 
way he misconstrues it. Therefore the 
rights of the Prohibitionists are in 
danger. Two great parties about evenly 
divided, struggling for tho ascendancy, 
are both interested to count tho third 
party into their columns of votes. In 
other words their existence depends upon 
its destruction. 

The Prohibitionists cannot he blamed 
if they look upon this act as an outrag- 
eous and unnecessary usurpation of au- 
thority on the part of Gov. Brackett, 
craftily designed to nullify the plain in- 
tent of righteous law so as to secure to 
his party unfair advantages over the other 
two parties. Instead of a lawful, honest 
nou-partizan hoard of ballot law commis- 
sioners, he with Quayish effrontery as- 
sumes the responsibility of constituting 
it au intended partizan board. 

It is simply a piece of gross injustice 
and intolerance to not only the Prohibi- 
tionists hut the Democrats and ought not 
to he tolerated. It is well to remember 
that the tnoro than 15,000 votes of the 
Prohibition party nearly frustrated Gov. 
Brackett’s gubernatorial ambition last 
fall, aud he does’nt know where they will 
send him this fall. 

The Prohibitionists refuse to accept 
such treatment without protest, and sure- 
ly if they in the past have had something 
to agitate, now they cannot cease to agi- 
tate this manifest piece of injustice and 
do all they can to reduce his insignificant 
skiu of the teeth plurality of 0,000 last 
year to a tried and found wanting minus. 

Can the great Republican party, the 
party of Lincoln. Chase, Audrew, Sumner 
aud Wilson afford to carry such a load? 
Will they continue to honor their chief 
executive who nullifies law, ignores com- 
mon sense and enacts injustice.*? Is this 
necessary in addition to vast corruption 
funds to maintain itself in powei? Is it 
not liiirli time to stop the admission of 
cow hoy settlements into the union of 
states to perpetuate congressional and 
electoral majorities? 

Will Massachusetts forget her history? 
Will she blot out the record of her mor. 1 
minorities of the glorious past, which 
have bloomed into great and conquering 
majorities in our own day and generation 
ami encourage such outrageous injustice 
and cruel intolerance to her Prohibition- 
ists? The Ninth Congressional Prohibi- 
tory Convention passed a ringing pro 
test aeaiust this high handed act of our 
Governor. W. II. Partridge. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


i An order was adopted that the com- 
mittee on salaries should consider if any 
increase of salaries should be made to 
tho masters of the Grammar schools and 
report at the next meeting. 

The committee on salaries was also to 
consider the matter of increased labor 
for the janitor of the new Claflitt school. 

Mr. Charles R. Young was appointed 
truant officer at the regular salary when 
in actual service. The secretary was 
authorized to procure badges for the 
truant officers at a cost not to exceed 
$1,0(1 each. Truant officers were author- 
ized to use their discretion in arresting 
truants found outside the officer’s regu- 
lar bents. 

Mr. Harwood was appointed to fill tho 
vacancy in the committee on superin- 
tendent made vacant by tho resignation 
of Mr. Dickinson. 

It was ordered that written examina- 
tions he made at the end of the first ten 
weeks of this term, not to exceed 75 min- 
utes, to he conducted by tho masters or 
teachers under their direction: ami that 
similar examinations he made once in 
two weeks under tho santo conditions, 
until a now superintendant shall be ap- 
pointed, these examinations to he kept 
on file. 

The chairman of the hoard was author- 
ized to sound tho storm signals until tho 
appointment of a superintendent. $1000 
was transferred from the salary to the 
getiernl account. 

Owing to tho crowding of tho schools 
in West Newton, due in some mensure 
front tho attendance of scholars who 
should attend at Newtonvillo or Auburn- 
dale, the committee on rules and regula- 
tions were instructed to consider what 
changes are necessary in the school 
boundaries in Newton, Newtonvillo, 
West Newton and Auburndale. Mr. Bar- 
nard stated that with the attendance nt 
tho West Newton schools as at present 
there would soon bo an imperative de- 
mand for enlarged accommodations in 
that ward, hut he thought some read- 
justment of boundaries could bo made 
which would overcome this necessity and 
save the city considerable outlay for 
buildings. 

A proposition was received from L. D. 
Whittemore to care for the clocks, and 
referred to tho committee on accounts. 
Adjourned.

The Tariff on Hides. 

(From the Providence Journal ) 

"The fact la that the talk about the benefit to 
the shoe and leather Industry from free hides Is 
exaggerated. Boston Journal. 

This was not the language which our 
somewhat free trade contemporary used 
when it was protesting so vigorously 
and energetically against the imposition 
of a duty on hides in the McKinley bill, 
and it may be hoped that no adyoente of 
protection for western farmers will cut it 
out and preserve it for use, when the 
question again comes up in Congress, as 
it undoubtedly will. 

A Problem in Domestic Arithmetic. 

(From the Manchester Union.) 

How many eggs, protected at 6 cents a 
dozen, must a farmer sell to make up the 
increased cost of an overcoat for himself 
or a new dress for his wife? 

Who Bear the Burden? 

(From tbe Boston Herald.) 

Those is this community upon whom 
the tariff tax falls with unqualified force 
are the thousands upon thousands who 
are in receipt of small, fixed incomes — 
clerks, book-keepers, salesmen and sales- 
women, artisans, mechanics and smaller 
officials of all kinds— men and women 
who receive so much a day, so much a 
week, a month or a year, and who cannot 
hope, except by very great and possibly 
collected effort to materially increase 
their incomes. Every increase in tho 
price of the necessaries of life takes just 
so much more from the snull surplus 
that they have at then* command — as- 
suming that they have a surplus — and in 
numberless cases these increases in price 
must mean the abandonment of small 
luxuries, and even comforts which usage 
has transposed almost into necessities. It 
is upon tho hacks of these that the great 
weight is to rest. They cannot shift it 
by processes of trade, but a very large 
number of them can, by their votes, re- 
pudiate the action of the men who have 
thrown this burden upon them. 

More Work for Higher Wages. 

(From a speech by W E. Bussell.) 

In the leport made to tbe state depart- 
ment in August, 188(5, after a very careful 
examination by Mr. Schoenhof, he made 
a comparison of the cost of labor in 
manufacturing certain yarns at Fall River 
and at Lancashire, Eng., and he fouud 
that the labor cost in making their yarn 
No. 18 v as iu Lancashire 5 2 cents and in 
Massachusetts only 40 cents; No. 20 was 
iu Lancashire 50 cents and in Massachu- 
setts 45 cents; No. 28 was in Lancashire 
01 cents and in Massachusetts (54 cents. 

And so on through the lis', iu almost 
every instance the labor cost being less 
in Fall River than in England. 

He reports that a weaver in America 
tends from six to eight looms, in England 
from three to four; that the number of 
yards a weaver turns out in America is 
1350, and in England 857; that the num- 
ber of yards of woolen dress goods a 
weaver turns out in America is 300, and 
in England 105, and of cheviot cloth in 
Amorica 120 and in England 80. 

I might show you that the same fact 
was true in other industries, like carpets, 
boots and shoes— invariably our employes 
do more work and so get mure wages. 

1 have iu my hand a written letter from 
a gentleman thoroughly familiar with 
the subject, who sends me tho figures of 
spinning and weaving iu England as cam- 
pared with tiie United States. Tho letter 
says they were collected by one of the 
best of one of tho largest cotton mill su- 
perintendents this year (188S)in England, 
for one of the cotton null treasurers to 
use, if possible, in that campaign (of 
1888); hut they were not used in that 
campaign heoauso they showed that the 
cost of this labor, measured by the 
work it did, was less iu the United States 
than in England. I Applause.] 

1 have, too, in my hand, an original 
letter from the president of tho American 
Screw Company, giving in detail facts 
and figures to sho v that in his industry 
the labor cost of his product is less than 
abroad, in wire drawing especially. 

He says, also, in the case of the Arming- 
ton A- Sims Engine Company, that they 
employ here one man and two boys to do 
a certain class of work, while in England 
they are employing five skilled workmen 
to (lo the same thing. And he gives fur- 
ther evidence on that point. 

That, too, is the evidence of Mr. Sar- 
gent, the great hardware manufacturer 
of Connecticut, who shows that our 
‘labor, measured by the work it does, is 
the cheapest labor in the world, and that 
its high wages comes of its groat produc- 
ing power. 

Hut 1 will refer you as conclusive ou 
this point to the report made by two Re- 
publican secretaries of state— the first by 
Mr. Evarts, who said in 1878 in his re- 

jM.it: 

“One workman in the United States, as 
will be seen from the foregoing extracts, 
does as much work as two workmen in 
most of the countries iu Europe.’* 

And Mr. lllaiuo iu 1881 in his report 
safe): 

“The hours of labor in the Lancashire 
mills are 50 hours and iu Massachusetts 
0<i per week. The hours of labor iu tho 
mills over the New England states, wheie 
the wages are generally less than in Mas- 
sachusetts, are usually 00 tu tip per week. 
Undoubtedly, the inequalities of the 
wages of the English umi American oper- 
atives are more than equalized by the 
greater efficiency of the latter aud their 
long hours of labor.’* 

'That is the reason why we are uble to 
send abroad aud sell in competition with 
the whole world articles iu which labor 
is the principal item of cost and t lie raw 
material is the least— such articles as 
hardware goods, cutlery, machinery, 
watches and furniture. 


Wo nover could do it for a minute if It 
was not that our labor is more efficient, 
than tho foreign labor, and, though paid 
moro in dollars, earns every cent that is 
paid to it. 

Tho total product of English indus- 
tries in 1H«2 was four billions of dollars 
in value, made by 5,140.000 people, while 
in the United States tho total product 
was eight billions in value,’ made by 5,- 
250,000 people, which hIiowh that our 
power of production is almost per man 
twice wliat it in in England.

The High Tariff Danger. 


POSER FOR CONGRESSMAN CAN- 
DLER. 


IIOW UK VOTED TO TRANSFER SULPHURIC 
ACID FROM THK FRKETOTJIK DUTIABLE 
LIST, AND HOW HE SEEMS TO RE THK 
PARTICULAR RKNKFICI ARY— A JOKE ON 
A CANDLER PAPER. 


The following from tho Boston corres- 
pondence of the Springfield Republican 
will interest Mr. Candler’s constituents: 
Rpecinl Dispatch to The Republican. 

Boston, Tuesday, October 21. 
One of tho raciest events of the cam- 
paign was brought out Tuesday night by 
George Fred Williams in his speech at 
Hyde Park, in reply to the sulphuric acid 
feature of the discussion between him 
and Candler, in which it appears that the 
transfer of this acid from the free to the 
dutiable list, for which Candler has taken 
to himself so much credit, was not in the 
interest of a single manufacturer in his 
district, but was for the direct benefit of 
himself as a stockholder iu the Merrimac 
chemical company which makes this 
acid, and of course wants to get a high 
price for it. The acid is made from iron 
pyrites which are taken from a mine in 
the town of Rowe, and so the matter has 
some interest in Western Massachusetts. 
Mr. Williams handled the matter as fol- 
lows iu his speech to-night: — 

You will recall that I have been dis- 
cussing with my opponent his claims to 
credit for having taken sulphuric acid, 
otherwise known as oil of vitriol, from 
the free list, and placing it upon the 
dutiable list at a quarter of a cent per 
pound. You know that he regretted his 
failure to secure a duty of half a cent per 
pound. When this claim was made by 
our congressman as the one triumphant 
answer to our compl lints that he had 
neglected the interests of theOtli district, 

I turned from tho question of free wool, 
free iron ore, free fuel, and free food to 
this remarkable claim on the gentleman’s 
part, that instead of freeing anything he 
had secured prosperity to the 0th district 
out of the McKinley hill, by imposing a 
heavy duly on an article already upon 
the free list, and I looked wonderin Jy 
about in the 0th district for some traces 
of this important branch of our industry, 
knowing only that the article was ex- 
tensively consumed by nearly all our 
manufacturers to whom the tax would 
come as a burden. [After acknowledg- 
ing an error in his first statement of the 
amount made, Mr. Williams continued. j 
Let mu stato his claim of service to you 
in this matter. He tolls this story that 
some of the manufacturers of New Eng- 
land, aware that he was familiar in de- 
tail with many kinds of business, wrote 
to him within the last, six months that a 
Nerv York man had secured a duty in 
Canada upon American imports of 
sulphuric acid, that ho intended to 
establish a factory there aud by making 
the acid cheaper than it could be made 
here Hood our markets aud ruin our 
sulphuric acid industry. 

I confess that this remote prospect of 
ruin to an industry which was already 
exporting its product to Canada, did not 
seem tome to justify the gentleman in 
increasing the price of sulphuric acid to 
every manufacturer in his own district, 
but bethought otherwise, for he says: 
“Why was I elected your member of 
Congress? Was it to talk free trade 
with Canada? Was it to follow out 
literally the speech which i made 23 
years ago? Or was it th >t I, like a wise 
business man, should adapt myself to 
circumstances, and endeavor to protect 
the laborer and the manufacturer as 
much as was justly due them in the state 
which I had the honor In part to repre- 
sent.” Tho gentleman then says that lie 
went before tho committee on ways and 
means which, after his statement, “like 
wise men aud republicans and not free 
traders and mugwumps,” put on a duty 
of a quarter of a cent per pound in order 
to protect this manufacturing industry. 

1 desire now to give you the results of 
my investigation in the Pth district to 
discover what interest any citizeus of tho 
district had in this industry. 1 have 
asked iu vain on tho stump if any one 
knew where iron pyrites could be found 
within our limits or a sulphutic acid 
factory in a single town. I have asked 
in vain, but perhaps I have at last dis- 
covered a single man in the district who 
may ho benefited by this tax, which as 
you know is paid in part by every manu- 
facturer among us. 1 learned that the 
Merrimac chemical company, doing busi- 
ness iu South Wilmington, Mass., is the 
second largest producer iu sulphuric acid 
in New Euglaud, and the third largest iu 
the United States. 1 learned that the oie 
from which it manufactures is fouud iu 
Franklin county, aud that the mine is 
owned by the Davis mining company, of 
whose stock the Merrimac chemical com- 

I iany holds nearly half. 1 hold in my 
tana a statement of condition of the 
Merrimac chemical company, certified by 
the deputy secretary of the common- 
wealth; iu the list of shareholders 1 find 
the name of John W. Candler, against 
which 45 shares are credited. It remains, 
of course, for the congressman from tho 
lltli district to state whether he is the 
man who owned this stock ou the 12th 
day of March, 1SIH), tho date of the tiling 
of the certificate. 1 will uot pursue the 
argumeut upon this stato of facts until 
the gentleman bus had an opportunity to 
deny that he has been procuring legisla- 
tion against the interests of the people of 
his district, in which “lie lias a consider- 
able liuauoial interest. 

Thu laugh is on tho Milford Journal, 
and it must make t lie cold shivers run 
down Mr. Candler’s hack to read the 
attack which tho papei made yesterday 
upon Williams in its defense of Candler. 
It seems that at Franklin the other night 
Williams quoted from Cuudler’s now 
famous speech of lbtlsi asserting that our 


Thoughtful men of both parties say 
that the real danger from a high tariff is 
the chance that it gives to the more 
selfish passion of men, and on this ac- 
count they have always favored the 
doctrine that duties should only equal 
the difference in wages between this nnd 
other countries. The danger is illustrat- 
ed in this way. Supposing that a manu- 
facturer of some special article, ora com- 
bination of manufacturers of that article 
go to the ways and means committee of 
Congress and ask for a duty that will 
only take a penny a year from each 
inhabitant. No one would feel that, and 
tho request would not seem at first 
thought to be unreasonable. Yet when 
one figures up that there are sixty-five 
millions of peoplo in this country, the 
duty would amount to a stupendous 
fortune every year. It would enable the 
manufacturer to raise tho wages of his 
workmen five or ten per cent, which 
might amount to half a million, if he 
employs a irood many men, and he could 
give a* million or two to found a college 
or build churches, and then pose as a 
great public benefactor. Such a manu- 
facturer would of course not refuse to 
subscribe to a campaign fund to help the 
party that had helped him, and if ho gave 
a million dollars, he would still be able 
to make a sixty millions every 
year. It is the possibility of such things 
that constitutes the danger of the Mc- 
Kinley bill, passed as is not denied in 
response to the demands of the manu- 
facturers, who maintain a lobby at Wash- 
ington for that purpose. How can a 
government remain pure and uncorrupted 
when it is constantly exposed to such 
dangers as these, and when unscru- 
pulous politicians such as Senator Quay 
are in control of legislation, and a 
speaker standi ready to rush through 
without debate any measure that Quay 
proposes. 


The Australian Ballot. 

The Australian ballot has changed 
things remarkably. There was a time 
when tho method of conducting a cam- 
paign mainly consisted of the employ- 
ment of a glib-tongued ballot distributor, 
who divided his time between tho hours 
of seven and four on election day, be- 
tween pressing a sample of his goods In- 
to the voters’ hands and lauding the 
merits of his employer. In one Docket 
he had, perhaps a few ‘‘regular” ballots 
of the opposite party, and the close ob- 
server w’ould notice that there had been | 
a misprint at the bottom somewhere,— 
the printer had got the wrong candidate 
In. In another pocket was a package of 
“stickers,” and a successful appeal to a 
voter of another shade was teiminated 
by the use of one of these. How radical 
is the change in the conduct of a cam- 
paign? Now the candidate must show 
up his record. His political history must 
be exposed to the careful inspection of 
his constituency. Everyone will agree 
that the improvement is a marked one. 
Formerly it was not necessary for a can- 
didate to form tho acquaintance of the 
entire body of voters. Today the voter 
must have a thorough knowledge of his 
choice. Competition is now on the basis | 
of the oxcollonco of the past career. No ; 
man, who has uot something to show’ iu I 
tho shape of a political record, will stand 
a chance in a contest where a premium 
has been placed on Intelligence.— Fram- 
ingham Gazette.

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THE EXAMPLE FOR NEWTON. 

It is stated that the SowerAge Commis 
sion recently organized in Waltham is 
About ready to report a detailed scheme for 
local sowerage, and that witniu the next 
thirty days the Aldermen will have the 
report boforc them and an order asking 
the necessary appropriation. Their 
report will recommend throe lines of 
sewers— one through Pleasant and Pine 
streets, another through Felton, Carter 
And River streets, and the third through 
Fond, Summer and Lyman streets. Tlio 
entire system will bo constructed under 
contract. 

The above appoared in a Boston paper 
this week and shows that Waltham is 
wide awake on the most vital questiou 
of the day and is making preparations 
for taking advantage of the metropolitan 
sewerage system at the earliest possible 
moment. 

The same thing is true of Newton, for 
both Mayor Burr and the chairman of 
the sewerage committee, Alderman Har- 
bach are fully alive to the importance 
of the sewerage question and have done 
a great deal of hard work in getting 
things ready for sewerage, work which 
does not make a great show, but which 
has to be done in advance of any action 
by the City Council. They have had 
many consultations with City Engineer 
Noyes about the plans for a general 
sewerage system and have shown the 
committee of the Cottage Hospital, 
trustees appointed to consider the 
matter, that they are in perfect sympathy 
with them in regard to the necessity for 
sewerage, and for pushing ahead the work 
as fast as possible. They are earnest 
and conscientious workers and have done 
and are doing a great deal to make an 
early beginning possible. The City 
Engineer has been at work for months 
on plans, and a report will probably be 
made on the matter duriug the present 
year. 

TTfcfl work of committees is not known 
‘to the until they make a report, 

but the citizens may rest assured that 

f. lie sewerage committee aud Mayor Bun- 
will go ahead just as fast as public senti- 
mant will warrant. There is certainly 
no que*3iou about public sentiment, since 
live matter has begun to be agitated, and 
Itbe committee should uot be modest iu 
their demands for an appropriation. 
The work can just as well be done next 
year as the year after, and if they think 
$100,000 can be wisely expended, or even 
double that sum, let them ask for it and 
the citizens will be ready to endorse 
fheir appl cation. The question of 
sewerage has been hanging over the city 
for so many years, that the citizens 
would welcome any summary means of 

g. -ttiug the system iu operation aud 
knowiug just bow much expense it will 
involve. The method of levying the 
assessments can be determined after- 
wards. 

On the present city goverumeut 
devolves the very important duty of 
making the plans and laying out .the 
work for the coming year, a task even 
more ditlicult than the actual carrying 
out of the work itself, which will fall on 
the next city government. A work 
which is wisely planued is half done, ac. 
cording to an old proverb, aud it is 
cortainiy true of anything like the busi- 
aiess of properly seweriug aud draining a 
city like Newton. 


The Waltham Free l’ress, with a men- 
dacity that is amazing, denies that Hon. 
Chester W. Kingsley ever said what was 
attributed to him iu last week’s Graphic, j 
“that the only vital issue is to elect a Re- 
public in. and that all Republicans should 
unite in favor of Mr. F-*x and sink all 
minor issues," such as a man's record 
and character, etc. The Free Dress s »ys 
this is untrue, but as it appeared iu the 
iloston Journal, that paper ought to he 
pretty go>i authority.

die Boston Journal lied. We notice that 
(Jupt. Fox claims to have been always a 
Republican, but will the Free Dress have 
the mendacity to deny tint he accepted 
a nomination to Congress fiom the Dem- 
ocrats, Dutleritcs and Gieenbackeis, ut 
a convention held in Newton, and that 
he accepted their platform? For a man 
who bus "always been a Republican,"

Fox? Does ho still believe in currency 
inflation, and would he vote for free sil- 
ver coinage if a caucus told him to do 
so? Is he a man of such firm character 
that he will dare to stand up against his 
party when it is in tho wrong, for that 
is the kind of men Massachusetts wants 
in Congress, and in comparison with 
this, tho tariff question is a minor issue. 

The B iston Journal prints tho follow- 
ing dispatch from Findlay, O., which 
will interest all those who think of build- 
ing houses: 

This morning every window glass fac- 
tory in Findlay went into the new trust 
which has been organized to coutrol the 
production ami sale of window class. 
This trust embraces all the window- 
glass houses is the United States west of 
Pittsburgh, with the single exception of 
that at Coliua, O., which is owned by 
Findlay parties. The effect of this com- 
bination will be to increase tho cost of 
glass, because it prevents any competi- 
tion. The new tariff gives the trust ad- 
ditional protection from importations, 
and although no window glass will bo 
imported, yet the .prices will be as high 
as though tho glass was imported and 
the duty paid on it. The factories hero 
do not know who will handle their pro- 
duction, but all the orders will have to 
come through one central agont. The 
headquarters of the trust is located at 
Chicago. 

The Journal says in its editorial col- 
umns that there is no duty on domestic 
products, and so the tariff tax never has 
any effect on their price. 

The Waltham committee on streets 
have beou giving a hearing to the New- 
ton Street Railway Company for an ex- 
tension of their route in that city, so as 
to pass by the Dark Theatre in Wal- 
tham, aud the Waltham TriBune thinks 
this is a move for the oxteusion of the 
street railway to Watertown over tho 
Main street route. At the hearing it was 
brought out that the Newton Street 
Railway Company will apply to tho legis- 
lature for an increase of capital, to en- 
able it to extend its tracks iu Newton, 
Waltham and Watertown. The company 
tluds that the road is paying better than 
was expected, and they have power 
euougli for the operation of the circuit 
that was talked of at tirat. In this con- 
nection the Tribune states that- a stor- 
age battery company has been partly 
formed to run a liue from Watertown to 
Waltham, and there are evidences of a 
struggle between the two companies. 
The project for building a line from 
Newtonville to Newton Centre appears 
to |have been quietly buried by the 
board of aldermen, although there is 
some hope of its being resurrected 
another year. 


"The vitriol throwing contest", as our 
tariff reform column wittily puts it, has 
aroused considerable interest in the 
ninth district, and the people were very 
curious to see what reply Mr. Candler 
would make to Mr. Williams’ assertion, 
that his name was down in the Secretary 
of State’s office for 45 shares of stock of 
the company iu this state most exten- 
sively engaged in making Sulphuric acid. 
Thursday morning’s Boston Journal gave 
no record of Mr. Candler’s speech. The 
Herald, which reports impartially all 
kinds of rallibs, gives the following as 
Mr. Candler’s reply. 

He (Mr. Williams) proceeds to make 
other wild assertions, and coolly informs 
the public tint Mr. Candler is an owner 
iu a sulphuric arid factory, ami that Mr. 
Candler owns 45 shares iu a factory, 
which is the largest in the United States. 

I have nothing further to say iu regard 
to that, exceptiug that if he investigates 
a little further iuto the matter, lie will 
find that there is about as much truth in 
this statement as there was in bis declar- 
ation of the amount of sulphuric acid 
manufactured. 

According to the Saturday Evening 
Gazette, Hon. Edward L. Dierce is thet 
coming man iu the Ninth District and i 
urges all voters in the Ninth District to 
cast their ballots for him. This intro- 
duces a new Congressional candidate iu 
this district, but the Gazette eveus things 
up by putting Mr. Candler over in the 
Third District, and saying in regard to 
Mr. Williams’ challenge for a public de- 
bate, that Mr. Candler has no time to 
waste on "political dwarfs." Neverthe- 
less those who follow Mr. Candler's 
speeches throughout the district, And 
that he is ".wastiug’’about three quarters 
of his time in replying to Mr. Williams, 
who is making the campaign an unusual- 
ly lively one. A joint debate would be a 
decidedly intercs'iug affair, aud the pub- 
lic loses a good ileal of fun by Mr. Can- j 
dlur’s refusal to accept Mr. Williams’ 
challenge. 

The campaign is waking up and the 
next ten days promises to he full of the 
liveliest kiud of politics. With the .State 
house lobby, the tariff, lteedism, the 
force bill, the silver question, and sul- 
phuric acid, the campaign orators will 
have pleuty to talk about. In regard to 
joint debates, a prominent Newton gen- 
tleman says that when he was a hoy 
twenty years ago, the Republicans were 
always challenging the Democrats to a 
joint debate, which the latter invariably 
declined, aud he was very sorry to see 
that this was now reversed, as he thought 
it had a bad effect aud was a mistaken 
policy. He thought there was uo reason 
why the Republican speakers should fear 
to meet their opponents iu joiut debate. 

Any ward that wants the new Newton 
Club house located within its borders 
uow has an opportunity to show its 
enterprise by offering a desirable site 
fiee of cost. The old Nouautum house 
aud laud adjoining would make au ad- 
mirable site for a liue building, aud it is 


said that Ward Thrco is moving in the 
matter, but the other wards will have to 
be wide nwako to get tho prize away 
from Newtonville*. 


The Watertown Enterprise blossomed 
out last week with all sorts of letters oti 
tho Senatorial question and evidently 
the Watertown people are in a state of 
mind over Mr. Gilman’s Candidacy and 
the anti-annexation question. 

It is now- announced tint no appoint- 
ment of a superintendent of streots will 
be made this year. Tho Board of Dublic 
Works is to bo voted on at the State 
Election and if it is carried, there would 
be no need of a supeiiuteudont, audit 
might be embarrassing to have the place 
tilled. 

A REPUBLICAN 28 YEARS. 

WHAT HE 8 AYS OF TARIFF AND 81 1.VKR 
LEGISLATION. 


A prominent Republican of Newton who 
for 28 years has voted the Republican 
ticket, sends the following communication 
to the Graphic ns nn expression of Ids 
views on recent Republican legislation, 
with the comment that he has plenty of 
company among members of his own party 
in such sentiments. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

The direct tendency of recent Republican 
legislation on the Tariff and Silver question 
is to rob every man who labors in any 
capacity whatever for wages, and it robs 
him for the benefit of monopolies and 
trusts. By such legislation robbery becomes 
legalized, but it Is none the less robbery 
and is but one step toward the practical 
subjection if not enslavement of the 
laboring man ; who would be free himself 
must strike the blow! It is high time, 
therefore, that laboring men should cense 
to vote for the party whose legislation is 
directly inimical to their interest. How 
can the rich man afford to vote for the Re- 
publican party whose legislation tends to 
make robbery respectable. In a word it 
can be truthfully said that the laboring man 
who votes hereafter the Republican ticket, 
deserves to be enslaved, and the rich man 
who votes it, deserves to be robbed, be- 
cause by their votes they legalize the rob- 
bery of their fellow men. The Fugitive 
Slave Law intended to perpetuate the 
thralldom of 4,000,000 black people. The 
policy of the Republican party would make 
03.000,000 people the victims of 2.000,000 or 
fewer robbers. As the Fugitive Slave Law 
caused the final downfall and death of the 
Whig party, the infamous Tnriff legislation 
should close the career of the Republican 
party, which has forfeited the confidence 
reposed in it by the people.

cers in the city or town from which he has re* 
moved Ids residence, until tho expiration of 
six cnlund&r months from the time of such re- 
moval. Article ol amendment relativo to sol- 
diers and sailors exercising the right of fran- 
chise— Article twenty eight or the amendments 
of the constitution is hereby amended by 
striking out, in the fourth line, thereof, the 
words ‘-being a pauper,” and inserting in place 
thereof the words:— receiving or having re- 
ceived aid from any city or town— aud also by 
striking out. in said fourth line, tbe words “If a 
pauper,” so that the article as amended shall 
read as follows: Article XXVIII.— No person 
having served iu tbe army or navy of the United 
States iu time of war, and having been honorably 
discharged from such service, shall be dis- 
qualified therefor on account of receiving or 
having received aid from a »y city or own, or 
because of the non-payment of u poll tax. Also 
to vote in answer to the question: “Shall an act 
p.isstd by the General Court In the year eighteen 
hundred aud ninety, eutitled “An act to enable 
the City of Newtou to establish a board of 
public works,” be accepted? being Chapter 343 
of tbe Acts of said General Court for 1890. All 
of the above officers and upon the amendments 
to the C usiitution and the acceptance of 
Chapter 343 of the Acts of 1890, to be voted for 
on oue ballot.

Behaviour in Cliurcli. 

It is plaiu to a casual observer, that in 
these days there is a great lack of rever- 
ence for Divine things. This is to be 
seen in a marked degree in the conduct 
of the average attendant upon church 
services on the Sabbath. 

The entering and leaviug the church is 
too much after the easy-going style of 
those who attend lectures and concerts. 

There is a lack of reverence in takiug 
a part iu the services either by prayer- | 
book, hymn-book or Bible. 

There is too strong a tendency oven in 
the solemn prayers of the service, to sit 
bolt upright, look around upon the con- 
gregation, and take no interest in what 
is going on. 

The sermon is listened to more as an 
essay to criticise, than as a message of 
God to he received, so far as it has appli- 
cation to tne hearer. If not interesting, 
liberty is taken to lie off, and let the 
eyes and mind wander at their own sweet 
will. 

As the benediction approaches, it is too 
common to make preparations for a sud- 
den departure from the house when the 
final amen is prouounced. Hats, wraps 
and canes must be put in condition for 
immediate use iu making a hasty exit 
from the house of God. 
j Now, this is not good behaviour for 
Christian people. If church services 
menu anything, they mean worship of 
Almighty God. If houses of worship are 
anything different from any concert hall, 
they are so because dedicated to and 
used for such Divine worship, aud a sense 
of the presence of the Divine Being 
should produce becoming reverence. 

We would not have the church, aud 
church services, cold aud forbidding; but 
warm, attractive, and pleasing. Thu 
soeial rooms, of course, must have iu 
their use the largest liberty iu the direc- 
tion of healthful recreation for the young 
aud social pleasures for all; hut the 
church proper should he kept from all 
associations which do not harmonize 
witli genuine reverence for sacred things. 

The i’uritaus aud Pilgrims, iu trying to 
avoid the rites aud ceremonies of the 
Romish church, went to an unwarranted 
extreme iu cutting off much which we 
consider necessary to make up solemn 
and impressive worship. 

The Episcopalians probably have more 
1 reverential behaviour in church than 


other denominations, and outsido of New 
England there is often found more rever- 
ence, blit hero we have not lost tlio mo- 
ment uni given us by our fathers away 
from rites nnd ceremonies. 

In England, Scotland and on the Conti- 
nent, more reverence prevails, and bends, 
if not the knees, are bowed in prayer be- 
fore the minister closes bis eyes to pray. 

What is the remedy? 

1. All adults should conduct themselves 
reverently 111 the church of God, And tench 
their children the same, nt home, in the 
Sunday school and in the pulpit. 

2. Let no use he made of the church 
proper, that will militate against the 
highest degree of rovorenco which should 
pervade tlio worshippers. 

3. Let the uncovered head, and the re- 
spectful demeanor appropriate to the 
place, mark all who enter and sent them- 
selves in the House of God. 

4. Let all use in the pews the prayer- 
book, or hymn-book, whenever it is used 
in the chancel or in tlio pulpit. 

5. When prayer is offered let nil kneel 
or bow the head ns becomes those who 
worship. 

0. Avoid all resting or lounging posi- 
tions, ami let the readings and sermon he 
listened to with respectful attention. 

7. Wait a little after the benediction 
is finished,, that all hurry and bustle may 
ho avoided iu leaviug the church. 

8. Let church choirs remember that 
they are part of the congregation, and 
amenable to the service rules of good be- 
haviour. 

ff. Cultivate reverence for sacred things 
on other days of the woek, that it may be 
oasy to use it when Sunday comes.

The child is horn into this world of 
things, and too often passes into the 
school — the world of signs — with no more 
help in the understanding of the things 
themselves than lie can by persistent en- 
deavor pick up for himself. This is one 
thing in which the Kindergarten assists 
while developing his observation and his 
manual skill ;beginuing with the simplest 
possible tiling lie learns the importance 
of classification, all without any forcing. 
He is merely guided to the knowledge. 

The iutlueuce of thu songs and plays 
the rhytheuic motion aud the courtesies 
daily taught are like green line to plants.

it is a vital thing, this question of how 
shall we do the best tor our children, and 
at least part of the answer is, let them 
have the advantage of a long Kindergar- 
ten preparation for their school life.

GEO. FRED WILLIAMS’ LETTER. 

I have received your courteous notice 
of my nomination for Congress by the 
Democracy of the ninth disti nct. I accept 
the nomination, and stand without re- 
servation upon the platform of your con- 
vention. 

The fruit of Republican promises of 
tariff reform, is the McKinley bill, which 
establishes the following propositions: 

First— That Republican tariff reform 
cousists in raising duties. 

Second— That, protection moans the 
exclusion of imports regardless of the 
burdens to the consumer. 

Third— That nothing but labor is to be 
exposed to free competition under the 
protective system. 

Fourth— That free raw materials and 
fuel for New England’s relief arc finally 
and definitely refused. 

Fifth— That politics rcguDtes the Re- 
publican tariff policy and demands the 
sacrifice of New England for a larger 
constituency in the West. 

Sixth— That any reduction or abolition 
of duties is to bo compensated by boun- 
ties from the pockets of the people. 

Seventh— That any reciprocity or re- 
taliation system connected with our 
tariff is to bo delegated to the executive 
discretion. 

I propose to prove that these conclu- 
sions are true and protest agaiust every 
one of them. 

I vbolieve New England is iu danger, 
and repudiate any national policy which 
requires the sacrifice of our home pros- 
perity. 

Tne McKinley bill I denounce as the 
most iniquitous scheme which monopoly 
lias yet foisted upon the people; as it 
levies upon the poor man to secure profit 
to combinations of wealth, so it drains 
the poor resources of Now England to 
fertilize the soil of Pennsylvania, already 
rich by nature’s bounty. A jnst law of 
protection would reverse these condi- 
tions, and strengthen the feeble in the 
contest with the strong. Against these 
exactions I promise the Democracy to 
stand to the end without compromise. 

If the trusts and combinations have 
power to secure such a bill from our 
Congress, other issues must be sub- 
ordinated until the power is broken; no 
reforms can advance under such pres- 
sure. It should be no cause of surprise 
that, under such conditions, the bribes 
of offices and pensions have made civil 
service reftflfcn and administrative econo- 
my seems like “iridescent dreams” and 
the head of a Republican Senate should 
frankly announce that “the Decalogue and 
the Golden Rule have no place iu a poli- 
tical campaign.’.’ That this disclaimer 
of religion, morality and decency should 
be attended by a like abandoument of 
the sacred muniments of liberty by the 
next officer in rank, the speaker of the 
House, is uot strange. 

Iu my campaign I shall hold out to the 
people the hope that the problem of 
manhood government may be solved 
without the abandonment of the laws of 
God or the principles of justice and 
liberty. 

Confident of the cause you have en- 
trusted to me, I shall deem it my own 
fault if I fail of election.

REPUBLICAN RALLY. 

IION. JOHN W. CANDLEIt, HON. C. A. 
UOUTELI.E AND P. J. CONLAN SPEAK. 


The second Republican rally of the 
campaign was held in Town Hall, Mon- 
day night, Mr. James T. Allen presided 
and upon the platform with him were 
the speakers, Mr. C. Howditch Collin, 
and the Republican candidates for the 
Senate and the Houso, Messrs. Gilman, 
Chester and Howard. 

The hall was well filled, in spite of the 
storm, the audience being largely made 
up of voters who were attracted by their 
iuterest in Mr. Coulan. The close of the 
meeting of the Congregational Club 
brought in a large number of ladies and 
members of the club. Tho Germania 
baud furnished music. 

Mr. Allen made a brief speech intro- 
ducing Congressman Candler. Mr. 
Candler said in part: “You have many 
men iu this town opposed to my political 
principles, ami 1 am sometimes amused 
at the criticism they make of niv policy 
and the personal rellectious they are 
often inclined to make.” He then re- 
ferred to the campaign as conducted by 
tin* Democrats as one of prejudice and 
exaggeration, and denounced the efforts 
to belittle Speaker Reed, who hail simply 
enforced what tho whole American 
people have approved, and contended 
that the majority shall rule. He took up 
what had been said of him by Mr. Wil- 
liams at West Newton last week, and 
after referring to the little that lie had 
found favorable to the speaker, said that 
he (Mr. Williams) seemed to be capable 
of abusing in offensive terms t lie men 
who differed with him. Hu quoted from 
a speech of Williams, made iu 1884, at 
Tromont Temple, in which bo referred to 
iilaiue as a liar, a sneak and a traitor to 
his country and bis friends. He said be 
did not care to refer to Williams’s record 
at the State House, but related what a 
gentleman at Washington bad said to 
him of Williums at the time, and of liow 
his utterauoes at t lie State House con- 
cerning the Senators of Massachusetts 
was looked upon iu Washington. “Why,” 
he liassuid, continued tins mau, “that 
tun of your Senators have sold their votes 
for $10,000 each.” 1 expressed my sur- 
prise that such a falsehood eould be 
published by any newspaper, and lie said 
Hie utterances were made by a Mr. Wil- 
liums. 1 suid it is an absolute falsehood, 
and it is u shame that such a statement 
should be circulated all over tho country 
agaiust the good name ol Massachusetts. 


And when n mnn presents himself for 
the votes of the people who indulges in 
such reckless and exaggerated statements 
as those made of Mlainu and of Massa- 
chusetts .Senators, I am inclined to ques- 
tion his patriotism as well ns bis judg- 
ment. Whatever may be bis political 
principles lie is not qualified to represent 
this district in Congress. Ho lias also 
unfairly attacked the character of Gov- 
ernor Brackett. Ho bad no right to cast 
n stigma upon the members of the Legis- 
lature without carefully investigating the 
evidence; this is not good politics nor 
good citizenship. Such a mau deserves 
to be discountenanced and reprimanded 
by the masses. 

He ngaiii defended his speech of 21 
ycnt'R ago in, regard to the coal tariff, and 
argued that many changes bad taken 
place since then. Referring to the claims 
made that coal is taxed under the new 
Tariff law, he claimed that it was untrue 
that tho poor nun’s coal was taxed. He 
warmly indorsed the Tariff bid as a 
whole and predicted that it would in- 
augurate the most prosperous ern the 
country has ever enjoyed. 

After asking Mr. Williams to give him 
credit for speaking upon the World’s 
Fair bill as well as upon binder twine, 
he corrected the statements of his oppo- 
nents concerning wlmt the speaker had 
said of sulphuric acid. Mr. Williams has 
said that only $:>f>,000 worth of that arti- 
cle is used in this country, when the truth 
is that this amount is only r> per cent, of 
what is consumed. He concluded with n 
reference to the election bill. 

Congressman Boutelle, who followed 
Mr. Candler, drew a comparison of the 
men who made up the important commit- 
tees of the House of Representatives 
during the 50th and 51st Congresses. 

When the Democrats had control, he 
said, tho chairmanship of many of the 
important committees went to the south- 
erners. Under the Republican control, 
the men best fitted were selected. The 
speaker complimented Mr. Candler and 
said that if he was uot elected, a greater 
injustice would be done the district than 
to Mr. Candler, who had made his best 
endeavors to promote legislation iu the 
interest of the people. 

Mr. P. J. Coulan did not speak, owing 
to the lateness of the hour, but it was 
promised that he would come later.

A Prehistoric Temple. 

One of the most remarkable monuments 
in America, says a writer in the Great 
Divide, is in Sin Luis, Obispo county, 
Southern California. A great rock rises 
150 feet above the plain of Clarissa, and 
in the distance looks rugged and forbid- 
ding. On near approach it is seen to have 
on its Eastern side au opening, 20 feet 
broad, into an inner temple or court, with 
a level floor 225 feet long and 125 feet 
broad at its widest part. The ceiling is 
00 to 100 feet high. The great natural 
cathedral is a wonder to geologists, but it 
is more wonderful to arclueologists. It 
was evidently used by prehistoric men as 
a temple of worship or a capitol of gov- 
ernment. On the walls are paintings of 
red, white and black, doubtless having a 
meaning. There are figures representing 
fields, suns, forts, spears, men and ani- 
mals. The colors are apparently as 
bright as when laid on. The wonder 
was discovered by Franciscan mission- 
aries one hundred years ago, and there 
has been no change in its appearance since 
When or by whom these walls were dec- 
oroted no one knows. The Indian tribes 
had no tradition concerning this work, 
aud regarded it with superstitious rever- 
ence. 


Increase Your Income. 

Newton is on account of its size a very 
expensive city to manage, and therefore 
the only thing to do is to have its unoc- 
cupied land built up and enough tax- 
payers added to the population to keep 
the taxes each one has to pay down to a 
reasonable figure. If our expenses are 
large the only thing to do is to iucrease 
our income. Wc have an example in the 
case of Brookline, to show what can be 
done iu this line. There the vacant laud 
is being taken up with great rapidity 
and handsome residences arc being built, 
aud the whole town is being developed iu 
a way that will insure low taxes in spite 
of the great addition to the town's ex- 
penses. A little enterprise would do the 
same thing for Newton. In the village 
of Newton, for instance, during M e 
present senson there has been a great 
demand for houses that will rent for 
from $500 to $1,000 a year, and a hundred 
families might have been added to the 
list of citizens had there been houses for 
tbem. But tiie people have had to go to 
other suburbs of Boston, where indue 
time they will probably become perma- 
nent residents. 

Newtonville has shown what could be 
done in this way, and the enterprise dis- 
played there has resulted in making it 
the most populous ward iu the city and 
Newton Highlands is following fast iu 
Newtonville’s footsteps. Of course if we 
sit down and wait long enough, the other 
suburbs will be filled up in the course 
of time, aud then people will have to 
come to Newton, but the present process 
of adding two or three houses a year to 
the older wards of the city, will not in- 
crease the city’s income very rapidly. 
It ouly needs some healthy building 
booms in each ward to double the popu- 
lation of Newton loug before the time 
for the next census.

A fair under the auspices of the Eunico 
L. Collins Benevolent Association, for the 
benefit of the Cottage Hospital and other 
charities, opened auspiciously in Nehoiden 
Hall, Wednesday afternoon and closed 
Thursday evening.

Death of Dr. 11. J. Bigelow. 

Dr. Henry Jacob Bigelow died at ids 
home on Oak 11 ill, shortly before noon on 
Thursday, after an illness of many weeks 
from an ailment of tlie stomach and liver, 
at tlie age of over 70 years. lie leaves n 
sister ami one son. Dr. Bigelow came to 
Newton several years ago, and built ids 
handsome residence on Oak Hill, intending 
to make it ids home for many years. He 
took great interest in the affairs'of Newton 
ami all citizens heartily welcomed such an 
addition to Newton. 

Dr. Bigelow graduated at Harvard in 
1837, ami studied medicine, taking ids di- 
ploma in 1841 and going to Paris to continue 
his studies; on returning home lie soon 
took a high rank in Ids profession, and dll 
more to advance tlie science of sunicrv 
than any other man of ids time. He idled 
until a few years ago the chair of surgery 
in tlie Harvard Medical school, and in isso 
lie resigned as surgeon of the Mu>s. General 
Hospital, liis reputation was extended to 
Europe, ami lie was recognized as an 
authority on medical matters, not only in 
this country but among scientific circles in 
foreign lands. Harvard University con- 
ferred on him its highest honors some 
years ago, and ids name will ever stand 
with tlie most prominent surgeons of tlie 
world. His death w ill t>c mucii regretted, 
especially in Newton, which he bad so 
houored by taking up his home within its 
limits.

MOTH BRANCHES MEET ANI> TRANSACT 
ROUTINE 111 SIXES*. 

Both branches of the City Government 
met Monday evening, the business being 
mostly of a routine nature. 

In the board of aldermen. President 
Pet too presided. Mayor Burr being 
Absent, and Aldermen Johnson, Bond, 
Coffin, Fen no, ami Harbnch were present. 

Petitions were presented by 8. W. 
Tucker for repairs of concrete walk on 
Church street: for a concrete crossing on 
the corner of Temple and Ptince streets: 
Chas. I. Travolli for concrete walks on 
Highland and Chestnut streets; John 
Powell and others for plank sidewalk on 
Middlesex road, from Hammond street to 
tho Brookline line; Henry Leo and 
others for street lamps on Middlesex 
road, to meet tho lamps of the town of 
Brookline. 

John McLaughlin gave notice of in- 
tention to build a house 25x40 on Hale 
street, Ward 5; and John M. Kobblee one 
29x31 on Cherry street, Ward 3. 

Alderman Bond made a report from 
the Board of Health recommending that 
the brook leading from Mague meadow 
bo cleaned out and freed from obstruc- 
tions, in order to relievo the district 
from malaria and other health destroying 
intluences and asking that $500 be voted 
to the Board of Health to enable them to 
do this. An order was then passed ap- 
propriating $500, and to be charged to 
uuy unexpended balances or to next 
year’s taxes. It was explained that as 
tho brook was on private grounds to a 
great oxtont ouly the Board of Health 
Iiad power to do the work. 

The sum of $25,210 was voted for the 
regular expenses of the month of No- 
vember. 

On recommendation of Alderman Bond 
un order was passed appropriating $500 
to purchase a pair of horses for the 
'chemical engine, one of the old horses 
haviug fallen dead recently in going to a 
fire. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach the 
following water mains were ordeied 
laid, 110 feet of 4 inch pipe on Beecher 
(place, Ward 0, $120; 159 feet of 0 inch oil 
Clyde street, $200 ; 40 feet of 0 inch and 
356 feet of 4 inch off Church street, $277; 
And 36 feet of 8 inch on Winchester 
street, Ward 3, $00; total $057. 

A petition was received from the 
trustees of the Cottage Hospital, asking 
for a lire alarm box and a hydrant, on the 
Cottage Hospital grounds; referred to 
appropriate committees. 

A petition was lcceived from trustees 
of the Woodward estate, stating that the 
covered brook ou said property was a 
nuisance and asking for its removal; re- 
ferred to the City Solicitor to ascertain 
the powers ot the city. 

The board then went into executive 
session over some board of relief matters 
and after the doors were opened ad- 
journed to Nov. 4tb, at 9 p. m. to receive 
election returns. 

The Common Council transacted con- 
current business and adjourned to Nov. 
10th, at 0.45 p. m.

Do tho voters of our city understand that 
on Tuesday next they are to vote upon the 
question of putting the city under commis- 
sion ? 

The last legislature passed an aet author, 
izlng the City Government to establish a 
“Board of Public Works," which should 
have charge of pretty much all of our public 
interests. Under the fostering care of 
some of the representatives of our City 
Government the bill, ns reported by the 
committee, provided that the term of office 
of these officials should be perpetual, sub- 
ject to removal for cause; and after con- 
ferring upon them about all the specific 
duties that now belong to any department 
of the government wound up with an 
omnibus clause, providing that “said board 
shall have such other powers, and exercise 
such other duties, ns the City Council may 
direct.” 

It contained no provision even for a vote 
of the people upon It. 

When the attention of the legislature was 
called to this wonderful bill, it promptly 
struck out the perpetual clause and the 
omnibus clause, ami provided fora submis- 
sion of the act to the people at the next 
State Election. , , , 

If the bill bad passed In its original 
shape it would have been the most 
apomnlous and remarkable act ever Im- 
posed on a municipality ; as it is, the bill is 
simply au abdication by the City Govern- 
ment, of its proper responsibilities aim 
functions, and puts the city substantially 
into the hands of three or five men for 
management. Of course thev all nave 
handsome salaries, as befits Lord High 
Commissioners, and will leave the City 
Council simply the fifth wheel of a coach, 
with no powers or consequence, except as 
obstructionists and raisers of money for the 
commission to spend. 

It is a radical change in our whole system 
of municipal business, altogether incon- 
sistent with Massachusetts Municipal 
policy— a dangerous experiment, and tend- 
ing inevitably to the establishment of a 
little official oligarchy at the mercy of 
which, the people must be and remain ; the 
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only remedy of the people in the matter 
being to remove one ollgarelilst, for cause, 
and put In another; or take their power 
away altogether by ordnance. 

If this commission should be established 
there never would cease to be a contest in 
a city election over the commission and its 
powers; it would be an unfailing source of 
contention and trouble, and would serve no 
good purpose whatever. 

The increased expense In salaries would 
be from twelve to fifteen thousand dollars a 
year. 

If the people will give five minutes 
thought to this bill, which never yet has 
been fully presented to their attention or 
consideration, it will receive very few 
favorable votes. It provides a dangerous, 
unnecessary and ill-advised experiment, 
which I believe our citizens are in no mood 
for attempting. 

Do we not need a system of sewerage 
and drainage rather than an ornamental 
branch to our City Government such as a 
“Board of Public Works?” 

The vote, on the acceptance of chap. 344, 
of the acts of 1*90, should be decided by an 
overwhelming “No.”

About Sewerage. 

The fact that the Hospital Trustees 
and the Emergency Society have called 
the attention of the authorities to the 
need of constructing sewers has led 
many persons to ask whether tl«? city 
government is likely to do anything 
about it now. It is gratifying to find 
that there is a disposition to start work 
here as soon as posible, so as to meet the 
Metropolitan system when it reaches 
Newton, say in January 1S92, a little 
over a year from now. 

If plans are adopted and loans ordered 
this winter by the city government there 
is no reason why workmen should not 
be digging up the streets as soon as the 
spring opens. 

There can be no excuse now for no ac- 
tion. All our influential citizens are 
convinced that sewerage is a necessity, 
and now that a practical scheme has 
been adopted they expect Newton to be 
put in condition to be benefited. The 
thickly settled parts of our city can be 
brought into connection with this Metro- 
politan system in IS months from today.

In the above table we have only put a 
few sample articles of common consump- 
tion to show tho purchasing power of a 
dollar with or without tho tax. It w ill 
be observed that the proportion of the 
tax to the cost of the article varies great- 
ly, which indicates that there was no 
general principle iu the swindle, but that 
the grabbers who were most persistent in 
their demands got the most. The con- 
sume! s were not heard. 


Of Course They Like It. 

The Boston Herald published inter- 
views with a lot of merchants and shop- 
keepers in that city, and a majority were 
disposed to think well of tho McKinley 
Tariff. Of course they do. Their shops 
are crowded with merchandise bought 
before the taxes were increased. The 
Custom House was amiably kept open 
until midnight the day before the bill 
went iuto effect to help them, and they 
will make handsome profits on their 
stocks. But how do tho consumers en- 
joy it? 


Goods Marked Up. 

An intelligent Republican jobber said 
to the writer: “How absurd it is for 
these Republican stump speakers to de- 
clare that the McKinley Tariff will cause 
no increase of prices. We immediately 
sent letters to all our drummers to return 
samoles for a revision of prices, and 
marked up our goods. Don’t you sup- 
pose we know what we cau get for them 
under the new Tariff? If the Tariff 
didn’t affect prices what good would it 
do?” 


Our First Tariff. 

When our first tax bill was euacted in 
1780 it declared iu its preamble that its 
object was to protect manufactures. 
They were then in their extreme infancy. 
We had just passed through a long and 
exhausting wnr, in which we wore re- 
minded every hour of the^wnnt of manu- 
factures. Our fathers felt that we ought 
to submit to an extraordinary exercise 
of the taxing power, not only to raiso 
reveuue, but to raise the price of domes- 
tic manufactures, so that they would be 
encouraged by large profits to hurry up 
their development, grow' fast and soon be- 
come independent of government aid. 
and able to stand iu lifo-battle against all 
comers. Iu order to accomplish the 
much desired object, a protective duty 
averaging 8 12 per cent on dutiable 
goods w as imposed. This eucournging 
duty of #8.50 on tho #100 worth of duti- 
able goods wns about ten times as much 
taxation us they were paying for the sup- 
port of their statu governments, and was 
regarded us a very liberal encouragement, 
and under it they confidently expected 
the iufaut would soon be able to stand 
alone and cease to depend upon the 
bottle for its nourishment. 

They uever contemplated that the in- 
fant was to remain a perpetual imbecile, 
and that the longer it lived the more 
nursing it would require. But after 100 
years have gone the bottle-sucking policy 
is more importuuely demanded thau*,it 
was then. instead of the bottle the in- 
fant is now crying for a demijohn tilled 
with protection and strengthened with 
an iufusiou of free whisky. Instead of 
its growing stronger on protection it is 
growing weaker, and the inilk has to be 
mingled with alcohol and administered 
iu greater quantities. Protection to tho 
infants is like Col. Sellers’ eye salvo to 
tho sore-eyed Asiatics, tho more they 
take the more they want. 

The average tax on dutiable goods is 
estimated at 60 per cent., or 000 per cent, 
as much as the rate of 1780. 

It was admitted by our fathers tlmt 
high duties were a contribution from the 
tax payer to tbe domestic manufacturer, 
and it was so designed by them when the 
duties were imposed. They bad an old- 
fashioned way of telling the truth about 
it. They never denied that tariffs, high 
or low, increased the price of the taxed 


article. None of them denied that tho 
consumer paid tho tnx on both the 
foreign and domestic product. Ho paid 
on the foreign goods for tho support of 
the government, and ho paid on the do- 
mestic goods for tho support of the 
manufacturer. They admitted that it 
was a burden, but it was a burden which, 
in their infant state, was necessary to be 
borne. They did not say that it. lowered 
tho price of goods, but raised them. 
They did not say Hint tho foreign pro- 
ducer paid tho tax on tho goods, but the 
domestic consumer. 


SULPHURIC ACID. 


CONGRESSMAN CANDLER EXPLAINS 1118 
OWNERSHIP OF STOCK. 


In a speech at Hyde Park, Tuesday 
night, Congressman Candler explained 
Ilia ownership of shares in a company 
making sulphuric acid, on which lie suc- 
ceeded in getting a duty, in the McKin- 
ley bill. The B iston Journal gives Mr. 
Candler’s own words as follows: 

In regard to this matter, I will say that 
some 33 or 34 years ago, with what I 
thought considerable enterprise, I start- 
ed, with some other gentlemen, a factory 
for manufacturing sulphuric acid. I 
paid but little attention to It. I put 
some capital into it, and some other men 
developed it. It went on for a few years. 
My brother-in-law aud myself bad quite 
an interest in it. We wanted to draw 
out of it, so we sold a large part of our 
interest to other gentlemen in Boston in 
1803. I gradually sold out my interest. 

I had been president. I didn’t wish to 
be president. I bad been a director. I 
sain I was going to dispose of my inter- 
est in it largely and attend to other 
tilings. I didn’t want to be bothered 
with it. In 1803, when the stock com- 
pany was formed, I became possessed of 
this stock. One of tho largest owners 
there is in the company is a very wealthy 
Mugwump in Brookline. All tho direc- 
tors are Democrats or Mugwumps. I 
felt a good deal of compassion for them 
when they felt obliged to come to me to 
ask me to advocate the protection of 
their industry, they being free traders. 
[Laughter and applause.] 

Mr. Candler read letters from the man- 
ufacturers at this point, asking him to 
use his intluence to protect their sul- 
phuric acid ai d thanking bim for his 
early attention to this matter. These 
letters excited much laughter. One of 
these from Charles O’Neil & Co. of Penn- 
sylvania stated that the proportion of 
labor in the total cost of the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric acid was 70 percent. 
“You see,” said Mr. Candler, "that I 
was asking not for the interests of the 
rich, but for the interests of the laboring 
men, that they must have their work and 
thus we should be able to pay them good 
wages. I owned that stock to which ref- 
erence has been made many years, and 
my friends purchased it of me from time 
to time. I owned about 1500 shares. 1 
own 45. Mr. Williams says ho looked 
through the ninth district, and there was 
only about #1200 worth ol sulphuric acid 
made. How narrow a view to take! It 
doesn’t matter whether it is made in the 
ninth district. The president of that 
company, a Mugwump, owned #50,000 of 
stock. My old partner owned some of it. 
They didn’t vote the Republican ticket. 
I only regret that I have to have a cam- 
paign with a man who is not informed 
upon public questions, aud who, when 
his misstatements of fact are explained, 
has to come down to peisonal reflections. 
I voted as I believed was for tho best in- 
terests of the country at largo, without 
regard to my stock. If the same case 
should come over again I should vote 
just as I did before.” [Great applause.] 


WATCHES AND THE TARIFF. 


A VALUABLE CONTRIBUTION* TO TIIE CON- 
TROVERSY. 

To the Editor of tho Herald ; 

The advocates of the protective princi- 
ple affect much pleasure over the replies 
of Mr. Royal E. Robbins, treasurer of 
tho American Watch Company, to Mr. 
Sherman Hoar’s illustrations of tho bur- 
dens of tbo McKinley bill as applied to 
the manufacture of timepieces in this 
country, aud this chiefly, as I infer, be- 
cause in his contributions to the subject 
the former has endeavored to show that, 
at best, the gross sum paid by way of 
duty on materials entering into the con- 
struction of watches would not have the 
slightest appreciable effect on tho wages 
of the American artisans engaged in that 
industry. Judging tho disputation from 
that standpoint, 1 am not prepared to 
say that Mr. Robbins’ rejoiner* have not 
the appearance of demonstrating that 
the tax, as applied to materials entering 
into the manufacture of watches is not 
burdensome; hence, as to that brunch of 
the McKinley bill that tariff reformers 
have either a weak case or none at all. 

But Mr. Hoar went farther, if not with 
illustration, certainly with affirmation, 
and 1 am not aware that Mr. Robbius has 
vouchsafed a reply. Dismissing his line 
of aigument as to materials, Mr. Hoar 
has affirmed that timepieces can (are) be 
produced more cheaply in this country 
than in England or on the continent, and 
this proposition, if true, strikes nt the 
vitals of the McKinley bill as to watches, 
and proves that tho tax of 25 per cent, 
on watch movements of foreign manu- 
facture is not necessary for the protec- 
tion of the American watchmaker, while 
it compels the Americau purchaser to pay 
one-fourth more for products of home 
manufacture tliau they would, were the 
tariff removed. 

1 think it may fairly be claimed that 
until Mr. Robbius has addressed himself 
to this brnnch of the discussion, an an- 
swer which essentially admits the pro- 
position of Mr. Hour, but seeks to blunt 
its force with the argument that it is a 
small matter at best, may well be termed 
incomplete, if not evasive. Now, 
whether or not it is true, as Mr. Hoar 
asserts, that manufacturers of American 
watches can successfully compete with 
like goods of foieign make iu a free 
market, must largely remain a subject of 
disputation, should its accuracy be 
denied, for tbe reason that tho actual 
cost of production iu this couutry, and 
tho precise amount of profit, are facts 
that nothing short of an inspection of 
the book* of the successful watcli com- 
panies, coveriug a series of years, will 
sin w. 

1 know, in a general way, that the 
irotit of the older American companies 
lave been, and are, very large, though, 
of course, for obvious reasons, Mr. 
Robbius w ill hardly admit this any more 
than bo will tell wbat portion of the 
present capital stock of his compauv is 
represented by stock dividends? whether 
it is uot true that tho earnings of his 
company iu one year exceeds 175 per 
cent ? if his present factory buildings— 
erected iu 1882, ’83 aud ’84— were uot 
paid for out of current earuiugs, ordinary 
dividends aud u formidable reserve fund 
being made aud provided for at the same 


time? Indeed, so prosperous lias bis 
company been that, within 18 months a 
stock dividend of 5ft per cent, has been 
declared, in addition to such dividends 
as satisfy ordinary investors! 

Tbe portinoncy of these observations 
will be seen when applied to Mr. Hoar’s 
assertion that the tariff tax of 25 percent, 
on watches of foreign mako is in no sense 
necessary for the protection of this im- 
portant industry, and that tbo McKinley 
bill in this regard obliges the American 
workingman and all others to pay #20 for 
an American watch that the home manu- 
facturer could pi ice on the maiketata 
good profit for #15, and even then- 
through improved methods and more 
efficient labor— undersell,, grade for 
grade, goods of foreign make. 

In this connection 1 hog to remark 
that, of tho parts of a watch, there is but 
a single one that this country cannot 
produce vastly more than 25 per cent, 
less than can foreigners— watch jewels. 
Jewel making, being practically hand 
labor, into which improved machineiy 
docs not enter, our workingmen are, as 
to those, brought into competition with 
operatives across the ocean. But to bo 
consistent in his claim of consideration 
for the American watch work people, 
Mr. Robbins should have urgi d the im 
position of a duty sufficiently high to 
overcome this disadvantage; yet, on the 
contraiy, he procured the repeal of the 
duty heretofore existing on jewels, and 
they now come in free. The United 
States Watch Company’s orders for ex- 
dort are increasing teymd its present 
power to fill promptly. This would 
appear to support Mr. Hoar’s proposition 
that American watches can more than 
hold their own in competition witli the 
world on equal terms as to market. 

Since the tariff is worth to Mr. 
Robbins’ company as good as #750,000 a 
year, that being 25 per cent, of the 
amount realized from tbe sale of his pro- 
ducts, his warm defence of tlic McKinley 
bill, but more particularly that portion 
thereof relating to watches and watch 
materials, can be appreciated, though I 
would not be understood as implying 
that be does not honestly defend the 
policy of his party on this vital question. 
By that party’s course and his great 
business capability tbe tariff has com- 
passed much for bis stockholders, but 
when he said that it has also helped his 
employes he unconsciously robs mechan- 
ics, like the late Charles V. Woerd, of 
the credit that is theirs by right, for by 
their inventive skill in the creation of 
wonderful machinery, and not to tbe 
tariff, has the American watch maker 
been enabled to lind honorable, steady 
employment, at wages considerably above 
the average. 

The company of which I have the 
honor to represent, though a beneficiary 
through the operation of the McKinley 
bill, exerted no effort whatever to in- 
fluence legislation conferring exceptional 
advantages on manufacturers of Ameri- 
cau watches for tho reasons, in sub- 
stance, herein set forth.

MAKE NO PRO MISES. 

SMALL BUT ENTHUSIASTIC PROHIBITION 
RALLY AT WEST NEWTON, 

In City Hall Monday evening there was 
a Rtnall company to listen to tbe argu- 
ments in favor of voting with the prohib- 
ition party. W. II. Partridge of the 
ward aud city committee presided. A 
few words of welcome and Mr. J. F. 
Morton of Newton Centre was introduced 
and spoke for 16 minutes on the evils of 
intemperance and the duty of voting for 
the Prohibition candidates.

Neither the Democratic nor 
Republican parties have the moral force 
to give us temperance legislation. The 
Prohibition party is unincumbered with 
pledges and promisies. Its only terms 
with the liquor interest, Jate direct hostil - 
ty. They have already nationalized the 
prohibition idea. 

Rev. FredericklWoods, D. D., of West- 
field, formeily of Newtonville, spoke 
with great earnestness and force. In the 
other parties there is no principle to vote 
for. The root of the rum power is 
in politics, and the two great parties are 
allies of the rumshop. License is de- 
clared policy of tiie Republican party. 
License is politically wrong; it is a mon- 
opoly; it is contrary to tiie spirit of 
civil law. The license is ordained by tiie 
State to desolate homes, break hearts 
and ruin souls. License makes the 
saloon more dangerous, because it is sail- 
ticoued by law.

TOE CITY ELECTION. 


Noxt Tuesday the state and couRrcs- 
sional elections will be disposed of and 
the decks will be cleared for the city 
election, which promises to have unusual 
interest for Nowton people. Mayor Burr 
will not accept a reuomination as be is 
satisfied that he has done his duty by the 
city, and to the arduous duties attached 
to tho mayoralty. 

There is no doubt of the intention of 
tho Citizens’ party to run Mr. H. E. Hib- 
bard again, and the argument of a second 
term, which induced so many Republi- 
cans to support Mayor Burr last year, 
although they usually vote the Citizens’ 
ticket, will not be iu force this year, so 
that the Citizens have every prospect of 
success. Many prominent Republicans 
are saying that when such a mau as Mr. 
Hibbard can be induced to run all parties 
should endorse him; he is a good Repub- 
lican, and therefore the Republican party 
should unite with the Citizens’ and make 
bis nomination and election unanimous. 
Whether this will be done remains to be 
seen, but it is certain that Mr. Hibbard 
will have a good many votes in the Re- 
publican convention, if one is held. 

Of course there are some who oppose 
this plan, for various reasons. They 
grant that Mr. Hibbard is a good Repub- 
lican, and would make an admirable 
mayor, hut say that he should not have 
the Republican nomination because he 
ran as the Citizens’ candidate last year. 
They urge with a great deal of force the 
excellent record of Alderman Harbach, 
as "in last week’s Journal, and say that it 
is not fair to pass him over in selecting a 
mayor. But Alderman Harbach is in 
just the place where he can do most good 
to the city and he can not be spared from 
the highway and sewerage departments, 
when so much is to be done in the way 
of digging up the streets next year. He 
is certain to be reelected alderman, but 
if he is put up for mayor and defeated, 
Uie city would lose all the benefit of his 
-experience and his untiring energy, just 
at the time when it would need them 
most. It would be worse than folly to 
run such a risk. 

Then the name of Alderman Pettee is 
presented by others, as the seuior mem- 
ber of the city council, who has for years 
clone faithful service. All this is admit- 
ted. Mr. Pettee deserves all that is said 
in his favor, but he is too good a man to 
be sacrificed and many men all through 
the city who intend to vote the Citizens’ 
ticket, would feel sorry to be compelled 
to vote against him, aud he should not 
be made to lead a forlorn hope. 

The question of sewerage and drainage 
will be settled next year, and the mayor 
should be a mau from the centre of the 
district to ho sewered, who is personally 
interested iu pushing the work forward 
as fast and as thoroughly as possible. 
This alone would make Mr. Hibbard in 
the thickly settled wards a much stronger 
candidate than lie was last year, and the 
feeling that he is just the man for this 
work is very strong among those who 
favor immediate action on this matter, 
on which depends the futuie growth of 
Newton, and this is one of the reasons 
why they think he shou'd have a unani- 
mous nomination. 


THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

It was a surprise to most Newton 
people that they were to vote on tho 
question of establishing a board of pub- 
lic works iu Newton «t next Tuesday’s 
•election, as, being a city matter, it was 
naturally supposed it would come up at 
; lie city election 

The act passed by the last legislative is 
ciot according to the plan bi ought before 
tho City Council, as for one thing it pro- 
vides for live Commissioners, and for that 
reasou it ought nut to pass. A hoard of 
live in would be a useless expense, and 
although the number could be limited to 
three, the act allows of live, aud there is 
am certainty that the latter number 
might not be appointed. Iu other re- 
spects the act is not satisfactory, aud we 
have yet to find any large number of 
citizeus who are satisfied with the act or 
who think that it should he passed. 

Judging from tho revelations made iu 
(the large cities which have boards of 
public works they are not always econo- 
mical, to say the least, and there is al- 
ways a chance that such high salaried 
positions would become rewards for 
giolitical service, or tilled with men notin 
•ovary way qualified for such positions, 
c .* f course if ideal men could be selected, 
who would work iu an ideal way, the 
board might be a benefit. 

Tho present system answers fairly well, 
Aud it is doubtful if any board could huve 
• lone more work, or done it more econo- . 
cuicaliy, than lias been done the past 
year under the present officials, with the 
ailvice aud oversight of the members of 


would cost, would he just an added ex- 
pense, and if the city has that amount of 
money to spare, it would ho wisest to use 
it in increasing the polico force, or im- 
proving tho condition of some of tho 
main streets. 

The question is whether new and inex- 
perienced men would do any bettor in 
the water department, for instance, than 
Mr. Nelson Hyde is doing, or in tho 
street department, than tho late Superin- 
tendent Fuller, or Alderman Harbach, 
has done the past year. The men at 
work in tho department do not think so, 
and they ought to know something of 
the matter. 

A hoard such as is proposod, would 
introduce too much red tape into city 
affairs, and in the government of cities 
the simplest method is the best. Tho work 
to be done by such a board is now per- 
formed free of cost by tho Aldermen and 
members of the Common Council, and as 
long as the city can secure such efficient 
service without expense, it is hardly 
worth while to go to a largo expense to 
secure practically the same thing. Voters 
should think this matter over seriously 
before next Tuesday. 


Ciiairman C. F. Rice, secretary of tho 
5th district Republican congressional 
committee, has auswered the inquiry of 
tho Graphic, iu regard to whether ex- 
Mayor Fox was not the candidate of the 
Dcmocratic-Butler-Greenback convention 
that met in Eliot Hall, when Newton was 
in the eighth district, and says that Mr. 
Fox was not the candidate at that time. 
We were informed by a prominent citizen 
of Newton that he was, and so accepted 
the statement without investigation, as 
our informant is generally correct in his 
facts. On receipt of Mr. Rice’s letter we 
hunted up tho records and found that 
the convention was held iu 1878, and that 
an ex-mayor of Cambridge was nomina- 
ted. So far our intormant was right, but 
he was a little mixed on names, for the 
candidate’s name was Bradford and not 
Fox. We asked the question iu regard 
to Mr. Fox for information, but no one 
seemed able to say who was the defeated 
candidate twelve years ago, and hence 
we supposed tho charge was true uuiil 
we received the letter of Mr. C. F. Rice, 
through the kindness of tho Watertown 
Enterprise, to which paper the letter was 
addressed. We are glajl that Mr. Fox 
has proved his claim to haviug been 
always a Republican, as we notice that 
he and his friends regard that as one of 
the strongest, if not the strongest argu- 
ment iu his favor. When a candidate’s 
claim to an election rests on such a claim 
as that, the importance of proviug it 
beyond any doubt is easily recognized. 


The campaign of education is certain- 
ly progressing, when it brings the Boston 
Journal to admit that “Possibly the 
tariff will advance prices of some few 
things’’ although it argues that “the 
purchasers will bo better able to buy 
them, for the general prosperity of the 
country will be advanced.” Perhaps, 
but take the case of Newton, for au ex- 
ample. The great majority of men here 
are salaried men, schoolteachers, book- 
keepers, clerks in banks, stores, etc., 
salesmen, etc., whose salaries are fixed, 
aud are increased ueither by high prices 
nor lessened by low prices. If prices are 
advanced it costs them more to live and 
they are just so much out at the end of 
the year. They have less money to lay 
aside for future use, or less of comfort. 
Of course, if they have been enabltd to 
save enough by low prices in the past to 
buy stock in a mill, or even in a sulphuric 
acid factory, tho advance iu prices might 
benefit them aud they could rejoice in 
the general prosperitv, but to ask the 
average man on a salary to rejoice be- 
cause of a prosperity that raises prices, 
calls for the exercise of more philanthro 
phy and unselfishuess than the average 
mau possesses. 

Rev. Washington Gladden has in the 1 
November Forum au essay on “The Em- 
battled Farmers” in which lie reviews 
the work of the Farmers’ Alliances, now 
making such havoc among the politicians. 

! These Alliances have caused some lively 
dodging in this campaign iu the .South 
and West, aud have united these sections 
and destroyed the old sectional predu 
dice. They admonish “The Demagogue 
politician, who now attempts to sway sec- 
tional prejudice iu order that he may 
keep farmers equally divided on impor- 
tant questions” that lie is about to con- 
front “a superior iuteligeuce that will 
soon convince him tiiat his occupation 
gone.” These alliauces do not approv 
of Mr. Lodge’s Force Bill, but how much 
iullueuce they are to have will be shown 
iu next week’s election. Mr. Gladden 
does not think the Farmers can hold to- 
gether very long, hut he says that it will 
be something of a shower, und in some 
quarters a cyclone, and will clear the at- 
mosphere. The movement does not ap- 
pear to have made much headway in 
the eastern statps. 


I .v another column will he found thevotc 
of the Ninth District for Cougressmau iu j 
1888, which is now being anxiously studied 
by t lie politicians. It is certaiuly a curi 
ously arranged district, but political ex- 
agencies determines such things. The 
vote iu '88 was very large, as is always 
the case iu a presidontal year, aud at 
such times it lias a large Republican 
majority. But in au off year the district 
is always uncomfortably close, with the 
result iu doubt uutil the votes uro 
counted. Neither side are making any 
very strong clams, but both are hopeful. 
No other Democratic candidate has ever 
made such au energetic aud active canvas 
as Mr. Williams, and the issues present- 
ed tend to still more complicate the pro- | 
Idem. The importance of Newtou’s vote I 
can lie seen from the list, as well as that 
of the smaller farming towns, which : 
usually give a Republican majority. We ! 
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the City Council. If this is so, then the 
ten or fifteen thousand that such a hoard 


aro surprised to find that Milford, in 
which the Journal is published, is in the 
Democratic list, and the Journal should 
try and have more influence this year. 

So much has been said about the lobby 
i in this campaign, and its influence in 
electing a spoakor and passing hills, that 
it is only fair to say of the throo gentle- 
men, who are candidates for ropresonta- 
j lives from Nowton this year, that no one 
of them could he bribed by the offer of 
any commttteo position to voto for an uu- 
tit candidate. To hint of such a thing to 
Mr. Dwight Chester would insure his 
voto against the proposer, and his friends 
say that the same is true of Cnpt. How- 
ard. Mr. Saltonstall of courso would not 
he troubled, being of tho minority party, 
but if elected ho would mako as honor- 
able a record as Quincy or tho other 
bright young Democratic loaders of tho 
last house. Newtou’s interests will be 
safe in tho hands of such men as theso. 

The list of polls in this city, given 
elscwhoro with the changes in tho voting 
list, shows that thero aro 2031 men in 
I Nowton of voting age, who do not take 
j tho trouble to get their names on the vot- 
I ing list. They aro enough in number to 
i decide any contest in this Congressional 
distriet, half of them would decido in 
this senatorial district, and a quarter of 
them could usually decide a city election, 
What a lot of fun the 2031 oould have if 
they should got registered and bind 
themselves to vote in n body. They 
could dictate nominations for Congress- 
men, Senator, Representatives, and nil 
the city officers from mayor down. It is 
their duty to vote and why do they 
neglect it? 

Horace P. Tobey in his letter in the 
Boston Herald must have convinced Sen- 
ator Aldrich of Rhode Island that tlioie 
is a great difference between a politician 
and a practical business man. The letter 
shows that he knows what ho is talking 
about and that Senator Aldrich has ouly 
a very superficial knowledge of the bear- 
ing of the preseut tariff law upon the in- 
terests of the workers in iron in New 
England. Mere theories are slimsy argu- 
ments when one has to meet such a man 
as Mr. Tobey. 

It was certainly cruel, after the recent 
diuners at the Newton Club, for our con- 
temporary to say that any prominent 
man who comes to Nowton is taken to 
the Newton Club to be made acquainted 
with “tho hoi polloi” of the Garden City. 
Such a reflection on the members of the 
ward and city committees who have 
recently entertained prominent men 
there, and on the membership of the 
club would arouse indignation if it were 
not so awfully funny. We hope no one 
will hint to these promiueut visitors that 
they have met only “the hoi polloi” of 
the Garden City. 

The Prohibitionists of Newton *iid not 
get their nominees for Representatives in 
to the Secretary of State’s office in time 
to get them on the regular ticket, but 
then there arc three good candidates up. 
Mr. Chester, Capt. Howard, and Mr 1 
Richard M. Saltonstall, any two of whom 
would do honor to the city. The first 
aud last are the better known but Capt. 
Howard is vouched for by those who 
know him and also by Col. Geo. N. 
Carpenter, the popular Brookline re- 
presentative. 

The Saturday Evening Gazette says 
that the Ninth District Republican com- 
mittee had a dinner Saturday afternoon, 
forty gentlemen being present, and 
“Their reports relative to the canvas 
made by the Hon. John W. Candler were 
not encouraging.” This is in its news 
columns, but editorially it states that 
Mr. Candler is sure of being elected. 


PREPARE! 3 G FOR SEWERAGE. 


THE WORK WHICH HAS BEEN DONE BY 
THE CITY ENGINEER. 

A visit to the City Engineer’s office, 
to learn some details of the plans for 
sewerage, showed that a good deal of 
preliminary work has been done. The 
City Engineer and his assisteuts have 
drawn up some five plans, differing iu 
regard to some of their details, which 
are aw’aiting the action of the sewerage 
committee. Tho sewerage of Newton 
is a very difficult problem, on account of 
the great amount of territory to lie cov- 
ered, and also on account of the many 
different watersheds, with their accom- 
panying hills and valleys, which makes 
necessary a large number of branch sew- 
er systems. 

The main metropolitan sewer will enter 
Newton between the railroad and the 
Charles River ami will follow the bank 
of tho river to Waltham. There will be 
openings for the Newton sowers to enter 
at Lemon brook; at Laundry brook 
near Boyd’s Pond, and. at North street, 
near the Waltham line. The brain h 
sewers will follow the main streets with 
smaller tributaries from the side streets. 

The City Engineer is now making esti- 
mates of the cost of the several plans they 
have drawn up, which will vary in cost, 
aud when this is completed a report will 
probably be made at once to the City 
Council, aud then the amount of money 
needed for next year • an be determined 
aud also the methoi of raising it. 

The advantage of having the plans made 
hy men familiar with t lie topography of 
Newton is that they know the lay of 
the laud, and the direction of thediffereut 
streams, what standing water can be car- 
ried off by surface drainage and what 
must he carried off by the sewers, ami 
other information which auexnert from 
outside would have to spend mouths 
iu learning. 

As little surface water as possible will 
be carried off by the sewers, as tho city 
will probably he taxed annually for the 
maintenance of the system on the num- 
ber of gallons contributed to the Metro- 
politan sewer.

Abolish the Grade Crossings. 


—Edward Hind’s furniture wagon met 
with a strange mishap Wednesday after- 
noon. It wns well loaded with household 
goods andlchattels.enroute from the Auburn- 
dale freight house. The driver of the wagon 
w’as walking along behind with a handsome 
marble clock in ills arms, ills assistant sat 
on tlie tailboard witli a mirror in his hands 
and the horse was left to pursue Ids own 
course. The road by tlie freight house is 
pnrnllel to tlie tracks of tlie Boston & 
Albany railroad which are, however, about 
five feet below tlie level of tlie highway. 
The horse made a sudden and unexpected 
detour and plunged over the embankment, 
dragging with Tdm tlie wagon and the 
driver who had frantically thrown away 
tlie clock and grabbed the horse by the 
bridle. The astonished assistant threw 
away tlie mirror and jumped from tlie rear 
of the wagon.

—Mr. Charles Edward Parker died at the 
home of ids eldest son in Newport News, 
Va., on Sunday last. He had been quite 
ill, but rallied and appeared to be improv- 
ing, being seized rather suddenly witli un- 
favorable symtoms, death resulting from a 
congestion of tlie brain. The deceased was 
born in Keene, N. II., Feb. 27, 1826. He 
came to Boston when 20 years of age and 
commenced ills professional labors as an 
architect. He followed the profession 
throughout ids life, and was tlie supervising 
architect of the Shawmut Congregational 
church, Boston, the old Eliot church, New- 
ton, numerous town hulls and private 
dwellings and the new part of the Boston 
postoffice. In 1883 lie succeeded Thomas 
Brown in tlie superintendence of the con- 
struction of tlie Boston postotlicc and sub- 
treasury building, liis work winning many 
commendations. His ability was such that 
he was prominently mentioned as the 
successor of Supervising Architect Bell of 
tlie government treasury department nml 
the Washington Capital nt the time in its 
editorial columns urged liis appointment by 
President Cleveland, alluding to him “as a 
Democrat of tlie best New England type, 
a man of pronounced ability and A thorough 
businessman.” Mr. Parker wns tlie brother 
of Horatio G. Parker of Boston, and of Prof. 
Henry E. Parker of Dartmouth College. 
He had resided in Newton about 40 years 
being first married to Miss Perkins of New- 
ton Lower Falls, and second to Miss Jen- 
nings of Newton Centre. In Newton lie 
was universally respected and honored. 1 
At the time of liis death, in* was a member | 
of the Newton school board and lias been ; 
senior warden of the Church of tin* 1 
Messiah. Personally, lie was a man of genial 
character and kind disposition. liis hiss in 
society on accouiitof ins probity and purity 1 
will be sincerely mourned, and liis memory 
will be tenderly cherished by those who 
knew and loved hi in. A widow and seven 1 
children survive him. The funeral took 
place from St. Mary’s Episcopal church, 
Newton Lower Falls, \\ ednesday after- 
noon. Tlie services were attended by many 
of Ids relatives and friends, the teacher- of 
the Aubiirudale schools attended in a body. 
Members of the Newton school board were 
also among those present. Rev. Henry 
Aiken Metcalf, rector of tlie Church of the j 
Messiah, Auburndale, officiated, assisted 
by Rev. George W. Shinn. D. 1)., rector of 
Grace church, Newton. The floral tributes ; 
were very simple, and included a sheaf of 
wheat entwined with evergreen and a 
beautiful floral cross from tlie family. : 
The remains w ere Interred in the family lot 
in St. Mary’s cemetery in New ton Lower 
Falls.

Oakland, Oct. 1 

To the Editor of the UtlArRIO: 

Although n Californian would an room 
speak disrespectfully of California'* 
"gloiiotis climate” as of the methods 
used in tho Kast for preparing for tho 
winter; yet, to one accustomed for a long 
series of years to a mild temperature, it 
seems strange to lend from Eastern 
papers of the care and precaution neces- 
sary there to preserve flowors and fruit 
from tho grip of Jack Frost. 

Should n California gardener try to 
obey the rules laid down in the East, ho 
might get into more than Plato’s “third 
wavo of difficulty.” For instanco, under 
“Floral notes” in tho Orchard and Gar- 
den for August it is said: “Now ap- 
proaches tho timo when wo should con- 
sider how and with whnt wo shall adorn 
our rooms tho coming winter, and so 
mnko preparation for the window gar- 
den that shall console us for tho loss of 
our out-of-door liower beds when that 
time arrives.” 

The geranium is first spoken of as 
necessary to place in pots, nnd cared in a 
tender manner. Now’, in this climate, 
where the geranium is often soen grow- 
ing six or eight feet in height, the gar- 
dener is apt to think, as he reads the 
“floral notes,” that "It will take n tre- 
mendous flower-pot to place our rod 

f ;eranium in, wore we obliged to remove 
t beforo winter. Why. a big tub or a 
bushel measure would be more suitable 
for tho big roots to dwell in than a flower 
pot.” 

Fuchsias, too, are among the plants 
which tho Orchard says should be care- 
fully lifted and potted the latter part of 
tho month, ana “the blossoms should 
now be kept off them.” This advice 
sounds queer also to the California ear, 
especially to one who can see, as ho 
writes, two beautiful fuchsia bushes, 
6taked up either side of his front walk, 
which are full of blossoms. The height 
of these fuchsias, by measurement, are 
respectively five feet and seven feet and 
two inches. Around the corner, climb- 
iug upon the house, is nnotber fuchsia, 
which by measurement is ten feet and 
two inches in height, and covered with 
so many blossoms aud buds that it would 
require some work to keep all blossoms 
off from this time forward, as recom- 
mended in “floral notes.” Sometimes 
the fuchsia is seen twenty feet in height, 
aud as it gets largo its stem becomes 
woody. 

Sweet alyssum is included among the 
number of pretty aunuals suitable to 
bloom iu ttie house. Although the 
plant might be transplanted here very 
easily, as it has a very pretty flower, yet, 
it has made itself so very common by 
growiug every where, that it is considered 
by many as a nuis nice. Once placed in 
the garden, the seeds scatter from bed to 
bed, and it spreads iu all directions. If 
let alone five or ten feet of ground are 
soon covered with this weed-like grower. 
Candytuft and Marigold are also trouble- 
some in the same manner. The little 
frost of this climate seldom kill these 
plants. 

The periwinkle is also mentioned in 
the “notes.” This plant is a very hardy, 
spreading, troublesome evergreen. Twen- 
ty years ago a root was placed in an un- 
occupied space of ground, and that root 
has travelled and stretched itself for- 
ward, planting its cuds in the ground and 
there rooting aud stretching again, like 
an iucli worm, until it now occupies a 
space of fifty feet by twenty. Frosts do 
it no harm iu this climate, and had not 
this plant beeu controlled the periwinkle 
would long ago have covered the whole 
garden plot, tho whole frout yard, and 

K erhaps have tried to climb over the 
ouse. It is so difficult to got rid of, 
that no gardener knows just when 
he digs up the last shoe-string 
root. When one is sure this work is ac- 
complished, on returning after a few- days 
a dozen green leaves have crawled out of 
the ground, and the ambitious plant 
seems to have no idea of being buried 
alive, or of dying without good cause for 
it. 

Eastern papers also frequently refer to 
the ruinous effects of the winters upon 
some kinds of fruit trees. Not long since 
in a “fruit growers’ convention” in this 
state, while the members were reviewing 
the peach interests of the Mississippi 
valley, and the causes of failure there, a 
member quoted from an Eastern volume, 
wherein a question was asked as follows: 
“Could not into spring frosts be rendered 
harmless to peaches by means of a cheap 
iron furnace to burn coal iu, set between 
every four trees, and fired up at any 
time that frosts may bo expected.” 

Now’, to a California fanner, who is 
used to such numerous acres of fruit 
trees, Buch a question seems quite ludi- 
crous, aud the members expressed the 
feeling iu this niauner: “Imagine” said 
he, “Mr. A. T. Hatch of Suisan, with his 
orchard of 000 acres, putting stoves in 
ench square of four trees— 25 stoves to 
tho acre— 15,000 stoves to lire up and keep 
going!” 

In this fruitful laud tho Californian 
soon forgets tho freezing eastern state lie 
left behind him, aud when reminded of 
the preparation necessary there for the 
coming winter, and compares it with the 
milder winter here, ho' is filled with 
thankfulness aud is ready to exclaim wit i 
old Georgo Herbert, “O Loid. thy bles- 
sings hang in clusters” over this sunny 
laud of the goldcu West. 

It hardly seems possible that news- 
papers could publish Loudou news in 
California the day before it happened in 
tho former city. Hut a proof that this 
can lie done, sometimes, was illustrated 
in the recent worthless Sluvon aud Mc- 
Auliffe light. Thu tight took place at 
daybreak, the 27th of September, aud it 
was telegraphed across the Atlantic and 
the continent ho speedily that the Heport 
of San Francisco issued an extra paper 
giviug an account of the contest at 0.30 
of the 20th of September. The telegraph 
and difference of time between the two 
cities making an occurrence possible 
which seems at first thought as impossi- 
ble as that 2 aud 3 should make 7. It is 
stated that one telegram or cablegram 
was but three minutes in orossiug the 
ocean, but the average time of transmis- 
sion across the ocean und continent was 
11 minutes. 

It may not be a recommendation to 
California that such news should he 
considered so important, but there has 
always been a lighting class in this state. 
This fact was referred to iu a Congrega- 
tional home missionary re-union held 
last week iu Oakland. The topic of dis- 
cussion was: “Our Coast and Christiuu 
work from 18-4B to 1800.” Interesting 
reminisceuses were given of early mis- 
sionary effort iu this state and in Oregon.

After another half 
hour of waiting Mr. Willey returned to 
the hotel feeling rather disappointed. 
Hut lie said matters were afterward ex 
plained, for there was a big fight, land 
fight I believe, out somewhere on the 
plnins.nnd all the inhabitants had turned 
out to boo the struggle for victory. 

It hns been snid that no two human be- 
ings havo creases on their thumbs which 
aro exactly alike. This fact is now used 
by an Oakland hank in dealing with 
Chinese. In China prisoners are regis- 
tered by the iinpiint of their thumbs. 
A kind of ink is used, and then the 
thumbs are plnced upon paper. A 
Chinamen died sometime since in Arizo- 
na, leaving a sum of money in this Oak- 
land hank. This money was Rent to his 
widow in China, who receipted for it by 
impressing her thumbs on paper. This 
fact led to the praolice of using this 
means of identification in dealings with 
the Chinese, and has proven quite ser- 
viceable. It is stated that thumb lilies 
or cronses in a given person do not 
cliango sonsibly from youth to age. there- 
fore they are the surest tests of identity 
possible. 

Perhaps it may be of interest to some 
to learn that the recent party of EAstern 
missionaries to Japan arrived safely in 
San Fraucisco and sailed on the Gaelic 
October 1st for that country. Mr. Arthur
